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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital, 

Harrisburg,  Pa.,  October  13 ,  1893. 

To  the  Committee  07i  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties, State  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisburg,  present  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1893. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was, 
ma'es,  410;  females,  454;  total,  854;  number  admitted  during 
the  year,  males,  94;  females,  50;  total  144;  number  under 
treatment  during  the  year,  males,  504;  females,  504;  total, 
1,008;  number  discharged  during  the  year,  males,  121;  fe- 
males. 99;  total,  220;  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  males,  383;  females,  405;  total,  788;  average  number 
present  during  the  year,  males,  386;  females,  418;  total,  804; 
showing  an  average  loss  of  22  patients  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  1892. 

This  reduction  in  our  number  of  patients  was  caused  by  the 
order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  under  which  80  were 
transferred  to  county  almshouses  of  the  hospital  district;  an 
order  which  was  absolutely  necessary  tj  relieve  the  danger- 
ously overcrowded  condition  of  the  Hospital,  which  has  still 
35  more  patients  than  it  can  properly  take  care  of  and  main- 
tain . 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  $19,859.23;  the  sum  received  from  all  sources,  in- 
cluding the  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  $198,- 
597.40;  the  expenditures  for  the  year  were  $178,738.17;  thus 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $19,859.23. 

The  average  cost  of  each  patient  for  the  year  was  $206 .80, 
or  a  trifle  over  $3.98  per  week. 
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The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital will  be  found  appended,  giving  the  details  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  institution  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  found  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  expend 
$21,337.30  for  repairs,  without  which  the  buildings  would  not 
have  been  habitable. 

This  is  not  surprising  when  we  consider  that  the  buildings 
are  more  than  forty  (40)  years  old — buildings  originally  hastily 
and  illy  constructed  with  bad  material.  The  value  of  the  work- 
done  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Board  of  Public  Charities,  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of 
new  buildings,  because  those  in  use  were  in  no  sense  adapted 
to  the  requirements  of  a  modern  hospital,  took  the  first  neces- 
sary steps,  and  recommended  to  the  Legislatui-e  the  making  of 
an  appi'opriation  of  $100,000  for  rebuilding  the  central  portion 
of  the  main  building,  and  accordingly  an  act  was  passed  the 
29th  day  of  May,  1893,  appropriating  that  sum.  Plans  and 
specifications  have  been  drawn  under  the  supervision  of  the 
trustees,  which  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities,  and  proposals  asked  for  from  builders. 

We  trust  that  the  work  will  be  done  in  such  a  way  as  will 
commend  itself  to  the  great  Commonwealth,  which  has  been, 
and  is,  so  liberal  and  just  to  its  unfortunate  wards. 

May  we  not  exjDress  the  confident  hope  that  the  rebuilding 
of  this  central  portion  of  the  main  building  will  be  followed 
by  such  action  of  the  Legislature  as  will  insure  the  erection 
of  other  suitable  buildings  adequate  for  the  care,  maintenance 
and  treatment  of  the  insane  of  the  sixteen  counties  of  this 
Hospital  district. 

We  express  great  satisfaction  with  the  present  condition  of 
the  institution  with  which  we  are  connected,  and  again  con- 
gratulate ourselves,  and  your  committee,  on  the  efficiency  and 
ability  of  our  Superintendent,  and  chief  medical  officer,  through 
whose  energy,  industry,  capacity  and  systematic  order,  the 
Hospital  ranks  to-day,  with  the  best  of  the  State  or  Nation. 
.Considering  the  difficulties  of  a  superintcndency,  with  over- 
crowded wards,  buildings  defective  in  every  particular,  and 
positively  dangerous  in  many,  nec.essarily  increasing  the  ex- 
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pense  of  administration  and  troubles  of  management,  we  thinlv 
you  will  agree  with  us  that  our  words  are  not  in  any  sense 
exaggerated. 

The  death  rates  in  both  male  and  female  departments  have 
rarely,  if  ever,  been  so  low  in  the  institution. 

The  women's  wards  under  the  medical  control  of  Dr.  Jane 
K.  Garver,  have  been  managed  in  a  manner  entirely  satisfac- 
tory, evidencing  her  ability  and  skill,  justifying  the  estab- 
lished policy  of  the  State  that  the  medical  control  of  female 
pati_ents  should  be  intrusted  to  a  physician  of  their  own  sex.

Report  of  the  Superintendent. 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  ^^ept.  30,  1893. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Hospital, 
I  submit  herewith  "  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30. 

On  Oct.  1,  1892,  there  remained  in  the  Hospital  :

patients  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  1892.  Of  the 
504  male  and  504  female  patients  under  treatment,  29  male,  or 
.057,  and  39  female,  or  .077,  died;  31  males,  or  .061,  and  21 
females,  or  .041,  were  discharged  recovered.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  cases  of  erysipelas  and  dysenteric  diarrhose, 
our  patients  have  been  preserved  from  severe  sickness. 

The  close  of  the  last  hospital  year  found  our  house  crowded 
with  one  hundred  and  forty-four  more  patients  than  the  recog- 
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nized  capacity  (720)  of  the  hospital  would  justify  us  in  accom- 
modating. Various  methods  were  suggested  to  secure  relief, 
but  no  relief  came  until  you  authorized  me  to  decline  to  receive 
any  patients  until  such  time  as  discharges,  &c.,  would  so  re- 
duce our  number  that  our  inmates  could  be  properly  cared  for 
and  maintained. 

In  1883,  by  general  law,  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  this 
State  were,  authorized  to  transfer  to  State  Hospitals,  the  insane 
inmates  of  any  of  the  county  poor  houses,  wherever  in  their 
jurgment  they  could  be  better  cared  for  in  the  State  institu- 
tions. The  authors  of  this  humane  law  hardly  realized  the 
«  magnitude  of  the  task  imposed  upon  the  Committee.  The 
inadequacy,  present  and  prospective,  of  the  State  Hospitals  for 
the  custodial  care  of  the  insane  at  that  time  and  for  the  next 
twenty  years  was  not  realized,  and  the  hospitals  became  over- 
crowed with  a  class  of  incurable  inmates  who  only  required 
custodial  care  and  hygenic  surroundings  for  their  comfort. 
Medical  treatment,  except  for  bodily  maladies  that  we  all  in- 
herit, was  unavailing.  As  I  have  above  noted,  they  filled  the 
wards  of  the  hospital  to  the  exclusion  of  those  recent  cases  of 
insanity  that  would  be  benefited  by  early  treatment.  In  the 
meanwhile  the  quarters  for  the  insane  in  the  county  poor 
houses  relieved  by  these  changes  were  adapted  to  other  pur- 
poses, and  when  the  overcrowding  of  the  Hospital  became  so 
excessive  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  compelled,  for  the 
protection  of  their  patients  to  decline  to  receive  inmates,  it 
was  difficult  to  make  requisite  provisions  for  their  care.  With 
keen  foresight,  anticipating,  no  doubt,  the  i^robability  of  this 
condition  of  affairs,  the  Legislature  in  1891,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Board  of  Chai'ities,  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  said 
Board  to  re-transfer  at  their  discretion  any  or  all  patients 
from  the  State  Hospitals  to  the  county  houses.  At  the  same 
session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  introduced,  relegating  the 
chronic  insane  to  the  county  almshouses  and  approjariating  a 
large  sum  for  their  care  and  maintenance  therein.  This  very 
properly  was  vetoed  by  Governor  Patterson,  who  has  done  so 
much  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  charitable  institutions, 
he  says,  "  This  policy  which  is  contemplated,  is  directly  in  con- 
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flict  with  that  which  has  been  established  by  this  Common- 
wealth in  the  development  of  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  &e.," 
The  unforeseen  delays  in  the  completion  of  the  hospital  at  Wer- 
nersville  then  compelled  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  let  us 
hope  as  a  temporary  expedient,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  of  '91,  and  transfer  the  overplus  of  patients 
in  the  State  Hospitals  to  the  county  houses.  The  relief  thus 
given  to  this  hospital  and  the  closure  of  our  doors  for  three 
months,  from  February  18th  to  June  2d,  has  so  reduced  our 
numbers  that  we  can  now  give  our  patients  satisfactory  care. 

The  alterations  in  the  outside  drainage — kitchens  and  method 
of  food  distribution  have  been  completed.  The  use  of  gas  has 
been  discontinued.  The  house  is  lighted  by  electricity.  The 
kitchen  as  at  present  arranged  is  G0x30  leet  with  , two  twelve-feet 
Bramhall-Dean  ranges  at  one  end,  centrally  located.  Through 
the  center  of  the  I'oom  are  two  steam  roasting  kettles, six  6o  gal- 
lon double  jacketed  steam  boilers,  four  65  gallon  coffee  and  tea 
boilers,  with  150  gallon  copper  kettle  at  the  apex,  surrounded 
by  brass  railing,  the  sink,  tables  and  cupboards  are  at  each 
side;  at  end  of  room  nearest  central  building  two  rooms  12x16 
have  been  built,  with  cemented  floors,  one  for  storage  of  tin- 
ware, the  other  for  temporary  storage  of  parings  and  kitchen 
offal;  at  the  other  end  two  large  doors  open  into  passage  ways 
leading  to  farmers'  dining-room,  capable  of  seating  seventy-five 
persons ;  from  this  passage  way  eight-feet  doors  open  upon  as- 
phalt pavements.  The  food  cars  are  loaded  directly  from  the 
boilers  and  ranges  and  rapidly  distributed  to  the  different 
wards;  on  account  of  pecuiliar  arrangement  of  the  house,  tram- 
ways cannot  be  used.  The  grading  around  the  kitchen  and 
bake  house  has  been  altered  and  pavements  of  asphalt  tile,  ex- 
tending from  the  main  building  to  corridors  connecting  with 
the  branch  buildings  have  been  laid.  Pavements  in  the  I'ear 
yards  of  the  male  and  female  wards  have  been  regraded  and 
relaid.  Five  bath-rooms  have  been  renovated,  iron  tubs  re- 
placed by  porcelain  lined  tubs,  and  the  floors  and  walls  of  the 
lavatories  and  bath-rooms  covered  with  urine  proof  cement. 

For  several  years  complaints  have  been  made,  yearly,  against 
our  pig  pens,  which  were  within  the  city  limits;  although  every 
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possible  effort  at  cleanliness  was  exei'ted,  the  sm-rounding 
air  was  filled  with  foul  odors,  due  to  a  great  extent  to  the 
saturation  of  ground  on  which  the  pens  were  built,  and  was 
offensive  to  the  neighborhood,  this  and  the  fact  that  the  location 
was  in  a  low  part  of  our  grounds,  and  very  cold  and  damp  and 
deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  pigs,  induced  you  to  authorize 
me  to  move  the  pens  to  a  more  desirable  place,  where  we 
could  have  better  hygenic  surroundings  without  annoyance 
to  our  neighbors.  With  the  concurrence  of  the  farm  com- 
mittee, a  place  was  selected  about  150  yards  to  the  rear  of 
of  the  barn.  The  ground  was  excavated  to  the  depth  of  three 
feet,  filled  in  with  two  and  one-half  feet  of  large  broken  stone, 
topped  off  with  two  and  one-half  in  cement  grouting,  then 
covered  with  one-half  in  Dykerhoft'  cement.  This  pavement 
inclined  both  ways  from  center  to  gutters.  On  brick  piers 
two  and  one-half  feet  above  the  concrete,  a  wooden  pen  sixty 
by  thirty  feet,  with  eight  feet  open  yards  was  built.  All 
uncollected  droppings  are  caught  by  the  asphalt  or  the  gutters, 
which  are  readily  flushed  into  six  inch  drains  that  empty  into 
a  small  stream.  Ground  saturation  is  thus  avoided,  and  the 
surroundings  are  comparatively  sweet  for  pig  pens.  The  green 
houses  are  being  altered  ;  the  boiler-house,  inadequate  to  sup- 
ply heat,  will  be  moved  to  the  southeast  end  of  the  present 
structures,  and  somewhat  enlarged.  About  fifteen  feet  of  the 
foundation  wall,  in  the  cellar  under  the  fifth  ward,  having 
crumbled  and  given  away  was  rebuilt  with  solid  masonry. 
Many  feet  of  stone  wall  of  creek  destroyed  by  time  and  the 
floods  of  1889  have  been  rejDaired,  as  well  as  the  small  dams 
injured  by  the  same  flood.  For  details  I  refer  you  to  tabu- 
lated statement  of  "movement  of  population;"  the  opera- 
tion of  farm  and  garden  and  piggery  will  be  found  in  accom- 
panying report  of  steward,  who  has  ably  and  satisfactorily 
conducted  them. 

During  the  year  two  accidents  occurred,  one  the  death  by 
fire  of  one  of  the  female  patients,  on  whom  was  held  a  cor- 
ner's inquest,  in  which  the  attendants  in  imnieciate  charge 
were  exonerated  from  blame.  See  Dr.  Garver's  report.  The 
other  a  male  patient,  while  eating  his  breakfast  about  6  a.  m., 
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was  seized  with  an  attack  of  petite  mal,  the  muscles  of  deluti- 
tion  became  paralyzed  and  a  mass  of  chewed  beef  fell  back- 
wards and  across  the  rim  of  the  glottis.  I  was  quickly  sum- 
moned, made  a  rapid  but  ineffectual  attempt  to  remove  it  by 
the  mouth,  but  failed.  Tracheotomy  was  then  performed  with 
my  pocket  knife,  finger  inserted  into  the  trachea,  and  the 
mass  pushed  forward  and  removed  from  the  mouth.  Though 
the  air  rushed  into  the  lungs  when  the  windpipe  was  opened, 
and  the  heart  beat  after  the  removal  of  the  mass,  artificial  re- 
spiration failed  to  resuscititate  him. 

In  February  last  Dr.  J.  Dunn,  Junior  Assistant  Physician, 
resigned,  to  enter  private  practice.  His  place  was  filled  by 
Dr.  J.  T.  Sprague,  of  New  York.  lu  April  last  Mrs.  A.  C. 
Sprecker,  our  matron,  resigned,  and  Mrs.  McCandlish,  of  New- 
ville.  was  offered  and  accepted  the  office  which  she  now  fills  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 

Dr.  Garver,  who  has  so  ably  controlled  the  female  patients 
of  this  hospital  for  many  years,  will  submit  her  report  of  the 
operations  of  that  department. 

To  the  o^^icers  and  employees,  whose  co-operation  has 
enabled  us  to  improve  the  condition  of  house  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  institution,  1  am  much  indebted,  and  to  you  gentlemen, 
to  whom  I  am  under  many  obligations  for  advice  and  assist- 
ance, I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks.

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Report  of  Physician— Female  Dept. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  present  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1893. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  Register  of  the  Department 
for  Women  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  454.  During  the 
year  50  were  admitted  and  99  discharged.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  405  remain,  of  whom  9  are  out  on  trial.  The  total  num- 
ber under  treatment  was  504,  and  the  average  present  418.7. 
Of  those  discharged,  21  were  restored,  23  improved,  15  unim- 
proved, 1  not  insane  and  39  died.  Of  those  remaining,  about 
21  seem  to  offer  a  possibility  of  recovery. 

In  consequence  of  the  decision  of  your  Board,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital,  that  owing  to  the  overcrowded  state  of  the 
wards,  no  patients  should  be  received  until  the  number  was 
reduced  to  400  in  each  department,  and  a  certain  class  of  in- 
curables should  be  remanded  to  the  almshouses  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  therefore,  no  patients  were  received  froin 
Feb.  18th  to  June  9th. 

During  that  time  a  list  of  106  names  was  furnished  of  women 
best  suited  for  transfer  to  almshouses;  but  the  counties  gener- 
ally were  unable  or  unwilling  to  receive  them,  and  only  21  were 
actually  transferred.  These  transfers  however,  with  dis- 
charges from  other  sources,  lowered  our  population  by  June 
9th  to  393,  with  seven  out  on  trial,  and  patients  were  again 
received.  The  admissions  however  did  not  assume  a  more 
acute  character,  but  continued  to  be  largely  of  the  chronic 
class  just  referred  to.  Out  of  the  fifty  admissions,  only  fifteen 
were  under  six  months  duration  before  admission.  Four  were 
under  one  year;  eleven  from  one  to  two  years;  and  the  re- 
maining twenty  from  two  to  twenty-five  years  in  duration. 
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The  complicatious  were  :  epilepsy,  two;  opium  habit,  tliree; 
alcoholism,  two;  paralysis,  three;  suicidal,  ten;  heredity,  thir- 
teen. Fifteen  of  the  fifty  admissions,  as  also  a  number  of 
others,  have  been  under  treatment  for  diseases  peculiar  to 
women;  generally  with  decided  benefit,  mentally  as  well  as 
physically.  The  admission  being  more  than  one-half  less  than 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  naturally  afforded  fewer  cases 
favorable  for  recovery.  About  seventeen  of  the  whole  num- 
ber admitted  either  have  recovered,  are  convalescent,  or  have 
reasonable  prospect  for  recovery  ;  and  eleven  are  either  im- 
proved or  have  a  possibility  of  improvement. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  here  the  words  of  a  prominent 
alienist,  who  says^  "  It  is  still  our  belief  that  the  number  of 
reported  recoveries  varies  in  different  hospitals,  according  to 
the  standard  adopted  by  the  physician  in  charge." 

Amongst  those  who  died  were  sixteen  women  advanced  in 
years  and  mostly  suffering  from  organic  brain  lesions.  Their 
ages  ranged  from  sixty-one  to  eighty-seven  years,  and  their 
periods  of  residence  from  one  month  to  thirty-eight  years. 
Fourteen  deaths  were  due  to  phthisis  alone,  and  two  to 
phthisis,  with  other  diseases. 

Eight  of  these  cases  developed  in  the  new  building,  four  in 
the  old  building,  and  four  were  contracted  before  admission. 
Excepting  these  four,  all  were  residents  of  the  Hospital  for 
from  two  to  sixteen  years,  and  those  in  the  new  building  had 
resided  there  for  several  years.  These  facts  point  with  an 
emphasis  greater  than  words  to  the  reality  of  all  that  has  been 
said  in  regard  to  over-crowding  in  this  Hospital.  It  also  seems 
to  corroborate  the  theory  of  communicability  of  phthisis.  Dis- 
infection and  isolation  have  been  used  in  each  case  so  far  as  our 
means  permit,  but  it  seems  that  further  efforts  in  the  direction 
of  hygienic  and  sanitary  precautions  are  called  for. 

Open  fires,  suitably  guarded,  of  course,  maintained  in  the 
chimnies  of  the  day  rooms  in  the  new  building  would  doubtless 
assist  materially  in  producing  a  more  healthful  atmosphere. 
If  funds  were  available  a  large  sun  parlor  built  on  the  south 
side  of  the  new  building,  communicating  with  the  wards  on 
each  side,  would  add  vastly  to  the  hygenic  resources  of  the 
institution. 
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The  space  on  the  east  side  adjoining  the  building  and  covered 
way  could  be  converted  into  a  pleasure  ground  with  lawns, 
shade  trees,  flower  beds,  and  provision  for  outdoor  games. 
This  seems  all  the  more  desirable  since  the  ground  in  front 
seems  likely  to  be  disturbed  by  building  operations  for  some 
years  to  come. 

These  suggestions  are  respectfully  submitted  to  your 
Board  in  the  earnest  desire  to  benefit  the  helpless  class 
here  confined,  and  with  the  ardent  hope  that  it  may  be  possible 
to  effect  some  improvement  in  their  environments.  In  this 
connection  a  remark  of  Dr.  Chapin's,  in  his  last  report,  is 
apropos.  He  says:  "In  addition  to  the  strictly  medical  service 
which  is  rendered,  we  bear  in  mind  how  much  an  orderly  and 
kindly  admxinistration  of  the  household,  as  ■well  as  means  of  rec- 
reation and  diversion,  may  also  conduce  to  lessen  irritation 
and  promote  mental  restoration." 

In  the  latter  23art  of  the  summer  a  number  of  cases  of  dysen- 
tery appeared,  affecting  both  patients  and  attendants.  Dur- 
ino-the  last  six  months  attendants  to  the  number  of  seventeen 
have  been  quite  ill  from  various  causes.  Those  most  seriously 
affected  were  exhausted  from  over-work  and  mental  strain. 
The  amount  of  sickness  among  them  has  occasioned  consider- 
able inconvenience,  but  happily  all  have  recovered. 

The  painful  task  presents  itself  of  recording  a  suicide  which 
occurred  last  December.  This  patient,  whose  suicidal  ten- 
dencies were  a  source  of  anxious  care  for  some  months,  slipped 
into  the  bath-room  one  evening  at  bed-time.  By  standing  on 
a  chair  she  managed  to  reach  the  gas  jet  and  ignite  a  strip  torn 
from  her  clothing.  An  attendant,  hastily  called  by  another 
patient,  extinguished  the  fire  with  her  shawl,  but  the  patient 
was  severely  burned  about  the  chest  and  expired  thii  next  day. 

One  serious  accident  resulted  from  a  quarrel  between  two 
patients,  in  which  one  fell  and  sustained  a  fracture  of  the  left 
femur.    Happily  the  patient  made  a  good  recovery. 

Two  patients  eloped  in  April.  One  reached  her  home  and 
and  was  afterward  discharged.  The  second  engaged  as  a 
servant  in  the  country,  and  was  discovered  after  about  three 
weeks  and  brought  back.  Another  eloped  in  the  summer  and 
was  returned  after  an  absence  of  two  days.

Seclusion  and  restraint  are  used  as  little  as  possible  One 
excessively  violent  and  destructive  patient  was  restrained  with 
the  camisole,  on  twenty-one  occasions,  for  a  total  period  of 
217  hours.  Two  wore  side  sleeve  dresses  on  three  occasions 
for  a  total  period  of  30  hours  ;  and  two  patients  were  secluded 
on  three  occasions  for  violence  to  others,  for  a  total  period  of 
36  hours. 

The  occupations  for  women  are  chiefly  in  household  labor — 
laundry,  kitchen,  housework,  sewing,  knitting  and  fancy  work. 
In  addition  to  the  large  and  important  item  of  mending  done 
by  attendants  and  patients,  they  made  1,113  dresses,  4,060 
other  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  and  5,246  articles  of  house- 
hold furnishing. 

In  addition  to  this  work  in  the  wards,  1,538  dresses  and  102 
other  articles  were  made  in  the  sewing-room. 

Amusements  consist  of  walking,  tennis  and  croquet,  danc- 
ing, singing,  games,  reading,  and  entertainments  in  chapel. 
A  few  patients  were  invited  to  spend  a  day  in  the  country,  by 
the  family  of  one  of  their  number;  and  a  picnic  in  the  grounds 
was  enjoyed  by  some  others. 

These  brief  outlines  conclude  the  summary  of  the  year's 
work.  It  only  remains  to  express  a  hope  that  the  conscien- 
tious endeavor  of  all  who  are  concerned  in  the  work  may 
result  in  benefit  to  the  afflicted  class  for  whom  we  labor;  and 
to  go  forward  with  renewed  zeal  in  their  behalf.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  hospital  three  methods  are 
provided  by  law  : 

1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

2.  By  an  order  from  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or  over- 
seers of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  oi*  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magistrate 
according  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  patient. 

4.  A  history  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  attend- 
ance of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  form  4. 

The  charges,  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing,  &c.,  of 
public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week,  payable 
at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of  February,  May,  Aug'ust  and 
November.  The  rate  for  private  patients  is  five  dollars  per  week,  to 
be  paid  at  admission  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every 
quarter  thereafter. 

5.  Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothing,  two 
or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  jjair  of  boots  or  shoes 
and  an  overcoat. 

6.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  undercloth- 
ing, two  dresses  for  every  day  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers,  and  a 
bonnet  and  shawl  or  coat.

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisburg,  present  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1894. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was: 
males,  383;  females,  405;  total,  788.  Number  admitted  during 
the  year:  males,  177;  females,  93;  total,  270.  Number  under 
treatment  during  the  year:  males,  560;  females,  498;  total, 
1058.  Number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year:  males,  418; 
females,  397;  total,  815.  Avi^rage  number  present  during  the 
year:  males,  388;  females,  402;  total,  790. 

The  admissions  have  thus  been  13H  more  than  during  the 
preceding  year,  but  the  transfer  of  patients  to  Wernersville 
and  through  paroles  has  left  but  13  more  patients  at  the  end 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  and  of  the 
year  was  $15,918.93;  the  sum  received  from  all  soui'ces,  includ- 
ing the  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  $253,382.16; 
the  expenditures  for  the  year  were  $237,463.23,  thus  leaving 
the  balance  of  $15,918.93  as  stated;  of  the  expenditures  above 
$9,751.33  were  paid  into  the  State  Treasurer  by  direction  of 
law. 

We  make  the  gratifying  statement  that  the  weekly  charges 
for  care  and  maintenance  of  patients  have  been  reduced  to 
$3.63  per  week,  the  lowest  weekly  rate  but  one  since  the 
organization  of  this  Hospital;  and  this  result  was  brought 
about,  notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  moneys  neces- 
sarily expended  for  repairs  and  difficulties  of  maintaining  a 
Hospital  for  the  insane  in  buildings  continually  in  use  for 
nearly  half  a  century.

State  Lunatic  Hospital. 


The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  officers  of  the  hospital 
will  be  found  appended,  giving  the  details  of  the  operations  of 
the  institution  during  the  year.  The  trustees  have,  again,  as 
a  year  ago,  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr. 
H.  L.  Orth.  their  invaluable  Superintendent  and  chief  medical 
officer,  and  Dr.  Jane  K.  Garver,  who  has  medical  control  of 
the  women's  wards,  and  the  office  bearers  of  the  institution 
under  them.  We  believe  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  greatest 
credit  for  ability,  earnestness  and  efficiency  of  management, 
both  in  the  general  government  of  the  institution  and  the 
medical  care  and  treatment  of  the  unfortunate  inmates. 
Patients  are  treated  with  professional  skill  and  uniform  kind- 
ness; every  effort  is  made  to  improve  their  condition  and  carry 
it  on  to  recovery  when  that  is  at  all  possible.  Dr.  Orth's 
ability,  industry  and  great  vigor  of  character,  have  been  re- 
flected during  the  year  in  the  splendid  spirit  which  has  per- 
vaded those  under  him. 

The  subject  of  mental  disease  is  attracting  greater  interest 
every  year.  The  benevolent  and  philanthropic  everywhere  are 
interested  in  its  study.  The  beneficial  results  seen  in  the 
pi'esent  humane  methods  of  dealing  with  insane  is  the  result 
of  study  in  the  past  from  a  time  when  this  unfortunate  class 
were  cruelly  neglected  and  abused.  Gradually  the  old  super- 
stitions as  to  insanity  are  being  eradicated  from  the  public 
mind,  as  the  type  of  treatment  for  the  insane  has  changed  to 
reduced  restraints. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  who  are 
fully  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  new  buildings,  but  who  did 
not  feel  justified  m  going  farther  in  that  direction  two  years 
ago,  for  the  new  Administration  Building,  soon  to  be  com- 
pleted, which  it  is  hoped  and  believed  will  be  found  to  be  all 
that  could  be  desired  Its  construction  has  been  carefully 
supervised  and  the  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Architect  Hutton,  the  latter  having  de- 
signed the  plan,  in  compliance  with  the  act  of  Assembly,  pro- 
viding that  the  building  should  be  plain,  substantial  and  of 
fire-proof  construction. 
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As  stated  in  oui- last  year's  report,  "  may  we  not  express 
the  confident  hope  that  the  building  of  this  central  portion  of 
the  main  building  will  be  followed  by  such  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature as  will  insure  the  erection  of  other  suitable  buildings, 
adequate  for  the  care  and  maintenance  and  treatment  of  the 
insane  of  the  sixteen  counties  of  this  Hospital  district. 

The  good  work  has  begun  well.  Never  was  an  improvement 
more  needed.  For  year  after  year,  we  have  brought  the  ab- 
solute necessitj^  of  this  matter  before  your  committee  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities. 

The  buildings  now  in  use  are  not  at  all  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  a  Hospital  for  the  insane.  Much,  very  much,  has  been  done 
by  our  efficient  Superintendent  within  the  last  two  years  to 
improve  them;  but  neither  he,  nor  anyone  else,  can  so  change 
the  present  condemned  buildings  as  to  make  them  satisfactory. 
They  are  unhealthy,  and  the  heating  and  ventilation  both  very 
defective.  The  time  has  now  come  when  to  render  the  work 
already  begun  a  success,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  suitable  home 
for  the  insane  of  this  part  of  the  Commonwealth  creditable  to 
our  State,  new  and  more  modern  buildings  must  be  erected. 
The  Superintendent  and  architect  have  spent  much  time 
in  carefully  preparing  preliminary  plans  for  new  groups  of 
buildings  to  take  the  place  of  those  which  have  been  continu- 
ally used  for  forty-four  years.  These  plans  thus  carefully  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Hutton,  every  feature  of  which  will  be  explained 
by  him,  it  is  believed  embody  all  that  is  best  in  recent  hospital 
buildings,  without  any  extravagance.  We  submit  them  to 
your  superior  judgment.  The  advantages  of  a  situation  for  a 
hospital  cannot  be  too  highly  descanted  upon,  and  with  such 
improvements  as  we  believe  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  will 
'make  this  institution  equal  to  any  in  the  laud. 

The  trustees  feel  that  the  Hospital  has  sustained  a  serious 
loss  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Martha  Morgan,  who  died  at  the  Hos- 
pital on  the  23d  of  September  last,  after  a  short  illness.  She 
was  faithful  in  her  work,  devoted  to  the  Hospital  and  its 
patients,  and  will  be  greatly  missed.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Haurisburg,  Pa.,  Se2'>temher  30,  1894. 
To  the  Trustees,  PeiinsyJvania  IState  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  by-laws,  I  herewith 
submit  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  this  Hospital 
during  the  year  ending  September  30,  with  tabular  statements 
of  all  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  the  condition  of  the 
Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  was 
788  (including  23  on  probation),  and  on  Sept..  30,  it  was  815 
(including  37  on  probation).  The  admissions  were  270,  of 
whom  177  were  men  and  93  were  women,  of  this  number  4 
were  voluntary  patients.  The  discharges  were  2-13,  of  whom 
142  were  men  and  101  were  women.  The  whole  number  under 
treatment  was  1,058,  560  men  and  498  women,  and  the  daily 
average  was  790.85,  of  this  number  36  men  or  .064  and  33 
women  or  .066  died  and  33  men  or  .058  and  24  women  or  .048 
recovered. 

While  admissions  were  136  more  than  during  the  preceding 
year,  the  relief  afforded  by  transfer  of  patients  to  Wernersville 
and  by  numerous  paroles  has  left  the  house  in  a  habitable  con- 
dition, and  there  are  but  13  more  patients  in  the  house  than  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

On  Sept.  30,  ground  was  broken  for  the  new  administration 
building  (detailed  description  by  architect  herewith  sub- 
mitted), for  which  the  Legislature  of  '93  appropriated  $100,- 
000.00,  and  it  is  rapidly  approaching  completion,  the  contrac- 
tors expect  to  turn  it  over  to  you  about  the  last  of  November, 
every  detail  of  the  construction  has  been  carefully  supervised, 
all  the  specifications  of  your  contract  have  been  complied  with 
under  the  supervision  of  the  architect,  Addison  Hutton,  who 
designed  the  plans  in  compliance  with  the  Act  No.  125,  P.  L. 
1893.  which  provides,  that  the  building  shall  be  of  the  best 
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design  for  the  construction  of  such  an  institution  without  ex- 
pensive  architectural  adornment  or  unduly  large  or  costly  ad- 
ministrative accommodations.  The  building  is  large,  plain 
and  substantial  and  of  fireproof  construction,  and  will  be 
found  satisfactory  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed, 

For  years  the  buildings  of  this  institution  have  been  con- 
demned as  unsatisfactory,  as  not  adapted  for  their  purposes, 
as  unhealthy  on  account  of  the  saturated  (with  water),  con- 
dition of  the  walls,  and  of  course  not  desirable  for  the  care  of 
our  inmates. 

Under  your  instructions,  and  after  repeated  conferences, 
and  after  careful  inspection  of  the  more  modern  hospital  builu- 
ings,  Mr.  Hutton  has  prepared  preliminary  plans  for  new 
groups  of  buildings  to  take  the  place  of  those  now  in  use,  con- 
structed in  1S50.  The  responsibility  connected  with  the  de- 
signing of  new  buildings  is  grave,  the  advances  made  in  hos- 
pital construction  within  the  last  two  decades  have  overthrown 
our  early  ideas,  and  while  the  block  plan,  with  its  many 
stories,  has  given  away  to  the  cottage  system,  there  are  cer- 
tain elements  in  both  that  can  be  used  to  advantage  ;  in  these 
plans,  modified  to  adapt  themselves  to  our  comparatively  new 
buildings  erected  in  '86,  a  combination  plan  has  been  adopted. 
Certain  principles,  as  suggested  by  Wise,  in  report  of  Com- 
mission for  the  erection  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Hospital,  N.  Y. 
and  herewith  summarized,  have  been  adopted  in  these  designs. 
They  are  so  arranged  that  certain  fixed  conditions  will  prevail 
uniformly  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  and  under  all  circum- 
stances. 

These  are  sanitary  and  aesthetic  and  bear  upon  the  bodily  and 
mental  welfare  of  the  patient  subjected  to  their  influences. 
From  a  sanitary  point  of  view  the  requirements  for  a  general 
hospital  and  a  hospital  for  the  insane  are  similar,  but  for  the 
insane  is  required  a  quality  of  structure  that  the  need  of  the 
bodily  sick  does  not  demand,  and  surroundings  that  admit  of 
their  treatment  through  the  external  senses. 

That  all  insane  are  sick  persons  and  demand  treatment  either 
for  their  recovery  or  improvement  is  a  well  recognized  fact 
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and  the  hospital  feature  of  the  asylum  snould  be  the  predomi- 
nant one,  and  the  custodial  feature  though  necessai'y,  should 
not  be  emphasized.  Treatment  of  insanity  implies  far  more 
than  treatment  of  disease  affecting  other  organs  of  the  body 
than  the  brain,  and  comprises  bodily  and  mental,  the  former 
is  therapeutical  and  hygenic,  the  latter  is  psychical  and  has 
definite  relation  to  construction  and  surroundings. 

Although  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  every  effort  is  made 
to  restore  them  to  their  normal  standard  of  mental  health,  over 
80  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  of  our  hospitals  belong  to  the  chronic 
class,  who  have  passed  into  a  terminal  state  where  recovery  is 
impossible.  Experience  teaches,  however,  that  no  true  limit 
can  be  placed  on  the  curable  stage  of  insanity,  and  the  popular 
division  of  the  two  classes,  the  acute  and  the  chronic,  the  lat- 
ter considered  incurable  is  misleading,  therefore  the  hospital 
feature  should  apply  to  all  the  insane,  whether  the  disorder  is 
recent  or  of  long  standing,  but  in  a  modified  form. 

As  I  have  suggested  above,  until  recent  years,  asylums  so 
called,  have  been  constructed  to  secured  compactness  and 
economy  of  administration,  linear  buildings  with  wings  on  each 
side  of  a  central  administration  building,  three  and  four  stories 
in  height,  with  long  corridors,  with  bed  rooms  on  both  sides, 
the  corridors  utilized  for  day  use  by  patients,  can  be  seen  in 
every  direction,  in  fact  our  own  is  typical.  So  called  improve- 
ments have  been  made  from  year  to  year,  but  without  change 
of  type. 

The  disadvantages  of  the  linear  plan  have  been  recognized 
as  our  knowledge  and  treatment  of  insanity  has  advanced,  the 
depressing  influence  of  the  dull  monotonous  structure  retards 
improvement  or  recovery,  while  variety  and  opportunity  for 
subdivision  and  classification  should  improve  recovery,  and  an 
abrupt  departure  from  linear  to  cottage  plans  has  resulted, 
and  the  Asylum  village  has  been  evolved,  where  often  every 
ward  is  a  separate  building  without  any  connection  to  its  fel- 
low. In  the  variable  climate  of  this  country  this  feature  is 
not  desirable,  and  authorities  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
certain  features  of  the  linear  plan  can  be  advantageously  com- 
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bined  with  the  cottage.  In  the  plans  about  to  be  explained  to 
you  by  Mr.  Hutton,  these  features  have  been  carefully  consid- 
ered and  he  has  endeavored  to  embody  all  that  is  best  in  recent 
hospital  architecture  and  adapt  buildings  to  our  location;  in 
our  frequent  consultation  we  have  endeavored  to  secure  all 
that  the  most  advanced  and  progressive  experience  could  sug- 
gest to  aid  us  in  our  designs. 

Certain  cardinal  rules  have  been  followed  in  these  plans. 
This  will  require  about  $400,000.00. 

The  buildings  do  not  exceed  two  stories  in  height. 

Two  stairways  lead  from  the  second  stories,  for  easy  escape 
in  case  of  fire. 

The  buildings  are  to  be  fire-proof;  and  will  be  so  construct- 
ed that  they  can  be  warmed  at  all  times  to  a  temperature  of 
70  degrees  Fah. 

Ample  cubic  space  will  be  provided  for  ventilation  and  with- 
out materially  increasing  the  cost  of  maintenance  or  sacrificing 
the  essential  appliances  for  proper  treatment  and  custody  of 
the  several  classes.  They  will  be  constructed  to  permit  the 
conditions  of  domestic  life.  There  will  be  diversity,  and  no 
operative  department  will  be  in  basements. 

The  plans  suggested  consist  of  a  central  building  now 
erected,  and  four  cottages  on  each  side  connected  with  cor- 
ridors, but  so  'Constructed  as  to  avoid  their  objectionable 
features.  These  cottages  are  respectively  for  reception,  obser- 
vation and  convalescent  aud  disturbed  wards,  and  will  accom- 
modate about  200  patients ;  in  the  rear  and  attached  by  cor- 
ridors, will  be  six  wards  to  accommodate  the  500  patients,  in 
all  1,000,  with  plans  for  a  congregate  dining-room,  chapel, 
amusement  hall,  dormitory  for  nur.^es,  bakery  and  the  num- 
berless out-buildings  necessary  for  the  economical  administra- 
tion of  a  hospital  tor  1,000  patients. 

I  have  also  had  prepared  a  plan  and  estimate  for  a  reservoir 
to  hold  1,000,000  gallons  of  water  to  give  us  one  week's  stor- 
age, as  we  use  150,000  gallons  daily.  The  estimate  cost  is 
$16,000,  but  as  much  of  the  work  can  be  done  by  our  own 
employees  and  patients,  $15,000  would  be  ample  to  pay  all 
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expenses  of  building.  This  includes  a  double  line  of  pipe  from 
house  to  reservoir  and  return.  While  we  have  never  been 
deprived  of  water,  I  am  advised  that  in  seasons  of  extreme 
drought,  the  streams  will  not  give  a  full  supply  and  a  scarcity 
exists.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  suggest  the  great  danger  in 
case  of  fire  at  that  time. 

In  addition  to  this,  $40,000  insurance  will  fall  due  in  Octo- 
ber, 1895,  and  $86,500  in  March  and  May,  1896.  This  will  re- 
quire an  outlay  of  $1,420,  and  should  be  provided  for  by 
appropriation  by  Legislature. 

The  new  administration  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
in  December  and  will  require  furniture.  Some  of  that  in  use 
in  present  buildings  can  be  utilized,  but  much  additional  will 
be  requii'ed.     I  would  suggest  that  $10,000  be  asked  for. 

For  the  support  of  each  insane  patient,  with  his  attendant, 
in  a  hospital,  to  give  air,  space  and  exercise  room,  it  is  well 
established  that  there  should  be  one-half  acre  of  ground.  At 
present  we  have  292  acres  and  should  have  210  acres  addi- 
tional, if  we  expect  to  provide  for  1,000  patients.  I  would 
suggest  therefore,  $63,000  be  asked  for. 

During  the  year  $12,000  was  expended  in  repairs,  $8,000  of 
this  for  material  and  $4,000  for  labor.  This  includes  improve- 
ments to  grounds,  fencing,  &c.,  in  addition,  much  of  the  grad- 
ing was  done  by  the  patients  under  competent  attendants. 

Since  the  erection  of  the  branch  buildings,  especially  on  the 
male  side,  the  ventilation  has  given  much  trouble,  and  during 
the  early  spring  and  late  summer,  diarrhoeal  and  dysenteric 
diseases  have  prevailed,  inexcusable  in  a  new  building,  as  they 
are  generated  by  filth  due  to  imperfect  ventilation,  several 
attempts  have  been  made  to  correct  the  trouble  with  apparent 
success  as  far  as  odors  were  considered,  but  the  intestinal 
troubles  continued.  I  am  happy  now  to  advise  you  that  the 
placing  of  steam  coils  in  iron  chests  in  the  attics  with  outlet 
on  roof  and  running  large  ventilation  joipes  from  closets  to  these 
chests,  thereby  securing  continuous  downward  ventilation 
through  the  closet,  has  secured  the  results.  There  has  not 
been  a  single  case  of  dysentery  in  these  wards  since  the  intro- 
duction of  this  apparatus. 
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On  Christmas  last  our  usual  custom  of  assembling  the 
patients  in  the  chapel  and  distributing  to  them  oi'anges  and 
sweetmeats  was  continued.  Hon.  Robert  E.  Pattison,  our 
worthy  President  Hon.  L.  W.  Hall,  Messrs.  Gilbert,  Bailey, 
Awl  and  Rev.  George  Stewart  added  to  our  pleasure  with 
short  addresses. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  moneys  expended  for 
repairs,  our  weekly  charges  for  care  and  maintenance  of  our 
patients  has  been  but  $3.63  per  week,  the  lowest  weekly  rate 
but  one  since  the  organization  of  the  Hospital.  In  1890  it 
was  $3.50  and  in  1892,  $3.64. 

In  addition  to  our  usual  expenditures  we  have  turned  into 
the  State  Treasury,  as  will  appear  in  the  treasurer's  accounts, 
$9,751.33,  an  unexpended  balance  that  has  been  accumulating 
for  several  years,  and  was  being  used  to  promptly  pay  our 
tradesmen's  accounts.  Deprivation  of  this  working  balance 
necessarily  makes  us  dilatory  in  our  payments  until  we  can 
secure  what  we  have  earned  from  the  Auditor  General,  who 
pays  us  quarterly,  about  the  20th  of  the  month  succeeding  the 
rendition  of  our  accounts. 

For  details  of  the  operation  of  the  farm,  garden,  piggeries, 
&c.,  I  submit  the  report  of  Steward. 

On  December  31,  Dr.  J.  T.  Sprague,  Assistant  Physician, 
who  was  appointed  in  April,  1893,  finding  hospital  life  uncon- 
genial, at  my  request,  severed  his  relations  with  us;  through 
inability  to  secure  a  satisfactory  successor,  no  appointment 
was  made  until  March  23,  when  Dr.  W.  H.  Harrison,  who  had 
been  for  several  years  Assistant  Physician  at  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  accepted  the  position,  in  addition  to 
his  other  duties  he  does  the  pathological  work  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

With  deep  regret  I  have  to  advise  you  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Martha  Morgan,  Assistant  Physician,  appointed  in  1884. 
Identified  v/ith  the  Hospital,  conscientious  in  her  work,  faith- 
ful in  all  her  duties,  devoted  to  her  patients,  she  clung  to  her 
work  as  long  as  she  was  able  to  move — she  died  at  the  Hos- 
pital September  23d,  sincerely  regretted  by  all  who  had  been 
associated  with  her. 
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To  the  officers  and  employees  whose  strict  attention  to  duty 
and  kindness  to  patients  have  improved  the  condition  of  the 
Hospital,  my  thanks  are  due.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FEMALE  PHYSICIAN. 


To  tite  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1894. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Hospital  October  1,  1893,  was 
405.  of  whom  9  were  out  on  trial.  During  the  year  93  were 
admitted  and  101  discharged.  At  the  end  of  the  year  397 
remain,  of  whom  7  are  out  on  trial. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  498,  the  average 
present  401.99.  Of  those  discharged  24  were  restored,  7  im- 
proved, 7  unimproved,  33  died,  and  30  were  transferred  (im- 
proved) to  the  South  Mountain  Asylum. 

Among  the  93  admissions  six  were  idiots  or  imbeciles. 
Twenty  cases  had  a  duration  of  insanity  from  one  month  to 
six,  and  are  therefore  classified  as  recent.  The  remaining  (J7 
are  chronic  cases. 

The  complications  are  :  epilepsy,  6  ;  homicidal,  2  ;  pai'alysis, 
4  ;  suicidal,  10. 

Heredity  was  found  to  exist  m  35  cases.  Doubtless  this 
number  would  be  increased  were  it  possible  to  ascertain  the 
facts  in  all  cases. 

Twenty-two  suffered  from  diseases  peculiar  to  women.  A 
large  uterine  fibroid  was  removed  by  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  Super- 
intendent, who  also  operated  upon  a  strangulated  hernia  in 
the  woman's  ward. 

One  child  was  born  in  the  wards  during  the  year. 

The  average  of  recoveries  on  the  whole  number  admitted  is 
.258,  or  about  25.8  per  cent.  The  average  on  the  whole  num- 
ber present  is  .048,  or  nearly  5  per  cent.  The  average  of 
deaths  is  .066,  or  a  little  more  than  0  per  cent. 

Eight  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  from  61  to  81 
years,  and  9  were  due  to  tuberculosis.  The  ages  of  the  latter 
group  ranged  from  30  years  to  53,  and  their  periods  of  resi- 
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dence  in  the  Hospital  from  over  2  years  to  12.  The  only 
exception  was  the  case  of  one  who  died  of  tuberculosis  three 
months  after  admission.  Five  of  these  cases  existed  in  the 
new  building  and  the  remainder  in  the  old.  Every  year  a 
certain  number  of  persons  are  admitted  in  advanced  stages  of 
exhaustion  from  maniacal  exeitement,  old  age,  or  acute  dis- 
ease, whose  presence  simply  serves  to  swell  the  roll  of  mor- 
tality. 

A  number  of  cases  of  dysentery,  diarrhoea  and  malarial 
troubles,  and  two  or  three  of  erysipelas,  occured  during  the 
year.  Five  persons  had  measles,  were  removed  from  the  wards, 
and  placed  in  strict  quarantine  under  the  care  of  a  special 
nurse. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  year  has  been  comparatively 
free  from  sickness. 

As  has  been  so  frequently  stated,  our  greatest  need  lies  in 
the  fact  of  the  over-crowded  state  of  the  wards  for  the  violent 
and  uncleanly  classes,  and  in  the  lack  of  quarters  espeeially 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  sick,  the  feeble  and  the  epileptic. 

Autopsies  were  held  on  nine  cases,  four  of  which  were 
made  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Harrison,  Pathologist. 

Restraint  and  seclusion  have  been  avoided  as  far  as  possible. 
The  camisole  has  not  been  used,  but  in  a  few  instances  a  dress 
with  sleeves  sewed  to  the  side,  or  with  sleeves  ending  in  a 
covering  for  the  fingers,  has  been  used. 

Employments  are  found  in  ward  work,  sewing,  knitting  and 
fancy  work,  laundry  and  kitchen.  Two  patients  raised  seeds 
in  boxes,  planted  them  in  beds  in  t\\e  grounds,  and  tended 
them  during  the  Summer.  Their  industry  gave  pleasure  to 
many  others,  who  watched  the  growth  from  day  to  day. 

The  sewing-room  and  the  wards  made  6,600  articles  of 
wearing  apparel,  and  5,256  articles  for  household  use. 

Our  amusements  have  been  walking,  driving,  tennis,  croquet, 
dancing,  games,  picnics  and  entertainments  in  chapel. 

One  patient  eloped  in  the  Spring,  reached  home,  and  re- 
mained there  in  consequence  of  a  decision  of  the  court  that  she 
was  not  insane. 
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An  addition  to  oui-  therapeutic  resources  has  been  made  in 
the  employment  of  a  woman  slcilled  in  massage  and  Swedish 
movements.  It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  record  results,  but  thus 
far  mental  improvement  has  not  been  commensurate  with  the 
physical  gain  observed. 

It  is  but  just  to  speak  of  the  faithful  services  given  by  the 
majority  of  our  attendants,  and  by  our  supervisor,  Miss  Mary 
Self.  Their  arduous  work  deserves  recognition  and  encourage- 
ment. 

As  the  nearest  associate  of  Dr.  Martha  Morgan,  who  lately 
laid  down  the  burden  of  her  life  and  labor  here,  I  must  express 
my  deep  regret  at  the  sad  and  untimely  end.  Dr.  Morgan 
was  always  efficient,  capable  and  faithful.  Her  practical  good 
sense,  native  force,  and  long  experience,  made  her  services 
invaluable  to  the  hospital.  The  void  occasioned  by  her  death 
can  not  easily  be  filled. 

With  thanks  to  the  Superintendent  for  surgical  and  other 
aid.  and  to  your  honorable  board  for  continued  consideration,

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REPORT  OF  PATHOLOGIST. 


Since  entering  upon  our  duties,  Marcli  22d,  ult. ,  in  the 
Pathological  Department,  our  work  has  comprised  :  1st,  post- 
mortem examination  with  the  gross  and  microscopical  study  of 
human  tissues  ;  2d,  bacteriological  investigation ;  3d,  examin- 
ation of  secretions  and  excretions  including  the  analysis  of 
urine;  to  which  we  wish  to  add,  4th,  systematic  study  of  the 
blood.  During  this  brief  period  of  six  months  we  have  made 
ten  post-mortem  examinations.  Our  colleagues  of  the  Medical 
Staff  were  present  in  each  instance  and  took  an  active  interest 
in  the  work.  Of  the  cases  examined  six  were  men,  four 
women.  All  these  had  suffered  from  chronic  alienation.  No 
case  of  death  occurred  in  the  acute  stage  of  insanity  during 
our  residence  in  the  Hospital  In  all  there  were  evidences  of 
disease  in  the  brain  and  its  membranes  as  well  as  in  other 
parts  of  the  physical  system.  Areas  of  hyperplasia  in  the 
membranes  of  the  brain  and  opacities  of  the  pia-arachnoid 
were  marked  in  greater  or  less  degree  with  old  adhesions.  In 
all  there  was  enlargement  of  the  ventricles,  quite  marked  in 
some  cases,  with  increase  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid.  Local- 
ized softening  was  present  in  some  cases.  Examined  micro- 
scopically, waste  and  degeneration  of  the  cells  of  the  brain 
and  cord  were  apparent  as  well  as  of  the  nerve  fibre.  In  some 
there  was  more  or  less  induration  of  the  cerebro-spinal  tissue 
with  encroachment  of  new  connective  tissue  cells  and  fibre 
upon  the  more  or  less  degenerated  parenchyma. 

In  three  cases  there  was  marked  congestion  of  the  cerebro- 
spinal tissue  and  in  two  of  these  cases  there  were  apoplexies. 
Some  were  quite  anaemic. 

We  can  only  refer  briefly  to  the  points  of  interest. 

No.  2819,  aet.  47.  Quite  plethoric  in  habit,  chronic 
epilepsy,  dementia.  Blood  clot  had  formed  in  the  meshes  of 
the  pia  arachnoid  and  underneath.     It  was  most  abundant  in 
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the  left  fissure  of  Sylvius.  It  extended  also  irregularly  in 
patches  over  left  middle  lobe  of  the  cerebrum.  The  hem- 
morrhage  did  not  extend  more  than  an  inch  beyond  the  fissure 
of  Sylvius  on  the  base.  An  oblique  linear  rupture  of  a  small 
aneurism  of  the  ascending  frontal  branch  near  its  junction 
with  the  middle  cerebral  artery.  We  noticed  marked 
variation  in  the  calibre  of  the  blood  vessels  as  well  as  in  the 
consistence  and  thickness  of  the  walls  in  difTerent  localities. 
We  found  eight  different  aneurismal  dilatations  of  the  smaller 
branches  of  the  arteries  comprising  the  circle  of  Willis. 

No.  3834,  aet.  30.  Melancholia.  A  coagulum  lay  in 
patches  over  the  anterior  surface  of  the  medulla  oblongata, 
pons,  space  about  the  circle  of  Willis  as  far  as  the  optic  com- 
missure, and  extending  about  two  inches  down  the  spinal  cord. 
Pia-arachnoid  was  partially  broken  down.  A  rupture  was 
found  of  the  anterior  spinal  branch  of  the  vertebt^al  artery. 
Aneurisms  of  small  size  were  found  on  the  branches  of  the 
basilar. 

No.  3736,  aet.  76.  Senile  dementia.  The  arteries  were  in 
an  advanced  atheromatous  condition.  Those  forming;  the 
circle  of  Willis  and  their  branches  were  very  irregular  in  cal- 
ibre, containing  softened  fibrous  tissue  in  patches  and  shell- 
like masses  and  tubes  of  calcareous  matter. 

In  the  wall  between  the  sections  of  the  mitral  valve  ex- 
teriorly was  a  globular  fibrous  tumor  one-half  inch  in  diameter, 
hard  and  resistant,  containing  internally  calcareous  material. 
This  tumor  encroached  on  the  orifice  and  doubtless  had  offei^ed 
some  obstruction  to  the  circulation. 

There  was  a  shallow  but  marked  area  of  waste  over  part  of 
the  anterior  central,  posterior  central,  upper  parietal,  angular, 
convolutions,  on  the  right  side. 

No.  3870,  aet.  19.  Choreic  insanity.  Pericardium  adherent 
on  all  sides  to  the  heart;  the  pericardial  sack  being  obliterated, 
the  result  of  a  former  inflammation.     Stenosis  of  mitral  valve. 

In  3137  and  267-1  tuberculosis  had  invaded  the  lungs  and  in 
both  cases  bacillus  tuberculosis  was  found. 
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Tn  two  men  and  two  women  we  determined  the  presence  of 
tuberculosis  having  found  the  bacilli  in  the  sputum. 

In  three  patients  and  two  employees  we  found  plasmodium 
malaria?  in  the  bjood. 

W.e  made  careful  examination  chemical  and  by  the  microscope 
of  the  urine  of  129  patients.  Each  case  is  examined  on  enter- 
ing the  Hospital.  We  believe  from  careful  observation,  and 
more  recent  research  on  the  part  of  others  confirms  it,  that  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  urine  are  commonly  altered  in  insanity. 

We  expect  in  the  near  future  to  make  systematic  examina- 
tions of  the  blood.  From  such  research  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  extending  over  a  long  period,  we  were 
able  to  learn  much  of  the  effect  of  food  and  medicine  on  the 
human  economy,  and  now  feel  that  the  determination  of  the 
characters  of  the  blood  is  all  important  in  showing  the  needs  of 
the  animal  system  and  in  guiding  our  medical  and  dietary  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  NEW  ADMINISTRATION  BUILD- 
ING FOR  THE  STATE  LUNATIC  HOSPITAL,  AT 
HARRISBURG,  PENNSYLVANIA. 


Plan. 

The  plan  of  the  building  is  in  the  form  of  an  L.  The  main 
building  is  a  parallelogram  123  feet  long  and  52  feet  wide, 
with  a  kitchen  wing  extending  to  the  northeast  38  feet  long 
and  24  feet  wide.  The  whole  building  is  three  stories  in 
height,  of  which  the  first  contains  the  Executive  Offices,  Re- 
ception Room  for  Patients,  together  with  the  Officers'  Dining 
Room  and  Kitchen.  The  second  floor  is  mainly  devoted  to  the 
Living  Apartments  for  the  medical  stafT,  together  with  the 
usual  conveniences — such  as  bath  rooms,  etc.  The  third  floor 
is  the  residence  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  All  this  de- 
scription will  be  better  understood  by  reference  to  ihe  cuts  of 
floor  plans,  which  are  herewith  published. 

Construction. 

The  walls  of  the  buildings  are  of  hard  bricks  and  cement 
Tnortar.  The  outer  walls  are  20  inches  thick,  with  a  hollow 
space  in  the  middle,  which  is  a  preventative  of  dampness.  The 
floor  construction  is  of  iron  beams,  with  arches  of  hollow 
bricks,  so  that  the  essential  construction  of  the  building  is  in- 
combustible. The  floors,  doors,  sashes  and  trimmings  are 
wood  ;  but  the  ruling  idea  has  been  to  use  as  little  combustible 
material  as  is  consistent  with  the  comfort  of  such  an  establish- 
ment, which  is  rather  of  a  domestic  than  of  a  public  character. 
The  stairs  are  of  iron  construction,  but  for  the  sake  of  comfort 
have  wooden  steps  and  hand-rails.  The  roof  construction  is  of 
iron,  the  covering  of  slate  and  the  cornice  of  copper ;  tlie  latter 
being  adopted  because  of  the  prohibitory  expense  of  cut  stone. 
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Warming  and  Ventilation. 

The  warminfi^  and  ventilation  are  accomplished  by  means  of 
low  pressure  steam.  The  radiators  are  placed  in  the  rooms 
that  they  are  intended  to  warm  and  supplied  from  the  outside 
with  air  with  regulating  dampers  by  which  the  occupant  can 
control  the  inflow  of  fresh  air  to  suit  himself.  The  ventilation 
is  accomplished  by  means  of  large  flues  having  within  them 
accelei'ating  coils  of  pipe  which,  heated  with  steam,  produce  a 
constant  outflow  of  air  from  every  room  controllable  by  regis- 
ter valves. 

It  is  believed  that  this  method  of  warming  and  ventilation 
has  a  balance  of  advantages  over  the  various  schemes  which 
have  been  experimented  upon  for  the  last  fifty  years.  It  has 
the  advantage  of  certainty  of  obtaining  sufficient  heat  for  every 
part  of  the  building,  and  of  being  controllable  in  each  part  by 
its  occupant.  It  is  not  applicable  to  the  wards  for  obvious 
reasons. 

Water  Pipes  and  Fixtures. 

The  water  fixtures  and  pipes  have  been  adjusted  with  great 
care  in  regard  to  their  certainty  of  action  and  avoidance  of 
freezing  and  leaking  ;  and  also  with  special  regard  to  their 
proper  ventilation. 

Architecture. 

With  regard  to  the  style  of  architecture  it  has  been  thought 
advisable  to  adopt  one  which  combines,  along  with  great  sim- 
plicity and  economy  of  construction,  some  of  the  traditions  of 
our  own  State.  This  has  led  to  the  abandonment  of  the  more 
severe  style  of  classical  design  exhibited  in  the  old  Central 
Building,  and  the  adoption  of  that  phase  of  rennaissance  popu- 
larly recognized  in  this  locality  as  "Colonial;"  the  best  ex- 
amples cf  which  are  perhaps  to  be  found  in  some  of  the  old 
mansions  in  and  around  Philadelphia,  the  State  House  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  Pine  street. 

The  external  facing  of  the  building  is  of  red  bricks  and 
Hummelstown  brown  stone  trimmings.     These  give  a  very 
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solid  and  substantial  appearance,  but  are  open  to  the  criticism 
that  the  effect  is  somewhat  somber;  the  cost,  however,  pre- 
vented the  use  of  lighter  colored  stone  and  bricks,  as  these 
could  not  be  procured  in  the  vicinity. 

It  is  thought,  however,  that  when  the  old  center  is  taken 
away,  and  the  new  buildings  for  patients  constructed,  there 
will  be  an  agreeable  h?rmony  in  the  grouping.  The  effort  will 
be  made  in  the  interest  of  successful  hospital  practice  to  oblit- 
erate as  far  as  possible  the  old  institutional  appearance,  and. 
instead,  to  present  to  the  eye  groups  of  buildings  at  least 
partly  isolated  and  more  nearly  approaching  the  recognized 
expression  of  domestic  architecture.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  hosijital  three  methods  are 
provided  by  law: 

1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

2.  By  an  order  from  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or  over- 
seers of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  or  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magistrate 
according  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  patient. 

4.  A  history  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  attend- 
ants of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  form  4. 

The  charges,  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing,  &c.,  of 
public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week,  payable 
at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of  February,  May,  August  and 
November.  The  rate  for  private  patients  is  five  dollars  per  week,  to 
be  paid  at  admission  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every 
quarter  thereafter. 

5.  Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothinsr,  two 
or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  pair  of  boots  or  shoes 
and  an  overcoat. 

6.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  undercloth- 
ing, two  dresses  for  everyday  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers,  and  a 
bonnet  and  shawl  or  coat. 
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7.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and  ad- 
dressed to  them  in  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 

8.  Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries,  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness. 

9.  General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  daily,  except  Sun- 
day, from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  2  to  4  p.  m.,  but  no  visitor  will  be  admit- 
ted to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent. 

10.  The  proper  papers  should  be  legibly  prepared  and  signed  before 
the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  the  purpose  can 
be  obtained  at  the  Hospital  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the 
Trustees. 

11.  All  communications  concerning  business  of  the  Hospital,  ad- 
mission of  patients,  their  condition,  &c.,  should  be  addressed  to

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  of  Harrisburg  present  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1896. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  was 
845,  of  which  435  were  males  and  410  females.  We  now  have 
under  our  charge  902  patients,  a  greater  number  than  have 
been  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  demand  for  admission  is  much 
greater  than  it  has  been.  The  Hospital  is  crowded  to  greatly 
mor^e  than  its  fullest  capacity. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  $14,648.13. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital will  be  found  appended,  giving  in  detail  the  operations 
of  the  Institution  for  the  period  embraced. 

We  can  do  no  better  than  quote  from  our  last  year's  report 
to  you  as  follows  : 

"  We  regret  to  be  compelled  to  record  the  failure  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  appropriate  any  money  for  new  buildings  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  insane.  Although  stronglj^  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Charities,  who  were  satisfied  of  the  absolute 
necessity  of  new  buildings,  concurred  in  by  the  Appropriation 
Committee  of  the  House  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Senate,  the  Legislature  failed  to  make  any  appropriation.  And 
the  patients  are  compelled  to  remain  in  the  present  condemned 
and  unsatisfactory  quarters,  not  only  unhealthy  but  poorly 
heated  and  defectively  ventilated.  The  sad  statement  we  are 
compelled  to  reitei'ate.  The  buildings  in  use  for  half  a  century 
must  be  continued  as  they  are  because  the  great  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  not  opulent  enough  to  provide  necessary  structures 
for  the  care  of  her  insane. 
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"We  have  no  chapel  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  and  the 
places  where  the  patients  are  compelled  to  live  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  day  are  most  unfit  for  use.  Woi'ds  cannot  make 
this  statement  any  stronger.'" 

Governors  Beaver,  Patterson,  and  Hastings,  the  Board  of 
Public  Charities,  including  the  Committee  on  Lunacy,  the  Ap- 
propriation Committee  of  the  House,  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Senate  were  all  strong  in  the  recommendation  to  the 
last  Legislature  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  new  structures 
for  the  care  of  the  insane  of  this  district.  No  words  can  em- 
phasize this  stronger  than  the  daily  facts  present.  Time  but 
adds  to  the  importance  of  this  reiteration.  We  ask  the  same 
appropriation  for  1897  and  1898,  that  you  unanimously  recom- 
mended to  the  Legislature  for  the  years  1895  and  1896.  Al- 
though the  Legislature  then  refused  the  asked  for  appropria- 
tion, they  passed  the  act  of  July  3d,  1895  (without  our  knowl- 
edge), appropriating  $37,500  to  the  Hospital  for  the  purchase 
of  sixty  acres  of  land  of  the  Mt.  Airy  farm,  adjoining  the  lands 
of  the  Institution.  This  was  part  of  the  land  the  Trustees 
thought  it  wise  to  buy.  They  acquired  title  to  it  for  $25,000 
instead  of  $37,500,  and  have  had  it  in  use  and  possession  for 
several  months.  They  now  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $38,000 
for  additional  land,  which,  with  the  $25,000  spent  for  the  Mt. 
Airy  farm,  will  make  $63,000,  the  latter  being  the  amount  you 
recommended  to  the  last  Legislature.  The  appropriation  for 
a  reservoir  is  wise.  Our  water  supply  is  defective.  The  sum 
asked  for  is  proper. 

The  improvements  of  the  grounds  have  been  continued  with 
energy,  wisdom  and  economy.  The  drainage,  new  roads, 
bridges,  and  new  walks,  where  absolutely  necessary,  have  all 
been  thoroughly  and  well  done.  The  health  of  the  Institution 
during  the  year  has  been  good  ;  less  sickness  than  usual.  The 
Trustees  cannot  too  strongly  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
services  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  the  Super- 
intendent and  chief  medical  officers  and  the  other  officers  of 
the  Institution,  They  are  entitled  to  credit  for  the  faithful 
conduct  of  those  under  them  during  the  year. 
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The  new  Administration  Building  has  proved  satisfactory. 
The  Trustees  ask  for  the  following  State  aid  for  1897  and  1898  :

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


October  1,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by- 
laws, I  herewith  submit  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1896, 
with  tabular  statements  of  the  cases  treated  during  the  year, 
and  of  the  condition  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  was 
845,  including  35  on  probation.  The  admissions  were  218,  of 
whom  119  were  men  and  99  were  women. 

The  discharges  were  IGl,  of  whom  88  were  men  and  73  were 
women,  and  the  daily  average  was  841.64,  of  this  number  38 
men,  or  .068,  and  22  women,  or  .043  died,  23  men  or  .19  on 
number  admitted,  or  .041  on  number  treated,  25  women,  or 
.25  on  number  admitted,  or  .049  on  number  treated,  recovered. 

Notwithstanding  there  were  44  admissions  less  than  during 
the  preceding  year,  we  have  now  under  our  charge  902  pa- 
tients, including  38  on  probation,  or  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber in  the  house  of  54. 

Of  the  number  admitted,  54  were  recent  or  acute  cases,  8 
congenital  imbeciles,  1  was  not  insane,  20  were  epileptic,  the 
balance  were  in  various  stages  of  chronic  insanity  and  practi- 
cally incurable.  Of  this  number  16,  who  had  been  sent  to 
Wernersville  Asylum  in  1893,  were  re-transferred  to  this  Hos- 
pital, as  increased  age  and  mental  deterioration  not  only  in- 
capacitated them  for  manual  labor,  but  required  increased 
service  for  their  care. 

With  great  difficulty  we  have  avoided  a  rapid  increase  in 
the  number  of  our  inmates,  and  the  demand  has,  at  times, 
been  so  great  and  so  urgent  that  it  seemed  ungracious  and 
heartless  to  refuse,  but  a  consideration  for  the  interest  of  those 
in  the  house  required  decided  action  ;  though  we  have  on  many 
occasions  temporarily  refused  admission  to  applicants,  we  have 
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not  found  it  necessary  to  close  the  house.  More  patients 
might  be  crowded  into  the  wards,  but  this  would  require  in- 
creased service,  for  whom  we  have  no  accommodations;  with 
sleeping  quarters  provided  for  60  attendants  we  must  find 
quarters  for  80,  and  many  of  the  rooms  arranged  for  two  at- 
tendants have  four  crowded  into  the  confined  space.  The  at- 
tendants are  on  duty  from  5  A.  M.  to  7  P.  M. ,  with  one  hour 
relief  during  the  day,  and  most  of  the  time  are  actually  em- 
ployed with  the  patients,  and  though  relieved  from  duty,  sleep 
and  eat  in  the  same  wards.  Their  duties  are  trying  and  ex- 
acting in  daytime  and  their  sleep  disturbed  at  night.  Some 
provision  should  be  made  for  their  relief.  Quarters  outside 
but  in  close  proximity  to  the  house  might  be  built  for  their 
accommodation  and  we  would  secure  better  service,  the  strain 
would  not  be  so  continuous,  and  the  average  term  of  service 
would  be  increased. 

But  one  case  of  erysipelas  and  that  of  benign  character  ap- 
peared in  the  house.  Six  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the 
women's  wards  and  were  isolated  as  carefully  as  possible 
in  our  crowded  condition  and  rapidly  recovered  without  con- 
taminating the  wards  in  which  they  were  taken  sick.  Only 
two  mild  cases  of  dysentery  were  observed.  But  we  regret  to 
say  that  we  have  suffered  with  typhoid  fever.  During  the 
year  seven  patients  liave  died.  This  was  supposed  to  have  been 
caused  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  use  of  drinking 
water  from  a  creek  that  flows  through  our  grounds  that  we 
were  temporarily  compelled  to  use  on  account  of  the  breaking 
of  the  piston  rod  of  the  artesian  well  pump,  but  the  repair  of 
this  and  I'enewal  of  the  use  of  pure  water  did  not  relieve  us. 
An  examination  of  the  ice  gathered  from  a  dam  supplied  by 
this  stream  showed  the  bacilli  communis  colli,  which  indicated 
.sewerage  contamination  as  the  source  of  the  typhoid  fever  and 
the  use  of  ice  for  patients  was  at  once  discontinued.  After 
the  discontinuance  for  three  weeks  no  fresh  cases  occurred, 
and  we  trust  we  are  free  from  the  disease.  A  careful  examina- 
tion of  our  deep  well  water  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
showed  that  it  was  absolutely  free  from  sewerage  contamina- 
tion and  of  unusual  purity.  k 
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Six  births  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  women's  wards, 
and  one  suicide  by  hanging. 

Two  male  patients  were  secluded,  one  for  eight  minutes  dur- 
ing a  maniacal  outbreak,  homocidal  in  its  character,  between 
two  patients  in  the  same  ward;  the  other  for  twenty-four 
hours  to  prevent  access  of  other  patient  to  room  of  patient 
who  was  suffering  with  typhoid  fever. 

Twenty-five  women  patients  were  secluded.  There  were  re- 
strained eighteen  (18)  male  patients  with  the  mitts  of  the  Hu- 
mane Restraint  Company,  and  eighty-four  (84)  women  with 
canvass  dresses,  to  the  sides  of  which  the  sleeves  were  sewed 
so  that  the  arms  of  patients  could  not  be  moved,  for  surgical 
and  other  reasons. 

During  the  year  ten  lavatories  have  been  renovated;  the 
rooms  originally  built  were  forty  feet  in  length  by  ten  feet  in 
width,  divided  into  a  wash  room,  lavatory,  brush  and  bucket 
room  and  bath  room  by  four  twenty-two  inch  partition  walls. 
The  floors  were  covered  with  wood  and  large  blocks  of 
slate  laid  in  cement.  The  wood,  from  constant  use,  was  water 
soaked  and  foul,  and  the  water  in  the  lavatories  had  gradually 
eaten  away  the  cement  joints  and  formed  fermenting  pools 
under  the  slate  where  disinfectants  could  not  reach.  Tn  the 
sixth  and  seventh  wards  there  was  no  heat  in  the  bath  rooms, 
and  the  old  iron  tubs  had  been  in  use  for  years.  These  parti- 
tion walls  were  removed,  the  floors  were  re-covered  with  con- 
crete faced  with  DykerhofT  cement,  which  is  both  water  and 
urine  proof;  large  ventilating  shafts,  four  by  six  feet  in 
measurement,  were  built  from  cellar  to  attic  and  surmounted  by 
twenty-inch  Star  ventilators,  in  which  were  placed  steam  coils. 
All  the  soil  and  urinal  pipes  were  connected  with  shaft,  and 
downward  draught  secured  through  the  closets.  Ai'ound  the 
shaft  were  built  closets  to  hold  the  buckets,  brooms,  etc.,  re- 
quired in  the  ward.  The  closets  were  raised  four  inches  from 
floor  so  that  the  air  could  pass  in,  below  and  out  through 
small  openings  in  the  air  shaft,  thus  creating  a  free  circula- 
tion and  carrying  off  the  odor  of  buckets,  brooms  and  soap. 
The  tops  of  the  closets  were  covered.    For  heat,  coils  of  steam 
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■pipe  were  run  around  the  walls  of  the  bath  room  two  feet 
below  the  ceiling,  the  air  passing  through  the  closets  and  the 
downward  draught  through  the  soil  pipes  is  sufficiently  strong 
to  bring  down- the  hot  air  from  the  ceiling  to  warm  the  rooms. 
The  pipes  were  thus  placed  so  that  they  could  not  be  reached 
by  the  patients  either  by  accident  or  for  suicidal  attempt. 

On  the  male  side  Scheffer's  Gasgenstrom  apparatus,  or  rain 
bath,  was  introduced.  On  the  women's  side  porcelain  lined 
tubs  of  the  Standard  Manufacturing  Company.  So"  far  they 
have  rendered  satisfaction  and  the  wards  are  sweeter  and 
cleaner  than  they  have  been  for  years. 

The  rain  =pray  has  this  to  recommend  it,  two  or  more  pa- 
tients cannot  be  bathed  in  the  same  water. 

In  the  women's  department  all  the  feeble  patients  who  for- 
merly were  cared  for  in  the  Eighth  ward,  which  is  on  the  fourth 
story  of  the  house,  were  removed  to  other  Avards  and  the 
Eighth  has  been  renovated,  partly  re-floored  and  turned  into 
a  congregate  dining  room,  and  sewing  and  lounging  room. 
The  Third  ward,  on  the  floor  below,  has  been  turned  into  a 
large  dormitory  where  can  sleep  the  same  number  as  occupied 
the  Third  and  Eighth  wards.  Most  of  the  patients  can  work 
or  be  diverted  in  the  room  above  and  the  Third  ward  can  be 
aired  and  purified  during  the  day.  The  change  was  made  on 
the  male  side  two  years  ago  and  found  very  satisfactory.  No 
patients  now  sleep  above  the  third  floor.  The  most  active 
ones  are  placed  in  the  upper  wards,  the  feeblest  in  the  lower 
wards  from  where  they  can  easily  be  removed  in  case  of  fire. 

The  completion  of  this  work  is  a  source  of  great  relief  and 
congratulation,  as  the  air  of  the  house  is  greatly  purified  and 
danger  to  the  inmates  in  case  of  fire  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  are  overcrowded,  that  we 
are  in  an  old  and  dilapidated  house  that  has  been  in  constant 
use  for  forty-five  years,  that  is  utterly  unsuited  for  the  intel- 
ligent treatment  of  disease,  the  reduced  death  rate  from  81 
per  M  in  1891  to  55  per  M  for  the  past  year  (the  lowest 
death  rate  since  1878)  exhibits  the  results  of  the  changes  in 
drainage,  ventilation  and  construction  that  you  have  suggested 
and  encouraged  during  the  past  five  years. 
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To  give  greater  freedom  to  the  patients  in  the  male  depart- 
ment, all  fences,  except  those  along  roadways  to  prevent  access 
of  the  general  public  to  wards  and  grounds  reserved  for  pa- 
tients, have  been  taken  away  with  decided  advantage  to  the 
inrnates.  They  have  greater  freedom  of  movement,  are  more 
easily  controlled  and  the  desire  to  attempt  to  scale  the  fence 
removed;  even  with  the  most  violent  patients  the  change  has 
been  beneficial.  The  same  course  will  be  pursued  on  the 
women's  side  as  soon  as  the  use  of  an  old  and  much-used  road- 
way can  be  discontinued. 

Our  water  supply  is  defective.  In  September  last,  as  we 
intimated  in  our  last  report,  we  were  compelled,  owing  to  the 
drouth,  to  obtain  water  from  the  city.  Our  artesian  well  was 
almost  exhausted  and  we  could  not  secure  over  20,000  gallons 
per  day  from  the  creek;  this  continued  about  ten  days.  At 
the  best,  the  water  secured  from  the  stream  that  flows  through 
our  grounds  is  bad;  after  heavy  rains  it  is  loaded  with  dirt 
and  washings  from  the  ploughed  fields  that  befoul  the  stream. 
Our  want  of  filtering  plant  and  storage  reservoir  compels  us 
to  use  this  water  for  manufacturing  and  washing  purposes, 
incrusting  our  boilers  with  "scale"  and  making  impossible,  at 
times,  to  secure  clean  clothing.  A  filtering  plant,  the  neces- 
sary storage  reservoir,  its  attachments  to  our  present  system 
by  6-inch  pipes,  can  be  built  for  $15,000. 

During  the  year  the  Mt.  Airy  farm  of  sixty  acres,  for  which 
the  Legislature  appropriated  $37,500,  was  bo'.ight  for  $25,000, 
the  balance  reverting  to  the  Treasury.  Possession  was  ac- 
quired August  last.  The  buildings,  barn,  and  fences  are  in 
a  dilapidated  condition,  and  will  require  about  $1,000  to  prop- 
erly repair.  The  house  has  been  made  habitable  and  is  occu- 
pied by  our  farmer  and  messenger  with  their  families.  The 
roof  and  floor  of  the  barn  was  repaired  so  as  to  protect  the 
straw  and  hay.  The  balance  of  the  repairs  will  be  made  this 
month. 

As  it  seemed  advantageous  to  use  pea  instead  of  the^  stove, 
coal  that  we  have  been  burning  for  several  years,  as  the  old 
grate  bars  burned  out  two  banks  of  boilers  were  supplied 
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with  McClave  grates,  these  with  the  grates  furnished  last  year 
fully  equips  our  boiler  plant  for  the  thorough  consumption  of 
small  sizes  of  coal. 

The  improvements  to  the  grounds  have  been  slowly  con- 
tinued, the  roadway,  fountain,  and  asphalt  walks  in  front  of 
the  Administration  Building  have  been  completed,  the  major 
portion  of  Spruce  Hollow  previously  subtiled  and  carefully 
drained  has  been  converted  into  a  lawn,  and  through  it  has 
been  built  a  Telford  road  from  ice  house  to  rear  end  of  the 
farm.  One  bridge  was  built  to  take  the  place  of  three  formerly 
required  to  pass  over  the  meandering  stream.  The  banks  of 
the  stream  were  carefully  inclined  to  prevent  washing,  where 
the  road  approached  the  water  retaining  walls  were  built.  It 
will  make  a  very  pleasant  playground  for  the  patients  during 
the  coming  summer. 

The  large  retaining  walls  around  the  reservoir  were  care- 
fully rebuilt  on  solid  foundations  laid  in  concrete  below  the 
water  line.  This  work  was  expensive,  but  has  been  thor- 
oughly done  and  will  last  for  years.  Also  during  the  year  the 
hot  houses  have  been  renewed  and  additional  glass  has  been 
added.  We  hope  with  increased  facilities  to  supply  the  house 
with  an  abundance  of  flowers. 

With  the  exception  of  $78,  the  $10,000  appropriated  by  the 
last  Legislature  for  furnishing  the  Administration  Building 
has  been  expended  under  your  direction,  and  is  very  comfort- 
ably equipped. 

The  farm,  garden  and  dairy  have  given  an  average  yield, 
notwithstanding  the  destruction  of  eighteen  acres  of  oats  by 
the  army  worm  and  the  burning  up  of  a  large  qaantity  of  cab- 
bage by  the  extreme  heat  in  August.  For  the  first  season 
since  the  organization  of  the  Hospital  enough  Irish  potatoes — 
5,500  bushels  of  potatoes — have  been  raised  to  supply  the 
household.  Detailed  statements  of  the  farm,  garden  and  dairy 
are  herewith  submitted,  as  well  as  the  tabulated  reports  of  ad- 
missions, deaths  and  discharges  of  patients. 

The  enforced  tearing  down  of  our  chapel  in  1893  has  de- 
prived us  of  a  place  to  hold  religious  services  and  to  entertain 
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the  patients,  without  which  it  is  impossible  to  relieve  the  ter- 
rible monotony  of  hospital  life,  though  we  have  dancing 
classes  once  a  week  and  an  occasional  entertainment  ;  but  few 
of  the  patients,  owing  to  contracted  quarters,  can  take  part  in 
the  amusements.  A  chapel  should  be  one  of  the  first  buildings 
asked  for  during  the  coming  winter.  On  Christmas  we  had 
our  usual  distribution  of  fruit  and  candies  in  a  ward  beauti- 
fully decorated  with  spruce  and  holly.  The  local  trustees  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Stewart  made  short  addresses  to  the  patients,  much 
to  their  enjoyment. 

Laboratory  work  has  been  continued  through  the  year  by 
Dr.  Harrison.  The  female  department  has  been  conducted,  as 
usual,  by  Dr.  J.  K.  Garver,  assisted  by  Dr.  F.  Merriam,  who 
was  appointed  assistant  physician  in  July,  1895,  and  who  ren- 
ders more  than  satisfactory  service. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Wright,  the  first  assistant  physician,  has  charge 
of  the  male  wards,  and  has  performed  his  duties  in  an  efficient 
and  satisfactory  manner. 

The  service  of  the  attendants  and  employes  has  been  above 
the  average,  and  we  are  indebted  to  them  for  the  successful 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  institution. 

The  matron's  department  has  been  ably  taken  care  of  by 
Miss  Cruikshank,  who  has  so  satisfactorily  filled  the  position 
for  the  past  two  years. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  we  have  been  under  continual  and 
grateful  obligation  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  in  our 
work  during  the  year. 

The  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  officers  and  patients  of  the  Hos- 
pital is  hereby  extended  to  the  proprietors  of  the  following 
papers,  copies  of  which  have  been  regularly  received  at  the 
Hospital:

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN,  FEMALE  DEPARTMENT 

October  1,  1896. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1896  : 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Hospital  October  1,  1895,  was 
410,  of  whom  13  wei'e  out  on  trial,  leaving  397  actually  in  the 
house.  During  the  year  99  women  were  admitted  and  73  dis- 
charged. At  the  end  of  the  year  our  number  is  436,  of  whom 
10  are  out  on  trial  and  426  in  the  house.  The  total  number 
under  treatment  during  the  year  was  509,  and  the  average 
number  present  was  412. 

Of  those  discharged  25  were  restored,  16  improved,  4  unim- 
proved, and  22  died. 

The  per  cent,  of  death  was  a  little  over  4,  or  .043.  The  per 
cent,  of  restorations  on  admissions  is  25,  or  .252,  and  on  the 
whole  number  is  nearly  5  per  cent. ,  or  .049. 

Among  those  restored  was  a  woman  who  was  transferred  by 
order  of  court  to  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  to  finish  serving  a 
sentence  for  a  capital  crime. 

Of  those  admitted  4  were  congenital  imbeciles,  32  suicidal, 
38  homicidal,  7  epileptic,  5  paralytic,  16  suffering  with  lung 
disease  in  greater  or  less  degree. 

Atheroma  existed  in  14  cases,  pregnancy  in  5,  utero-ovarian 
complications  in  12,  opium  habit  and  alcoholism  in  2,  heredity 
in  62. 

Sixteen  cases  were  second  admissions;  three  a  third,  and 
one  a  sixth. 

The  duration  of  disease  before  admission  was  under  6  months 
in  25  cases,  and  under  1  year  in  13  cases.  The  remainder 
were  from  1  year  to  30  and  upwards. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  less  sickness  than  usual.  The 
highest  mortality  of  the  year  was  in  the  first  quartei",  namely, 
from  October  to  January. 

No  epidemic  of  dysentery  occurred  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Five  cases  of  moderate  severity  appeared,  but  no  deaths  re- 
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-suited.  Only  5  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis  as  against  11 
last  year.  We  have,  however,  a  large  number  of  persons  suf- 
fering from  lung  trouble,  several  of  whom  are  now  in  the  last 
stages. 

The  microscopic  examination  of  spuca  by  the  pathologist  in 
these  cases  has  been  of  great  interest  and  value. 

Two  attendants  and  four  patients  suffered  with  diphtheria 
during  the  year.  The  first  case  appeared  in  October,  the 
second  in  January,  the  next  in  February,  two  in  March,  and 
the  last  one  in  September.  All  recovered,  though  one  case  has 
permanently  impaired  health  as  a  sequel  of  the  disease. 

Complete  isolation  of  these  cases  was  impossible  owing  to 
the  absolute  lack  of  suitable  quarters  for  them.  All  that 
could  be  done  was  to  keep  them  in  an  upper  ward — a  sheet  wet 
with  disinfectants  over  the  door.  The  nurses,  of  course, 
avoided  coming  in  contact  with  other  people  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

This  episode  emphasizes  the  call  for  improved  accommoda- 
tion for  the  wards  of  the  State  in  this  institution — of  scientific 
provision  for  isolation  in  all  c-'^ntr.™ou&  diseases. 

I  have  the  painful  duty  to  perform  of  recording  the  death  of 
a  patient  by  suicide.  Kneeling  on  the  floor  at  the  foot  of  the 
bed,  with  the  door  partly  open  and  her  dress  visible  to  the  at- 
tendant outside,  she  tied  her  stocking  about  her  neck  and  over 
the  bedpost,  threw  her  weight  forward  on  the  loop  of  stocking, 
and  was  found  dead  half  an  hour  after  the  attendant  had  been 
in  her  room. 

The  house  has  been  very  much  over-crowded  all  the  year. 
Former  sitting  rooms  are  now  used  as  dormitories,  and  pa- 
tients have  no  place  to  sit  except  in  the  halls  and  bay  windows. 
The  ward  for  feeble  and  uncleanly  patients  has  double  the 
number  it  was  intended  to  accommodate.  The  same  is  true  of 
the  violent'wards.  The  dining-rooms  have  not  much  more  than 
half  the  seating  capacity  needed.  The  clothes  presses  and 
wardrobes  are  entirely  inadequate  to  contain  the  necessary 
amount  of  clothing:. 
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The  attendants  rooms  are  small,  crowded  and  inconvenient. 
Their  meals  are  taken  in  the  midst  of  the  patients.  In  some 
wards  this  is  very  trying  and  disao-reeable.  So  much  is  this 
the  case  that  attendants  sometimes  are  unable  to  retain  their 
food.  Many  of  them  are  ill  every  year,  and  require  no  little 
medical  care  and  nursing. 

Nine  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred.  Though  the  majority 
were  of  a  mild  type,  several  cases  were  severe,  and  one  died. 

Every  succeeding  year  increases  the  difficulty  of  heating  the 
house,  and  consequently  of  keeping  the  patients  warm.  The 
old  windows  are  loose  in  their  frames,  and  the  air  rushes  in 
furiously  when  cold  weather  prevails. 

During  the  year  some  restraint,  chiefly  by  means  of  side- 
sleeve  dresses,  was  employed.  In  this  way  several  very 
troublesome  patients  were  protected  from  the  ills  consequent 
on  exposure  to  cold,  and  some  lives  undoubtedly  saved.  In 
other  instances  restraint  was  used  for  surgical  reasons.  In 
short,  it  was  done  as  a  matter  of  protection  to  the  patients 
from  the  harm  they  would  have  inflicted  on  themselves. 

Six  infants  were  born  during  the  year.  Each  confinement 
case  requires  two  nurses,  one  for  day  and  one  for  night,  and 
it  was  often  most  inconvenient  to  give  from  the  limited  num- 
ber of  attendants  the  requisite  supply.  These  patients  often 
have  to  be  kept  in  bed  by  force,  and  dare  not  be  left  alone  for 
a  moment  for  fear  of  imprudent  behavior  oia  their  part. 

Two  infants  strikingly  exhibited  the  force  of  heredity.  One 
had  a  pronounced  goitre  like  its  mother,  The  other  had 
chronic  parenchynatous  nephritis,  almost  completely  occluded 
ureters,  and  meningeal  inflammation,  as  a  result  no  doubt  of 
sympathetic  nervous  disturbance  of  the  mother.  Both  infants 
died  a  few  days  after  birth. 

Employments  continue  exactly  the  same  as  usual,  laun- 
dry, kitchen,  wai'd  work,  sewing,  and  knitting.  Amusements 
were,  chiefly,  a  weekly  dance  m  South  Branch  during  the  win- 
ter, several  dramatic  entertainments  by  travelling  elocution- 
ists, games,  daily  walks,  driving,  and  croquet  in  summer. 

Several  patients  did  amateur  gardening  in  the  front  grounds, 
where  they  raised  some  flowers. 
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The  lack  of  a  Chapel  in  which  to  assemble  for  religious  and 
other  exercises  leaves  our  patients  in  a  condition  of  great 
monotony  during  winter  evenings. 

This,  with  other  defects  herein  mentioned,  are  not  in  the 
power  of  the  officers  to  remedy,  but  must  wait  upon  the  wise 
action  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  when  next  they  as- 
semble together.  ■ 

A  number  of  attendants  have  shown  a  faithfulness  worthy 
of  commendation,  as  also  our  supervisor  and  assistant  su- 
pervisor. 

Dr.  F.  A.  Merriam,  who  occupies  the  position  so  long  filled 
by  my  lamented  friend  and  co-laborer.  Dr.  M.  Morgan,  has 
proved  herself  a  diligent  and  faithful  officer.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  Hospital  three  methods  are 
provided  by  law  : 

1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

2.  By  an  order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or  over- 
seers of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  or  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magistrate 
according-  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  jjatient. 
-   4.  A  history  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  attend- 
ants of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  Form  4. 

The  charges  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing.  &c..  of 
public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy  five  cents  per  week,  pay- 
able at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  correspond  with  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of  Febrviary.  May, 
August  and  November.  The  rate  for  private  patients  is  five  dollars 
per  week,  to  be  paid  at  admission  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning- of  every  quarter  thereafter. 

5.  Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothing,  two 
or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  pair  of  boots  oi"  shoes 
and  an  overcoat. 

6.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  undercloth- 
ing, two  dresses  for  everyday  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers,  and  a 
bonnet  and  shawl  .or  coat. 

7.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and  ad- 
dressed to  them  in  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries,  or  at  the  oecurrence  of  serious  illness. 

9.  General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  daily,  except  Sun- 
day, from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  2  to  4  p.  m.,  but  no  visitor  will  be  admit- 
ted to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent. 

10.  The  proper  papers  should  be  legibly  prepared  and  signed  before 
the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  tlie  purpose  can 
be  obtained  at  the  Hospital  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the 
Trustees. 

11.  All  communications  concerning  business  of  the  Hospital,  admis- 
sions of  patients,  their  condition,  &c.,  should  be  addressed  to

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  tJie  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Puhlic  Charities  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Harrisbiirg,  respectfully  submit  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1897. 

The  number  of  patients  under  our  charge  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  was  902,  of  whom  466  were  males  and  436  females.  We 
now  have  917  patients,  of  whom  462  are  males  and  455  females, 
being  the  largest  mimber  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  Not- 
withstanding the  Hospital  is  crowded  beyond  its  fullest  capacity, 
the  demand  for  admission  continues. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
jear  was  $15,202.37. 

The  official  reports  and  tabular  statements  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  officers  of  the  Hospital  are  herewith  submitted,  and 
your  attention  is  invited  thereto  for  details  of  the  operation  of 
the  institution  for  the  period  specified. 

Plans  are  now  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  construction 
of  a  reservoir  and  filter  bed,  to  cure  our  defective  water  supply, 
for  which  the  sum  of  $15,000  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature. 

Whilst  we  regret  to  be  compelled  to  note  the  failure  of  the 
Legislature  to  appropriate  the  aggregate  sum  of  money  for  new 
buildings,  for  the  maintenance  of  our  insane  patients,  so  strongly 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Charities,  yet  we  felicitate  our- 
selves that  an  appropriation  of  $150,000  has  been  made  of  the 
sum  asked  for,  and  although  coupled  with  a  proviso,  that  it 
■''shall  not  be  available  until  the  Governor,  Auditor  General  and 
State  Treasurer  shall  have  certified  that  the  revenues  of  the 
Commonwealth  will  permit  the  expenditure,"  we  feel  that  a  be- 
ginning has  been  initiated  for  replacing  a  portion  of  the  present 
coindemnied,  unsajtisfactory  and  antiquated  quarters  with  such  as 
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will  provide,  at  least,  the  modem  comforts,  "\^atliout  expensive 
and  architectural  adornments." 

In  view  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Hospital,  which 
is  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  of  the  patients,  we  trust  that 
the  authorities  will  find  the  appropriation  to  be  available,  and 
seeing  that  our  necessities  are  so  urgent,  hope  they  will  afford, 
us  a  speedy  relief. 

To  that  end  plans  are  now  well  advanced  for  the  construction 
of  the  buildings  provided  for  in  the  act  making  the  said  appro- 
priation, and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities 
for  their  approval  in  the  near  future. 

Our  earnest  desire  is  that  the  work  should  be  prosecuted  early 
in  the  coming  year,  and  pushed  to  a  speedy  completion,  hoping 
that  the  succeeding  Legislature  will  supplement  the  appropria- 
tion already  made  with  a  sum  sufficiently  large  to  continue  the 
work,  until  the  present  defective  buildings  are  entirely  replaced. 

The  improvements  to  the  public  grounds  have  been  continued 
during  the  year  with  the  same  energy,  wisdom  and  economy  as 
in  the  past.  Needed  repairs  to  the  property,  new  roads,  new 
walks,  drains,  &c.,  as  necessity  required,  have  all  been  thoroughly 
and  well  performed. 

Our  late  President,  Hon.  L.  W.  Hall,  died  suddenly  on  the 
morning  of  July  12th  last,  having  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  a  few  days  previously  in  apparent  good  health.  The  esti- 
mate in  which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow-Trustees  can  be  best 
stated  in  the  following  extract  from  the  minutes: 

"Louis  W.  Hall  was  a  member  of  this  Board  for  more  than  ten 
years,  and  on  January  8,  1891,  became,  and  until  his  death,  con- 
tinued to  be  its  President.  During  that  time  he  presided  over  its 
deliberations  with  singular  capacity  and  success.  Ever  attentive 
to  the  many  duties  and  responsibilities  connected  with  that  office, 
faithful  to  the  trust  committed  to  him,  to  watch  over  and  to  care 
for  the  unfortunate  wards  of  the  State;  jealous  of  the  honor  and 
good  name  of  this  institution;  warm-hearted  in  his  friendship, 
alike  for  its  inmates,  officers  and  employees;  unceasing  in  his 
labor  to  aid  the  Board  to  gain  and  maintain  for  the  Hospital  the 
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honorable  position  it  now  occupies,  lionored  b}'  the  State  and 
respected  by  the  community  in  which  he  lived. 
"After  life's  fitful  fever,  he  sleeps  well." 
This  memorial  his  fellow-Trustees  place  on  record  in  token  of 
their  appreciation  of  his  labors  in  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity, 
of  their  keen  sorrow  at  his  sudden  death,  and  of  their  sincere 
sympathy  with  his  stricken  family. 

Mr.  Charles  L.  Bailey  was  unanimously  chosen  to  succeed  him 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  on  this  date. 

The  Trust-ees  again  desire  to  record  their  high  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  the  Superintendent,  the  medical  and  other 
officers  of  the  Hospital,  for  their  faithful  performance  of  duty 
to  ascribe  them  the  proper  credit.  A  high  state  of  discipline 
in  the  management,  and  gTatifying  harmony  in  the  administra- 
tion of  affairs,  pervades  the  institution.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Habeisbueg,  Pa.,  October  21,  1897. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  tlie  by-laws, 
I  herewith  submit  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1897,  with  tabular  state- 
ments of  the  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  of  the  condition 
of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  under  our  charge  903 
patients,  including  42  on  probation.  The  admissions  were  221, 
of  whom  126  were  men  and  95  were  women.  The  discharges 
were  206,  of  whom  130  were  men  and  76  were  women,  and  the 
daily  average  of  patients  in  Hospital  was  871.38,  30  more  than 
1896.  Of  this  nimiber  42  men  died,  or  70  per  M.,  and  27  women, 
or  50  per  M.,  making  our  death  ratio  60  per  M.  on  whole  num- 
ber treated;  28  men  recovered,  or  .22  on  number  admitted, 
.047  on  number  treated;  13  women,  or  .13  on  number  ad- 
mitted, .024  on  number  treated.  While  the  number  of  admis- 
sions was  but  three  more  than  last  year,  the  diminished  number 
of  those  on  probation  has  increased  our  population  35,  i.  e.,  895 
as  compared  with  860  in  1896. 

Of  those  admitted,  68  were  reported  with  the  duration  of  men- 
tal disorder  less  than  six  months;  this  was  manifestly  incorrect,  as 
indicateid  by  the  amount  of  mental  impairment;  37  of  these  cases 
were  acute  and  of  recent  origin,  the  majority  of  whom  will  be,  or 
have  been,  restored,  to  their  normal  mental  condition;  the  bal- 
ance were  terminal  ceases,  idiots  and  imbeciles  in  various  stages 
of  degenercy  and  practically  incurable. 

The  average  age  at  admission  was  44  years. 

Sixty-nine  deaths  occurred,  two  (2)  from  la  grippe,  one  at  46 
years,  the  other  at  70;  two  (2)  from  erysipelas,  one  at  60,  the 
•other  at  70,  and  two  (2)  of  pneumonia,  one  at  39,  the  other  at 
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60,  the  only  cases  of  acute  disease  that  originated  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year.  The  attacks  of  erysipelas  were  sporadic,  of 
asthenic  type,  rapidly  fatal,  and  occurred  one  in  February,  the 
other  in  August,  and  in  remotely  separate  parts  of  the  house. 
But  three  other  cases  of  erysipelas  were  noted,  and  those  of  very 
mild  type. 

Diarrhoea  of  epidemic  character  and  dysentery  did  not  appear, 
neither  did  any  of  the  patients  suffer  from  typhoid  fever.  Two 
of  the  attendants,  however,  were  seized  with  this  disease.  On 
investigating,  it  was  found  that  they  had  been  persistently  drink- 
ing the  creek  water,  which  had  been  examined  and  foimd  to  be 
contaminated  with  typhoid  bacilli.    (See  Annual  Eeport,  1896.) 

All  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  are  supplied  with  creek  water 
for  general  purj^oses,  for  drinking,  w'ater  is  furnished  from  our 
artesian  well.  The  creek  water  comes  through  spigots  con- 
trolled by  keys  in  the  possession  of  the  attendants  only.  The 
artesian  well  water  is  free  to  all. 

Of  those  dying  the  average  age  was  46  years,  and  the  average 
period  of  residence  in  the  house  was  6  years  and  3  months.  (See 
tables  appended.) 

During  the  year  sixteen  (16)  men  and  twenty-six  (26)  women 
were  restrained,  and  one  (1)  man  and  four  (4)  women  were  se- 
cluded. 

For  many  years  the  deficiency  in  the  water  supply  from  our 
artesian  well  has  been  annoying.  In  the  summer  and  fall  if  the 
rain  fall  was  below  the  average,  the  house  could  not  be  supplied 
with  drinking  water,  and  we  were  compelled  to  temporarily  tap 
.  the  Harrisburg  mains.  With  your  concurrence,  the  pumping 
bucket,  located  195  feet  below  the  gTound  surface,  was  dropped 
to  400  feet,  but  unfortunately  an  inequality  in  the  bore  at  200 
feet  compelled  the  substitution  of  a  5-inch  for  the  6-inch  con- 
duit pipe,  notwithstanding  this,  we  have  now  more  water  than  is 
required.  For  three  weeks  the  pump  was  used  continuously  day 
and  night  to  supplement  our  supply  of  creek  water,  which  was 
deficient  on  account  of  the  extreme  dry  weather.  The  water  is 
abundant,  of  its  usual  good  quality,  and  will,  as  far  as  tested, 
supply  any  deficiency  that  may  occur  in  our  general  system. 
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At  your  suggestion,  application  was  made  to  the  Board  of 
Agi-iculture  for  the  examination  of  our  herd  of  cows  to  determine, 
if  possible,  if  they  were  affected  with  tuherculofeis.  Under  instnic- 
tions  from  the  State  Veterinary,  they  were  inoculated  with  tuber- 
culin. Two  bulls,  thirty-eight  cows  and  six  heifers  of  the  herd 
of  sixty-eight  cattle  yielded  to  the  test,  were  adjudged  diseased 
and  were  killed.  In  every  one  destroyed  were  found  diseased 
glands,  or  large  masses  of  caseous  matter,  or  abscesses,  thus  veri- 
fying the  tuberculin  test. 

The  large  number  of  diseased  cattle  made  it  obvious  that  our 
stables  were  contaminated  and  demanded  thorough  cleaning  and 
disinfection.  The  stalls  and  wooden  floors  were  removed,  six 
inches  of  the  earth  floor  scraped  away  and  removed.  Then  the 
ground  was  saturated  with  sulphate  of  iron  sol.,  covered  to  grade 
with  fresh  earth,  the  wall  and  ceilings  carefully  scrubbed  with 
a  solution  of  green  soap,  then  douched  vnih  1-500  solution,  mer- 
ciiric  biehlor.  and  whitewashed.  Cedar  wood  stalls  were  erected, 
partition  walls  M'ere  removed,  and  windows,  wherever  possible, 
were  let  in  the  walls  for  sunshine  and  ventilation,  so  as  to  secure 
all  the  hygienic  surroundings  possible  in  the  ground  floor  of  a 
bank  barn. 

During  this  time,  we  were  selecting,  with  great  care,  healthy 
cattle  to  re-establish  our  herd  of  milch  cows.  Much  diiSculty  was 
experienced.  Cows  were  contracted  for  in  various  parts  of  the 
State,  but  they  could  not  resist  the  tuberculin  test.  We  did  not 
succeed  until  May  in  piu'chasing  a  bull  and  forty  cows  that  re- 
sisted the  test  and  were  pronoimced  to  be  healthy  by  our  Veter- 
inarian. They  have  been  in  our  stables  since  that  date  and  are 
yielding  quantities  of  good  milk. 

The  repairs  to  the  barn  and  the  gi-ading  of  the  grounds  about 
the  house  on  the  Mt.  Airy  farm  have  been  completed,  as  also  the 
pits  for  liquid  manure  and  the  line  fencing.  The  repairs  to  the 
hot-houses  are  finished,  also  the  dynamo  room. 

In  August  last  the  cylinder  of  the  engine  that  furnishes  power 
for  the  laundry  burst,  fortunately  without  injury  to  any  one.  A 
new  engine  of  increased  power  was  at  once  placed  in  position  with 
little  interference  of  the  routine  work.    The  stables  for  the  driv- 
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ing  horses  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  the  carriage  shed 
has  been  renewed  and  the  grounds  sun-onnding  have  been  graded 
and  laid  out  in  lawns,  and  the  front  roadAvay  is  gradually  being 
telfordized  and  brick  gutters  laid  on  both  sides. 

On  Christinas  our  usual  distribution  of  oranges  and  sweet 
meats  was  made.  His  Excellency,  Governor  D.  H.  Hastings,  was 
present,  and  much  gratified  our  patients  by  his  warm  interest 
in  their  welfare;  our  late  President,  Hon.  L.  W.  Hall,  Hon.  Chas. 
L.  Bailey,  Mr.  Gilbert,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  our  Secretary, 
Col.  F.  A.  Awl,  and  Eev.  George  B.  Stewart,  were  joresent  and 
took  part  in  the  exercises. 

The  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  monies  for  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  and  amusement  hall  deprives  us  of  oppor- 
tunities to  furnish  patients  with  religious  instruction,  entertain- 
ments and  amusements  cannot  be  supplied,  and  we  are  com- 
pelled to  divert  them  how  we  can  by  occupation.  Employment 
is  given  to  many  on  the  farm  and  garden.  Our  shoe  shop  and 
upholstery  dejjartment  occupy  a  few,  the  tailor  shop  utilizes  two 
or  three.  The  sewing-room,  where  all  the  linen  of  the  house  is 
prepared  and  kept  in  repair,  where  the  dresses  and  underclothing 
of  the  women  patients  is  manufactured,  gives  employment  to 
many,  but  does  not  amuse  and  seldom  arouses  them. 

The  female  department,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Jane  Kimmel 
Garver,  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  Frances  A.  Merriam,  has  been  con- 
ducted in  the  usual  manner. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Wright,  as  first  assistant,  has  given  his  usual  satis- 
factory service. 

Dr.  Han'ison,  Assistant  Physician,  retired  from  our  service 
March  24;  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  D.  E.  Allen,  who  remained 
with  us  for  five  (5)  months,  and  then  resigned  to  get  married. 

Dr.  Charles  L.  Allen,  Professor  of  Neurology,  for  thirty  days 
temporarily  filled  the  position  of  second  assistant  until  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  C.  A¥.  Gillette,  a  graduate  of  Jefi:erson  Medical 
College,  in  1895,  and  resident  physician  at  Westport  Sanitarium. 
Dr.  Gillette  entered  on  his  duties  October  1st. 

The  Matron's  Department  continues  to  be  efficiently  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Cruikshank. 
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With  your  assistance  and  support  we  have  been  able  to  carry 
out,  to  a  successful  termination,  all  that  we  have  attempted  dur- 
ing the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN,  FEMALE  DEPARTMENT 


Haekisbueg,  Pa.,  October  21,  1897. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gextlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  my  report  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1897. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Hospital  October  1,  1896,  was 
436,  of  whom  10  were  out  on  triaL 

During  the  year  95  were  admitted  and  76  discharged.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  our  number  is  456,  of  whom  4  are  at  present 
out  on  trial. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  531,  and  the  average 
number  present  was  434.89. 

Of  those  discharged  13  were  restored,  34  improved,  1  unim- 
proved, 27  died,  and  1  was  transferred  to  an  almshouse. 

The  per  cent,  of  death  was  .0508. 

The  per  cent,  of  restorations  on  admissions  was  .136,  and  on 
the  whole  number  .024.  As  compared  with  last  year  the  number, 
roughly  stated,  is  only  about  half  as  many  restored  and  twice 
as  many  improved. 

Of  those  admitted  2  were  congenital  imbeciles,  36  were 
suicidal,  26  homicidal,  7  epileptic,  2  paralytic,  11  suffering  with 
lung  trouble,  3  with  chronic  nephritis,  3  with  atheroma,  19  with 
utero-ovarian  disease,  2  with  opiiim  habit,  1  with  alcoholism,  and 
3  were  pregnant. 

Three  persons  died  soon  after  admission,  one  in  5  days  from 
general  paresis,  complicated  with  mitral  insufficiency  and  dropsy; 
one  in  7  days  from  exhaustion  due  to  chronic  melancholia;  and 
the  third  in  28  days  from  tuberculosis  and  chronic  nephritis. 

One-third  of  the  whole  mortality  was  due  to  tuberculosis — 
nine  out  of  twenty-seven.  Three  of  these  cases  were  well  ad- 
vanced in  the  disease  when  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

A  certain  class  of  imtidy  patients,  when  afflicted  with  this 
disease,  expectorate  over  walls,  floors,  beds,  &c.,  and  our  best 
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efforts  to  sec-ure  asepsis  and  antisepsis  are  necessarily  almost 
futile. 

Such  patients  should  be  isolated  from  others  by  a  separate 
building  containing  several  small  wards  for  purposes  of  classifica- 
tion. It  should  be  designed  with  particular  reference  to  thor- 
ough disinfection  of  walls,  floors  and  clothing. 

Indeed,  I  think  all  public  institutions  should  be  built  on  dif- 
ferent lines  from  those  of  the  past.  There  should  be  freer  en- 
trance of  sunlight,  permitting  no  dark  places  whatever,  extra 
ventilation,  and  smooth  walls  and  floors  containing  no  crevices 
for  retention  of  dust. 

The  past  year  has  been  free  from  any  epidemic  of  dysentery, 
and  there  was  very  little  gastro-enteric  disturbance  during  the 
hot  weather.   We  had  no  typhoid  fever  and  no  diphtheria. 

Three  cases  of  erysipelas,  however,  appeared.  Two  were  very 
mild,  but  the  third  was  severe  and  fatal,  in  the  person  of  a  very 
debilitated  old  woman. 

The  grippe  caused  three  deaths  in  the  winter,  due  to  complica- 
tions of  pneumonia.,  congestion  of  lungs,  and  general  debility. 

Eather  uncommon  in  the  women's  wards  was  the  occurrence  of 
three  deaths  from  general  paresis  during  the  year. 

Two  fractures  occurred.  An  epileptic  girl  broke  her  clavicle 
by  a  fall  in  a  fit.  Another  woman  sustained  a  fracture  of  the 
lower  third  of  both  bones  of  the  right  leg.  This  happened  in  a 
large  dormitory  at  night,  and  the  manner  and  cause  of  the  acci- 
dent have  been  unascertainable.   Both  patients  are  doing  well. 

The  duration  of  disease  in  those  admitted  was  stated  to  be 
under  six  months  in  28  cases,  under  one  year  in  9,  and  from  one 
year  to  thirty  in  the  remaining  58. 

During  the  year  46  women  were  under  gynecological  treat- 
ment, 61  were  treated  for  boils,  abscesses  and  carbuncles,  83  for 
wounds,  sprains  and  bruises,  32  for  dental  troubles,  26  for  eye 
and  ear  troubles,  amounting  in  all  to  1,655  treatments. 

This  work,  hitherto  unrecorded,  though  trifling  in  detail,  re- 
quires much  time  and  is  often  very  wearing  on  accouiLt  of  the 
obstreperous  character  of  the  patients. 
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The  frequent  and  often  complete  loss  of  teeth  by  our  patients 
is  very  nnfortimate,  interfering,  as  it  mnst,  with  digestion.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  services  of  a  dentist  are  not  at  their 
command. 

Twenty-six  patients  were  restrained  for  varying  periods,  with 
side-sleeve  dresses  chiefly,  to  prevent  them  from  removing 
bandages  and  dressings,  from  picking  and  scratching  sores  and 
wounds,  from  denuding  themselves  of  clothing,  and,  on  account 
of  suicidal  or  homicidal  propensities.  One  woman,  after  confine- 
ment, was  fastened  to  the  bed  with  a  leather  apparatus,  only  after 
prolonged  efforts  to  keep  her  in  bed  by  personal  efforts  of  nurses. 

Four  women  were  secluded  for  very  short  periods  for  homicidal 
violence. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  wards,  and  the  poverty  of  our  re- 
sources for  change  and  diversion,  doubtless  increase  irritation 
and  restlessness. 

Many  chafe  at  the  deprivation  of  liberty.  The  fancies  and  de- 
lusions of  others  demand  all  the  devices  that  can  be  brought  to 
bear  tO'  induce  a  measure  of  forgetfulness  of  trouble. 

Only  two  wards  in  the  main  building  now  have  the  use  of  their 
parlors,  Nos.  1  and  2.   The  others  are  all  occupied  with  beds. 

Among  the  labors  of  the  year  should  be  mentioned  an  unusual 
amoimt  of  artificial  feeding.  Twenty-one  patients  were  fed  by 
tube,  and  the  whole  number  of  feedings  was  576.  Some  were 
fed  only  a  few  times,  while  others  required  weeks  or  months  of 
such  service. 

Having  arrived  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  summing  up  brings 
to  mind  vividly  the  imperfections  of  the  work,  and  the  difficul- 
ties imder  which  we  labor. 

In  the  midst  of  the  discouragements  we  can  only  hope  that 
future  years  will  bring  about  arrangements  for  a  finer  classifica- 
tion, for  better  housing  of  nurses,  and  for  recreation  and  amuse- 
ment. 

Employments  are  in  ward  work,  sewing,  crochet  and  fancy 
work,  laundry  and  kitchen. 

Amusements  consist  chiefly  of  the  weekly  dance,  from  October 
to  April,  which  is  highly  apprecjated  by  those  who  are  able  to 
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attend  it,  of  walking  and  some  driving.  A  few  play  croquet  and 
indoor  games,  read  newspapers,  etc. 

Credit  should  be  given  to  many  faithful  attendants  and  to  the 
Supervisor  for  their  devotion  to  duty. 

To  the  Assistant  Physician,  Dr.  P.  A.  Merriam,  who  has 
labored  side  by  side  with  me  through  many  weary  hours,  I  ex- 
press my  appreciation  of  her  able  and  faithful  support. 

To  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  I  am  pleased  to 
acknowledge  the  benefit  of  advice  and  assistance  rendered. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  am  grateful,  for  their  continued 
favor  and  encouragement.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  Hospital  three  methods  are 
provided  by  law. 

1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

2.  By  an  order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or  over- 
seers of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  or  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magistrate 
according  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  patient. 

4.  A  history  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  at- 
tendants of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  Form  4. 

The  charges  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing,  &c.,  of 
public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week,  pay- 
able at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  correspond  with  flie 
fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of  February,  May, 
August  and  November.  The  rate  for  private  patients  is  five  dollars 
per  week,  to  be  paid  at  admission  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning of  every  quarter  thereafter. 

5.  Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothing, 
two  or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  pair  of  boots  or 
shoes  and  an  overcoat. 

6.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  under- 
clothing, two  dresses  for  everyday  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers, 
and  a  bonnet  and  shawl  or  coati. 

7.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and  ad- 
dressed to  them  in  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries,  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness. 

9.  General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  daily,  except  Sun- 
day, from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  2  to  4  p.  m.,  bi;t  no  visitor  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent. 

10.  The  proper  papers  should  be  legibly  prepared  and  signed  be- 
fore the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  the  purpose 
can  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from 
the  Trustees.

Upon  this  date,  notwithstanding  the  transfer  of 
38  patients  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane  and  to  the 
County  Homes  (in  compliance  with  recent  acts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture) and  the  restriction  of  admissions  to  recent  and  severe  cases 
of  disease,  we  have  but  ten  (10)  less  under  our  charge  than  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  This  shows  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
Hospital  but  little  less  than  in  former  years,  and  again  the  num- 
ber of  patients  many  more  than  can,  with  advantage  or  safety, 
be  accomodated.  The  reception  of  many  more,  rather — of  a 
small  number  more  patients  must  be  an  almost  physical  impos- 
sibility in  the  present  confined  quarters;  and  yet  here  is  shown 
a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  insane  for  whom  friends  have 
a  right  to  demand  admission,  and  the  chance  for  recovery  there- 
in offered.  Again  the  danger  of  fire  in  over-crowded  buildings, 
and  unhealthiness  of  these  damp  and  crumbling  buildings,  long 
condemned,  are  a  great  menace. 

The  urgent  need  of  better,  larger  and  more  modern  accomo- 
dations for  these  heavily  afflicted  wards  of  our  State  was  ac- 
knowledged by  the  last  Legislature  with  an  appropriation  of 
$150,000  for  additional  buildings,  conditioned,  however,  to  such 
time  as  there  should  be  thought  sufficient  funds  in  the  State 
Treasury.  We  regret  to  say  that  so  far  we  have  gotten  no  part 
or  penny  of  these  moneys,  and  therefore  not  even  ground  could 
be  broken  for  these  long  and  much  needed  buildings;  yet  other 
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institutions,  suppliants  before  the  same  Legislature,  asked  and 
got  at  once  that  aid  so  sorely  needed  here. 

In  a  report  emanating  from  an  early  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
Institution  are  found  the  follo-wdng  remarks,  which  are  quite  as 
forceful  now,  setting  forth  the  need  of  State  aid,  as  when  they 
were  originally  written:  "Having  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of 
the  principle  that  it  is  not  less  the  interest  than  the  duty  of  every 
State  to  make  ample  provisions  for  the  custody  and  treatment  of 
all  her  insane,  in  properly  organized  hospitals — that  the  best 
arrangements  will  always  be  found  cheapest  in  the  end — the 
Board  feel  it  right  that  the  actual  present  wants  of  the  Com- 
monwealth should  be  known  to  her  citizens." 

Guided  by  this  belief  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  request 
State  aid  during  1899  and  1900  for  the  following  purposes:  To 
build  a  chapel,  the  want  of  which  is  keenly  felt,  both  as  a  place 
of  worship  and  room  in  which  to  entertain  the  patients.  To  build 
two  Nurses'  Homes,  one  for  the  male  and  another  for  the  female 
attendants.  At  present  they  have  no  place  wherein  to  seek  rest 
from  the  strain  of  their  arduous  duties.  Their  sleeping  quarters 
are  immediately  in  the  wards  with  the  patients  where  by  reason 
of  the  crowded  condition  four  and  five  are  compelled  to  occupy 
a  single  room,  thus  allowing  them  no  privacy  nor  moment's  free- 
dom from  their  surroundings,  except  such  as  they  can  get  out- 
doors when  off  duty — and  tliat  not  always  possible  by  reason  of 
the  weather.  The  Board  feel  this  a  most  pressing  want,  realizing 
that  the  better  cared  for  are  the  attendants  the  better  service 
they  will  render — a  principle  well  understood  by  all  employers. 
To  build  kitchens  that  will  be  properly  arranged  for  distribut- 
ing the  food  to  the  various  dining  halls  connected  with  the  wards. 
The  present  kitchen,  answering  for  all,  is  removed  at  a  consider- 
able distance  from  all  the  wards  necessitating  carrying  the  food 
through  long  corridors,  and  in  many  instances,  through  the 
length  of  the  wards  to  reach  the  dining  halls,  thereby  causing 
the  food  to  grow  cold  despite  every  effort  to  keep  it  warm.  And 
this  is  another  consequence  of  the  miserable  and  antiquated 
buildings  made  to  do  service  when  long  past  their  day  of  use- 
fulness. To  make  these  improvements  we  ask  the  following 
State  aid: 
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Chapel,    $30,000 

Two  Nurses'  Homes,    60,000 

Kitchens,    30,000 

Additional  land,   15,000 


The  additional  land  it  is  desired  to  purchase  adjoins  our 
property  which  the  Board  deem  it  the  part  of  wisdom  and  fore- 
sight to  acquire  now  when  it  can  be  gotten  at  a  reasonable  figure, 
and  which  Avill  add  greatly  to  the  support  of  the  Institution. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  $8,460.79. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  refer,  for  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital,  to  the  interesting  report  of  the 
Superintendent  and  other  officers.  Therein  are  noted  the  im- 
provements that  ha.ve  been  made  and  continued  with  energy, 
wisdom  and  economy.  The  result  has  been  to  improve  and 
beautify  the  grounds,  the  drainage  and  buildings.  The  reser- 
voir and  filtration  beds,  provided  for  by  appropriation,  are  nearly 
completed  and  soon  expected  to  be  in  operation  which  will  then 
insure  ample  water  supply  at  all  times. 

Each  year  adds  new  proof  of  the  importance  and  usefulness 
of  the  Hospital,  its  increasing  efficiency  and  general  good  order 
for  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  cannot  too  strongly  commend  the 
Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  the  chief  medical  officer  and 
other  officials  of  the  Institution.  Mention  is  due  them  for  the 
faithful  conduct  of  those  under  them. 

To  the  Executive  and  the  Legislature  the  Board  must  continue 
to  look  for  the  means  of  effecting  the  full  amount  of  good  where- 
of an  institution  like  this  may  be  made;  and  to  their  liberality  and 
generous  appreciation  of  its  urgent  claims,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees would  once  again  commend  this  Institution.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Haeeisburg,  Pa.,  Oduher  20,  1898. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by- 
laws, I  herewith  snl)mit  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1898,  with  tabu- 
lar statements  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Hospital. 

On  October  1,  1897,  there  were  under  our  charge  917  pa- 
tients, including  22  on  probation;  the  admissions  were  179  (94 
men  and  85  women);  the  discharged  were  189  (87  men  and  102 
women);  and  the  daily  average  was  893.91  (449.40  males  and 
444.51  females);  or  22-(-more  than  cared  for  in  1897.  Of  this 
number  63  died,  or  .057  on  number  treated;  36  recovered  (19 
men  and  17  women),  or  20  per  cent,  on  number  admitted  and 
a  trifle  over  .03  on  whole  number  treated. 

Notwithstanding  the  transfer  of  38  patients  to  the  Asylum 
for  the  Chronic  Insane  and  to  the  county  homes  (in  compliance 
with  recent  acts  of  the  Legislature),  and  the  restriction  of  ad- 
missions to  recent  and  severe  cases  of  disease,  we  have  but  ten 
less  under  our  charge  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Of  this 
number  133  were  first  admissions;  21,  second;  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  admissions,  7;  and  18  transferred  from  other  hospitals,  etc. 
Of  ten  it  was  impossible  to  secure  any  history,  but  the  majority 
of  the  patients  had  suffered  with  disease  for  several  months  prior 
to  admission,  and  were  only  committed  here  because  of  the  inabil- 
ity of  their  friends  to  give  them  proper  care.  The  stigma  attached 
to  patients  committed  to  an  insane  hospital  is  so  damaging  and 
so  lasting,  even  after  complete  recovery,  that  friends  hesitate  to 
commit  them  nntil  the  benefits  to  be  secured  by  early  skilled 
treatment  have  slipped  by  and  the  unfortunate  sufferers  be- 
come a  charge  upon  their  friends  or  the  State. 

The  average  age  of  admission  was  thirty-eight  years.  Sixty- 
three  (63)  deaths  occurred;  one  from  diphtheria;  one  from 
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strangulated  hernia  with  operation;  and  three  from  melancholia 
acute,  the  only  acute  cases  of  diseases  that  terminated  fatally 
during  the  year. 

Fifteen  cases  of  diphtheria  appeared  during  the  year,  four- 
teen of  these  were  of  a  mild  type  and  fully  recovered.  They  had 
all  the  clinical  appearances  of  the  disease,  but  the  typical  bacilli 
could  not  be  found  in  the  majority  of  cultures  made  from  the 
diseased  membrane.  That  it  was  contagious,  however,  was  clear- 
ly shown  by  the  infection  of  the  female  physician  while  giving 
her  services  to  one  of  the  patients.  The  single  death  was  a 
male  patient,  about  forty  years  of  age,  who  quickly  succumbed 
to  the  disease.    No  other  cases  appeared  in  the  male  wards. 

Six  cases  of  measles  were  under  treatment,  four  attendants 
and  two  patients;  ten  cases  of  erysipelas  of  a  mild  type  were 
observed  during  the  year,  three  in  the  male  and  seven  in  the 
female  department.  Five  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  four  women 
and  one  man  were  cared  for,  and  twelve  patients  in  the  women's 
wards  were  attacked  with  dysentery.  This  disease  did  not  ap- 
pear in  the  male  wards.  The  dysentery  appeared  in  August  and 
September,  during  and  directly  after  the  days  of  protracted  and 
severe  heat.  While  the  diseases  above  noted  are  not  excessive 
in  our  population  of  ten  hundred  and  fifty,  many  of  them  old 
and  feeble,  crowded  as  they  are  into  quarters  arranged  for  only 
700;  without  facilities  for  isolation  or  nursing,  -with  accommo- 
dations for  the  nurses  that  are  disgraceful  in  the  extreme  for  a 
reputable  hospital,  with  the  walls  saturated  \rith  moisture  to 
such  an  extent  that  for  several  months  in  each  year,  in  damp 
weather,  the  water  will  collect  and  trickle  down  their  face,  with 
decaying  wood  work  that  can  be  renewed  only  with  the  greatest 
difficulty,  on  account  of  inability  to  vacate  the  wards  because  of 
their  overcrowded  state,  still  the  diseases  are  preventable  and 
should  not  occur,  and  it  is  only  by  continuous  and  persistent 
work  that  they  are  kept  within  reasonable  bounds. 

Paint  and  the  untiring  labor  of  my  subordinates  keep  the 
wards  of  the  house  in  a  presentable  condition,  but  do  not  dimin- 
ish the  constant  risk  and  danger  of  epidemics  and  fire  in  build- 
ings that  have  been  repeatedly  condemned  as  unsafe  and  dan- 
gerous, and  which  condemnation  the  Legislature,  at  its  last  ses- 
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sion,  approved  by  directing  that  tliey  should  be  torn  down  as 
soon  as  the  treasury  funds  are  available  for  the  purpose. 

The  cry  of  "Wolf,"  "Wolf,"  in  the  absence  of  accidents  natur- 
ally tends  to  make  you  callous  to  the  call,  but  greater  familiarity 
with  the  deteriorating  processes  that  are  destroying  the  walls 
and  floors  of  the  house,  acquired  by  observing  the  disintegration 
of  wood  and  brick  that  ever  appears  when  repairs  are  demanded, 
only  makes  me  more  insistent  in  directing  your  attention  to  our 
bare  necessities. 

Twice  during  the  year  the  Coroner  was  summoned  to  the 
house,  cases  of  accidental  death,  but  the  circumstances  con- 
nected therewith  were  so  reasonable  that  he  did  not  deem  it 
necessary  to  hold  inquests. 

Two  (2)  patients  (females),  were  received  into  the  Hospital, 
one  sent  here  by  the  Directors  of  the  Poor,  the  other  committed 
by  the  Court  (after  a  commission  had  adjudged  her  insane),  who, 
after  careful  observation,  were  clearly  of  sound  mind,  they  were 
discharged,  the  latter  after  much  ditTiculty. 

Thirty  women  and  eleven  men  were  restrained  during  the 
year  and  two  (2)  each  were  secluded  for  homicidal  tendencies. 

During  the  year  seventeen  (17)  males  and  one  (1)  woman  es- 
caped.   Fourteen  were  found  and  returned  to  the  Hospital. 

The  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  accommo- 
dations made  by  adjoining  counties  for  the  care  of  their  own  in- 
sane and  the  transfer  of  thirty-eight  patients  to  them,  and  the 
Chronic  Asylum  at  Wernersville,  has  to  a  certain  extent  enabled 
us  to  take  care  of  a  greater  number  of  recent  cases  of  insanity, 
but  their  inability  to  care  for  any  but  the  better  class  of  the  in- 
sane will  slowly  but  surely  deprive  you  of  the  services  of  those 
by  whose  assistance  you  are  enabled  to  take  care  of  your  wards 
at  your  present  per  capita  rates,  and  will  ultimately  increase  the 
rates  or  diminish  the  comforts  that  are  now  given  them;  in 
either  event  it  is  unfortunate,  as  provision  has  not  been  made 
for  this  loss  and  apparently  was  not  considered  by  the  framers 
of  the  law. 

The  usual  extensive  repairs  under  your  instructions  have  con- 
tinued. The  barn  has  been  reroofed  and  refloored,  the  stew- 
ard's house  has  been  refitted,  the  gardener's  house  has  been  re- 
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weather  boarded,  reroofed  and  partly  refloored,  the  carpenter 
shop  has  been  renewed  and  the  telford  road  from  entrance  to 
administration  building  has  been  finished,  the  grading  of  the 
embankments  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  "fill"  permanent- 
ly settles. 

The  filter  plant  for  which  the  Legislature  made  an  appro- 
priation, is  slowly  approaching  completion,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  One  reservoir  of  50,000  gallons 
capacity  is  finished.  The  filter,  when  completed,  will  pump 
300,000  gallons  of  water  daily  or  double  the  capacity  furnished 
at  present,  and  Avill  be  arranged  in  two  sections,  one  distinct 
from  but  connected  with  the  other.  An  additional  reservoir  will 
be  built  during  the  winter.  We  will  then  have  a  dual  system, 
and  the  disarrangement  of  one  bed  will  not  deprive  us  of  pure 
water,  and  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  plant  will  be  well  ^vith- 
in  the  limits  of  the  amount  appropriated. 

On  Christmas  day  our  usual  distribution  of  oranges  and  cakes 
was  made  under  the  patronage  of  the  Governor  and  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  our  President,  Hon.  Chas.  L.  Bailey; 
Spencer  C.  Gilbert,  Donald  C.  Haldeman;  Secretary,  Col.  F.  A. 
Awl,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Stewart,  who  kindly  introduced 
the  service  with  prayer. 

The  want  of  an  amusement  hall  is  keenly  felt  but  the  destruc- 
tion of  our  chapel  by  order  of  the  Legislature  has  deprived  us 
not  only  of  a  place  of  worship,  but  a  room  in  which  to  amuse 
and  entertain  our  afflicted  patients. 

Our  amusements  consist  of  carriage  riding,  croquet,  tennis, 
billiards,  checkers,  chess  and  cards,  and  during  the  winter  of 
calisthenic  exercises,  once  a  week. 

Occupation  of  the  patients  is  encouraged  and  urged.  Much 
of  the  work  of  the  house  is  performed  by  the  patients,  who  as- 
sist under  charge  of  competent  attendants,  in  the  wards,  on  the 
grounds  and  farm,  in  hauling  coal,  in  the  machine  shops,  in  the 
blacksmith  and  carpenter  shops,  and  in  the  shoe  and  upholster- 
ing departments  and  the  laundry,  and  in  the  sewing-room. 

Ino  changes  have  occurred  in  the  medical  stafi'  of  the  Hos- 
pital during  the  year.  The  officers  have  given  attentive  and  ef- 
ficient serivce  as  demonstrated  by  the  results  in  our  work. 
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The  Matron's  department  has  been  conducted  in  its  usual  ef- 
ficient and  satisfactory  manner;  and  tlie  yield  from  the  farm 
and  gardens  and  their  general  condition  clearly  indicate  the 
efficiency  of  the  steward  and  gardener.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN,  FEMALE  DEPARTMENT. 


Hakkisburg,  Pa.,  Oduher  1,  1S9S. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

G-entlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1898. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Hospital  October  1,  1897,  was 
455,  of  whom  4  were  out  on  trial. 

During  the  year  85  were  admitted  and  103  discharged.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  our  number  is  438,  of  whom  9  are  at  present 
out  on  trial. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  540,  the  average  num- 
ber 444.51,  the  highest  number  present  during  the  year  460,  and 
the  lowest  439. 

Of  the  discharged  17  were  restored,  37  improved,  12  unim- 
proved, 1  not  insane,  35  died,  and  20  were  transferred  to  other 
hospitals  or  almshouses. 

The  per  cent,  of  death  was  about  six,  or  in  exact  numbers  .064. 

The  per  cent,  of  restorations  on  admissions  was  exactly  20. 

Of  those  admitted  4  were  congenital  imbeciles,  35  were  suici- 
dal, 25  homicidal,  8  epileptic,  4  paralytic,  13  suffering  from  lung 
trouble,  4  with  ex-opthalmic  goitre,  13  with  atheroma,  13  with 
utero-ovarian  disease,  2  with  opium  habit,  1  with  acoholism,  and 
1  was  pregnant. 

Heredity  was  known  to  exist  in  30  cases. 

Leaving  out  the  four  congenital  cases,  the  duration  of  in- 
sanity before  admission  was  under  six  months  in  22  cases,  un- 
der one  year  in  14,  and  the  remaining  45  had  a  duration  before 
admission  of  from  one  year  to  thirty. 

Of  the  thirty-five  deaths,  fourteen  were  due  to  tuberculosis — 
nearly  half  of  the  whole  number. 

During  the  year  14  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  depart- 
ment for  women,  also  7  of  erysipelas,  14  of  follicular  tonsilitis,  4 
of  typhoid  fever,  12  of  dysentery,  10  of  diarrhoea  and  4  of 
measles. 

The  greatest  trouble  of  the  year  was  due  to  diphtheria,  which 
appeared  first  in  December  and  continued  at  intervals,  in  dif- 
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ferent  wards,  without  apparent  connection,  during  succeeding 
months,  until  May.  Nearly  all  were  mild.  One  post  nasal  case 
was  tedious  and  troublesome. 

The  erysipelas  c^ses,  excepting  two,  were  not  severe. 

Two  of  the  typhoid  cases  appeared  in  ward  six,  one  in  one 
and  one  in  nine.  While  none  of  these  cases  were  fatal  they  caused 
much  trouble  by  the  necessities  of  quarantine  which  they  im- 
posed and  which  we  have  so  little  convenience  for  establishing; 
and  by  constantly  reducing  our  force  of  attendants,  some  of 
whom  were  ill,  and  others  nursing  the  isolated  cases. 

The  well  known  inherent  defects  of  the  old  building  in  which 
our  people  are  housed,  with  the  overcrowding  which  has  been 
going  on  for  so  many  years,  are  enough  to  account  for  these 
serious  and  menacing  diseases. 

Our  walls,  floors,  bedding  and  so  forth,  are  constantly  under- 
going disinfection  in  part,  but  our  best  efforts  seem  to  fall  short 
of  what  is  necessary. 

During  the  year  30  women  Avere  under  gynecological  treat- 
ment, 67  were  treated  for  abcesses  and  carbuncles,  101  for  cuts 
and  other  wounds,  5  for  sprains,  dislocations,  or  fractures,  17  for 
dental,  33  for  eye  and  ear  troubles.  Total  number  of  persons 
treated  253,  and  total  number  of  treatments  2,220. 

Two  fractures  occurred  in  August  within  a  few  days  of  each 
other.  An  elderly  woman  in  ward  three  slipped  on  the  hall 
when  merely  walking  along,  and  in  the  fall  fractured  her  wrist 
and  both  bones  of  the  right  fore  arm. 

The  second  accident  occurred  in  ward  five,  where  a  demented 
young  woman  fell  and  sustained  a  Colles  fracture  of  the  left  wrist. 

Thirty  women  were  restrained;  one  with  the  bed-saddle  after 
prolonged  excitement  and  restlessness,  to  prevent  injuries  and 
exhaustion;  and  the  other  twenty-nine  with  mitts  and  side  arm 
dresses,  for  surgical  reasons  frequently,  also  for  disrobing,  self- 
mutilation,  homicidal  violence,  etc.  The  time  of  restraint  varied 
from  two  hours  to  twenty-four. 

One  woman  was  secluded  for  thirty  minutes  on  one  occasion, 
and  for  ten  minutes  on  another. 

An  instance  of  restraint  is  as  follows:  A  demented  epileptic 
girl  fell  in  a  fit  and  cut  the  tip  of  her  nose,  separating  the  left 
side  from  the  septum  for  half  an  inch.    This  injury  was  repaired 
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with,  stitclies  and  dressing.  The  patient  tore  it  all  loose  in  the 
night.  Nest  morning  the  work  was  renewed  and  a  side  arm 
dress  put  on.  The  patient  then  rubbed  her  nose  against  the 
walls  and  edges  of  doors  so  that  the  stitches  and  dressing  were 
renewed  the  third  time.  A  mask  of  muslin  was  then  made  and 
padded  over  nose,  chin  and  cheeks,  and  securely  sewed  oyer  the 
head.  A  special  attendant  was  placed  in  charge  of  her  at  night. 
After  weeks  of  strenuou.s  effort  the  nose  healed  with  a  fairly  good 
appearance.  Such  are  some  of  the  dilEiculties  attending  the 
treatment  of  these  unfortunates. 

Twenty-seven  patients  required  feeding  by  tube,  amounting  in 
all  to  517  feedings. 

I  desire  to  be  permitted  again  to  mention  the  great  disadvan- 
tages under  which  our  attendants  perform  their  work.  They 
are  confined  in  crowded  wards  by  day  and  sleep  there  at  night, 
and  take  their  meals  among  the  patients.  Under  better  condi- 
tions they  would  suffer  less  from  nervous  strain  and  from  illness, 
and  thus  be  able  to  do  better  work  for  the  patients  under  their 
care.  The  remedy  has  long  been  proposed  to  our  law-makers  in 
the  suggestion  for  a  nurses'  home.  First  to  house  the  patients 
better,  and  next  the  nurses. 

Employments  for  patients  have  no  new  features.  Laundry, 
kitchen,  sewing-room  and  ward  work,  and  a  little  fancy  work 
constitute  the  sum  of  it. 

Amusements  are,  the  weekly  dance  in  winter  (very  popular,  in- 
deed), with  a  masked  ball  once  a  year,  driving,  walking,  croquet, 
indoor  games.  Occasional  concerts  and  recitations  have  been 
given  by  professional  talent.  These  entertainments  have  been 
given  in  the  large  day  room  of  ward  nine,  south  branch,  in  eon- 
sequence  of  having  no  hall  for  public  assemblies. 

Acknowledgment  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  who 
during  an  illness  of  the  writer,  took  charge  of  the  women  patients 
in  quarantine  for  several  weeks,  thus  imposing  upon  himself  con- 
siderable extra  labor. 

Another  year  is  added  to  the  sum  on  the  record.

SUMMARY  OF  LABORATORY  WORK. 


The  following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  work  done  in  the  labora- 
tory for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1898,  by  C.  W.  Gillette, 
M.  D. 

Ueinary  Analysis. 

The  urine  of  each  patient  admitted  to  the  Hospital  is  syste- 
matically examined.  These  examinations  are  both  chemical  and 
microscopical  and  in  the  former  are  qualitative  as  follows — color, 
reaction,  specific  gravity,  sugar,  albumin,  bile.  Qualitative  esti- 
mations are  made  of  the  amount  of  urea  and  other  solids  in  many 
cases  and  also  in  all  those  containing  sugar  or  albumin. 

The  microscopical  examination  is  facilitated  by  a  centerfuge  by 
which  the  sediment  of  a  fresh  sample  of  urine  is  obtained  in  a 
few  minutes. 

Of  the  specimens  examined,  four  contained  sugar  at  irregular 
intervals,  twenty-nine  contained  albumin  in  varying  amounts. 
In  many  cases  only  a  trace  of  albumin  was  present. 

The  lowest  specific  gravity  recorded  during  the  year  was  1001 
and  the  highest  1035. 

The  average  specific  gravity  of  the  males  was  1019  and  of  the 
females  1021. 

The  urine  of  a  large  number  of  patients  that  have  been  at  the 
Hospital  for  some  time,  was  analyzed  with  varying  results.  Ke- 
peated  examinations  have  been  made  of  the  same  case  in  many 
instances;  therefore  the  accompanying  table  does  not  represent 
the  number  of  actual  examinations  made.

Examination  op  Sputum. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
examination  of  sputum  for  the  tubercle  bacilli. 

In  all  suspected  cases  of  phthisis,  the  sputum  is  examined 
where  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  specimen. 

In  two  cases  where  the  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  very 
small  numbers,  the  patients  were  placed  upon  cod  liver  oil  with 
hypophosphites  with  the  resulting  gain  in  flesh  and  disappear- 
ance of  cough  and  expectoration. 

In  observing  the  cases  of  phthisis  pulmonalis  the  number  of 
tubercle  bacilli  present  in  the  sputum  bears  a  definite  relation 
to  the  severity  and  activity  of  the  pulmonary  lesion. 

The  presence  of  many  bacilli,  if  associated  with  the  strepto- 
cocci or  staphylococci,  brightly  stained,  indicates  an  active  in- 
flammatory process,  whereas  a  slowly  advancing  process  shows 
few  bacilli  with  faint  coloring. 

Of  the  numerous  cases  examined,  twelve,  seven  males  and  five 
females,  contained  the  tubercle  bacilli.  In  many  other  cases 
with  sj^mptons  of  pulmonary  trouble,  sputum  for  examination 
could  not  be  obtained  as  the  patients  would  not  expectorate 
where  it  could  be  collected.   A  noticeable  fact  among  the  insane 
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affected  with  phthisis  is  the  absence  of  cough  and  expectoration 
in  many  instances  until  the  disease  is  far  advanced. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  number  of  suspicious  cases  of 
sore  throat  occured.  Throat  swabs  were  taken  and  cultures 
made  on  tubes  of  nutrient  gelatin,  previously  sterilized,  which 
were  then  placed  in  an  incubator  and  kept  at  a  temperature  of 
from  96°  to  100°  F.  At  the  end  of  twenty-four  hours  a  growth 
was  observed  which  on  staining  (by  Grams'  method)  proved  to 
be  the  Klebs  Loeffler  bacilli. 

Of  the  cases  examined,  eight  contained  the  diphtheria  bacilli. 
The  cases  were  all  from  the  female  department  with  one  ex- 
ception. 

Twelve  autopsies  were  held  during  the  year,  seven  males  and 
five  females.  Of  this  number  one  was  under  forty  years  of  age^ 
four  between  forty  and  fifty,  four  between  fifty  and  sixty  and 
three  between  sixty  and  seventy. 

The  causes  of  death  were,  general  paresis,  one;  tuberculosis, 
three;  carcinoma  of  breast,  one;  epilepsy,  one;  granular  degene- 
ration of  kidneys,  one;  interstitial  nephritis,  one;  cerebral 
softening,  one;  acute  melancholia,  exhaustion  from,  one;  hyper- 
trophy of  liver  with  obstructive  jaundice,  one. 

Brains.  The  largest  male  brain  was  51  oz.,  the  largest  female 
brain  was  48  oz.  The  smallest  male  brain  was  41  oz.,  the  small- 
est female  brain  was  37  oz.  In  ten  bodies  the  dura  mater  was 
thickened  and  adherent  to  the  brain. 

In  two  cases  rather  interesting  pathological  conditions  of  the 
brain  were  found. 

M.  S.  Female,  aet  61;  form  of  mental  disease,  recurent 
mania;  duration  twenty  (20)  years;  cause  of  death,  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  ! 

Calvarium  soft,  thickened  and  irregular  in  outline.  Eight 
side  larger  than  left.  Dura  mater  much  thickened  with  adhesions 
along  both  sides  and  entire  length  of  superior  longitudinal  fis- 
sure. A  deposit  of  bone  one  inch  long,  one  half  inch  wide  and 
one  quarter  inch  thick,  attached  to  the  dura  mater  was  found 
in  the  superior  longitudinal  fissure,  anteriorly. 

Brain  weight  47  nz.    Convolutions  somewhat  atrophied.  Pia 
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arachnoid  opaque  and  thickened.  Blood  vessels  on  surface  of 
brain  about  fissure  of  Eolando  enlarged  and  tortuous. 

G.  L.  Male,  aet  47;  form  of  mental  disease,  dementia;  dura- 
tion, one  year;  cause  of  death,  interstitial  nephritis. 

The  history  shows  a  blow  was  received  on  the  head  some  time 
previous  to  the  development  of  mental  disease.  Notliing  further 
relating  to  injury  could  be  obtained. 

Calvarium  thicker  than  normal.  Frontal  sinus  empty  on  both 
sides.  The  dura  much  thickened  and  attached  to  surface  of  brain 
along  superior  longitudinal  fissure.  Blood  vessels  at  base  of 
brain  slightly  atheromatous.  Pia  arachnoid  in  both  temporal 
lobes  opaque.  The  convolutions  flat  and  much  atrophied.  The 
olfactory  nerve  also  very  much  atrophied. 

A  soft  spot  one  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter  observed  on 
left  hemisphere  over  the  superior  parietal  convolution;  centre 
of  this  softened  area  was  a  dark  jelly  like  mass  the  size  of  a  hick- 
ory nut  resembling  a  blood  clot  in  process  of  disintegration.  The 
surrounding  brain  substance  including  greater  portion  of  the 
parietal  lobe  much  softened.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  Hospital  three  methods  are 
provided  by  law: 
1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

3.  By  an  order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or  over- 
seers of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  or  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magistrate 
according  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  patient. 

4.  A  historjr  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  at- 
tendants of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  Form  4. 

The  charges  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing,  &c.,  of 
public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week,  pay- 
able at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  correspond  with  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of  February,  May, 
August  and  November.  The  rate  for  private  patients  is  five  dollars 
per  week,  to  be  paid  at  admission  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning of  every  quarter  thereafter. 

5.  Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothing, 
two  or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  pair  of  boots  or 
shoes  and  an  overcoat. 

6.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  under- 
clothing, two  dresses  for  everyday  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers, 
and  a  bonnet  and  shawl  or  coat. 

7.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and  ad- 
dressed to  them  in  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.  Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries,  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness. 

9.  General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  daily,  except  Sun. 
day,  from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  2  to  4  p.  m.,  but  no  visitor  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  of  the  occupied  wai-ds  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent. 

10.  The  proper  papers  should  be  legibly  prepared  and  signed  be- 
fore the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  the  purpose 
can  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital  through  letter  or  other^vise,  or  from 
the  Trustees.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Pen'nsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital, 

Haeeisburg,  Pa. 
To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
State  of  Pennsylvania: 
Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  has  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  its 
report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1901. 

The  number  of  patients  iinder  our  control  is  935,  includ- 
ing 42  out  on  parole,  leaving  889  in  the  hospital.  This  num- 
ber is  appreciably  less  than  at  the  same  time  last  year,  the  rec- 
ord year,  which  affords  some  relief  to  the  over-crowded  condi- 
tion existing. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  treasurer,  accompanying  this 
report,  shows  a  balance  of  funds  on  hand  of  $17,724.23. 

During  the  year  much  extra  work  has  been  occasioned  and 
not  a  few  changes  effected  by  the  completion  and  occupation 
of  the  new  group  of  buildings  for  the  helpless  and  harmless 
patients,  and  the  demolition  of  the  old  buildings  as  required  by 
the  terms  of  the  appropriation  for  the  said  new  buildings.  The 
vastly  improved  conditions  offered  therein,  the  improved  ven- 
tilation, heating,  and  the  bright  cheerfulness  of  all  its  apart- 
ments have  had  a  very  happy  effect  upon  all  the  patients  there. 
It  fulfils  every  anticipation,  at  the  same  time  showing  nothing 
extravagant  or  costly  in  its  construction  and  finish.  The  im- 
measurable improvement  in  everything  for  the  patients  and  at- 
tendants therein  makes  us  the  more  eager  for  the  day  when 
every  patient  in  the  institution  can  be  accommodated  in  like 
manner. 

In  accordance  with  an  outlined  plan  to  gradually  replace  the 
old  buildings  still  used  as  wards  and  for  general  hospital  pur- 
poses, long  since  condemned,  we  asked  your  approval  and  re- 
commendation of  an  appropriation  by  the  last  Legislature,  in 
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amount, — $495,083.70,  -thtit  if  granted  would  have  given  this 
institution  an  equipment  thoroughly  modern  and  adequate. 
You  heartUy  seconded  our  desires  and  pronounced  the  request 
to  be  needed. 

The  appropriation  enacted  by  the  Legislature  was  as  follows : 
First.  For  the  erection  and  completion  of  two  (2)

That  asked  for  a  chapel  and  for  nurses'  homes  was  not  al- 
lowed, while  other  items  have  been  cut  down,  as  shown. 

We  have  actively  commenced  upon  the  preparation  for  build- 
ing those  appropriated  for  and  in  another  month  expect  to 
have  plans  perfected  for  a  kitchen,  store  room,  &c.,  so  that 
the  contract  may  be  let  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and 
work  commenced  with  the  opening  spring.  We  shall  there- 
fore hope  with  the  end  of  another  year  to  report  finished  several 
more  buildings,  links  in  the  chain  of  proposed  and  much  need- 
ed structures  to  the  proper  equipment  of  this  institution  to 
fulfil  its  growing  mission. 

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  most  excellent  and 
shows  great  improvement  over  the  period  preceding  installing 
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of  the  filteration  beds.  The  improvement  is  alike  in  man  and 
beast,  as  shown  by  the  absence  of  intestinal  disorders  in  the 
hospital  during  the  year,  and  of  cholera  among  the  pigs. 

During  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  our  vicinity  much 
anxiety  was  felt  that  the  dread  disease  might  show  itself  among 
our  patients,  but  thanks  to  the  great  precaution  on  the  part  of 
the  officials  it  did  not. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  our  Board  during  the  year,  and 
none  in  the  staff. 

The  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  has  been  indefatigable 
in  his  work.  To  his  usual  duties  has  been  added  a  great 
amount  of  extra  work  consequent  upon  the  transfer  of  patients 
to  the  new  building  at  its  completion,  the  demolition  of  certain 
of  the  old  ward  buildings  and  the  reclassification  of  patients 
occasioned  thereby,  all  of  which  he  has  accomplished  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Jane  K.  Garver,  Physician  of  the  Female  Department, 
has  evidenced  marked  ability  and  devotion  in  the  care  and 
surveillance  of  her  department,  and  to  her  we  give  every  com- 
mendation, as  we  do  to  the  other  officers  and  employes  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.

We  have  thus  under  our  charge,  935  patients  of  whom  42 
are  on  parole,  leaving  889  in  the  Hospital.  As  compared  with 
906  at  the  close  of  last  year,  thus  giving  us  some  relief  from 
overcrowding,  this  relief  was  marked  during  the  summer 
months  when  forty  (40)  of  our  patients,  residents  of  Lancas- 
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ter  county,  were  transferred  to  the  insane  department  of  the 
almshouse  of  that  county. 

Nine  (9)  males  and  sixteen  (16)  women  were  restrained;  the 
former  with  mitts  and  belt  for  self  mutilation,  homicidal 
violence,  self  abuse  and  to  prevent  the  removal  of  fixed  dress- 
ings; the  latter,  tied  in  bed  with  sheets  and  inside  sleeve 
dresses  for  homicidal  violence,  self  injury,  surgical  reasons  and 
to  prevent  exhaustion. 

Four  (4)  men  and  seven  (7)  women  were  secluded  from  fif- 
teen minutes  to  one  hundred  and  six  hours  for  homicidal 
violence,  etc.  Of  the  four  (4)  men  secluded,  two  were  while 
sick  in  bed,  heedlessly  locked  in  their  rooms  to  protect  them 
from  annoyance  from  other  patients  in  the  wards;  the  doors 
were  unlocked  as  soon  as  discovered. 

Seventeen  (17)  men  and  five  (5)  women  escaped.  Two  of 
the  men  and  four  of  the  women  were  recaptured;  the  ma- 
jority of  the  men  who  escaped  were  harmless.  They  escaped 
while  working  on  the  grounds  or  in  the  laundry,  or  took  ad- 
vantage of  privileges  given  to  them  and  disappeared  from  the 
Hospital  grounds. 

But  two  investigations  by  coroners  were  deemed  necessary 
during  the  year.  One  on  account  of  sudden  death  from  disease 
of  the  heart;  the  other,  for  suicide  by  hanging;  the  patient 
was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  May  18th,  1901,  was  much  de- 
pressed and  actively  suicidal  and  every  precaution  was  taken 
to  protect  him  from  himself.  He,  however,  on  the  evening 
of  the  17th  of  August,  while  the  patients  were  being  put  to 
bed  in  the  large  dormitory  of  the  new  building,  went  into  the 
toilet  room  before  retiring.  jSTo  one  was  present.  He  availed 
himself  of  the  opportunity,  scaled  the  nine  foot  partition  wall 
into  the  bath-room,  where  he  found  a  chair  and  a  long  roller 
towel.  The  chair  was  constantly  in  use,  but  the  towel  had 
been  left  in  the  room,  supposedly  by  a  careless  attendant  who 
had  been  that  day  discharged  for  abusing  a  patient;  a  noose 
was  made  of  the  towel  and  slipped  around  his  neck,  while  the 
free  end  was  thrown  over  the  projecting  arm  of  the  rain  bath, 
as  he  stood  on  the  chair.    The  chair  was  overturned  and  he 
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swung  off.  The  water  pipe  gave  away  so  that  his  feet  could 
easily  touch  the  floor;  he  was  so  determined,  however,  to  end 
his  life  that  he  threw  the  weight  of  his  body  forward  and 
strangled  himself.  He  was  missed  from  the  ward  but  twenty 
minutes  and  active  search  was  made  for  him;  when  found  life 
was  extinct.  The  coroner  was  promptly  summoned  and  after  a 
careful  investigation,  he  signed  the  certificate  of  death. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  year.  But  four  (4)  cases 
of  erysipelas  were  noted  and  three  mild  cases  of  dysentery. 
One  of  diphtheria  in  a  broken  down  epileptic  resulted  in  death 
within  twenty-four  hours;  the  patient  resisted  every  attempt 
to  do  anything  for  him  and  died  during  an  epileptic  seizure. 
It  was  the  only  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  house  during  the  year. 

During  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  our  vicinity  in  the  early 
spring,  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  patients  and  employes  were 
vaccinated;  we  providentially  escaped  a  visitation  of  this  dread 
disease. 

Two  cases  of  strangulated  hernia  occurred;  one  in  a  male 
patient  who  was  promtly  operated  upon  and  recovered  without 
an  untoward  symptom;  the  other,  in  a  decrepit  old  woman, 
which  developed  into  a  foecal  fistula  and  subsequent  death 
from  exhaustion. 

Fracture  of  the  right  tibia  and  fibula,  the  result  of  acci- 
dent, happened  to  one  of  the  patients  while  assisting  in  exca- 
vating for  the  new  buildings;  and  the  neck  of  the  femur  in 
another  patient,  an  old  man,  was  spontaneously  fractured  as 
he  walked  over  a  smooth  floor.  A  fractured  patella,  a  dis- 
located "elbow"  and  a  broken  wrist  comprise  the  accidents  on 
the  female  wards.    They  all  resulted  in  good  recoveries. 

The  absence  of  intestinal  disorders  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  year,  demonstrates  the  efficiency  of  our  filter  beds,  which 
have  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service,  removing  from  our 
water  supply  ninety-eight  per  cent,  of  bacterial  life.  In  this 
connection  it  might  be  stated,  that  our  pigs  have  not  been 
attacked  with  cholera  since  pure  water  has  been  furnished 
them.  Prior  to  the  installation  of  the  filter  plant,  many  hogs 
were  destroyed  by  this  disease. 
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Owing  to  various  delays,  the  buildings  for  helpless  and  harm- 
less patients,  described  in  report  for  1899,  were  not  turned  over 
to  us  until  January  18,  1901.  On  the  23rd  of  same  month, 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients  were  transferred  thereto; 
it  has  more  than  met  our  expectations.  With  sunlight  on 
both  sides  of  the  building,  it  is  bright  and  cheerful  and  well 
adapted  to  its  purposes.  The  electric  range  gives  good  ser- 
vice. The  association  of  the  sexes  in  the  congregate  dining- 
room  does  not  cause  any  trouble.  As  soon  as  the  patients 
were  removed  from  the  old  buildings,  the  fifth  wards,  which 
had  been  in  continuous  use  for  fifty  years,  were  thoroughly 
aired,  the  walls  and  floors  scrubbed  and  flushed  vrith  disin- 
fectants, then  painted  and  prepared  for  the  reception  of 
patients.  The  reclassification  of  the  patients  in  the  house  and 
the  adapting  them  to  their  new  surroundings,  was  trouble- 
some, and  required  more  than  customary  supervision  to  pre- 
vent friction.  This  was  not  accomplished  until  the  latter  part 
of  February.  On  the  26th  of  that  month,  the  demolition  of 
the  old  buildings  was  begun  and  completed  during  the  month 
of  July.  The  old  bricks  when  in  condition  have  been  pre- 
served for  future  use,  and  all  the  iron  beams  and  the  stone  in 
the  foundations  have  been  utilized  in  constructing  the  foot 
ways  to  the  recently  erected  buildings.  The  lateral  walls  of 
this  subway  have  been  completed,  and  top  arches  are  slowly 
being  completed  or  built  in  by  our  own  workmen  at  a  very  small 
expense.  The  grading  of  the  grounds  about  the  buildings  is 
progressing  slowly. 

At  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  addition  to  $3,- 
083.70  given  us  to  pay  premiums  on  our  insurance  for  two 
consecutive  years,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  dol- 
lars ($133,000.00)  was  appropriated  to  us  for  the  erection  of 
the  following  buildings: 

One  for  the  treatment  of  recent  acute  cases,  $30,000  00 

One  for  the  treatment  of  destructive  and  danger- 
ous cases,    60,000  00 

One  for  kitchens,  etc.,    -10,000  00 

One  for  a  morgue,    3,000  00 
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Plans  for  these  buildings  are  being  prepared  by  Addison 
Hutton,  of  Philadelphia,  and  will  be  submitted  to  you  so  that 
early  contracts  can  be  made  for  their  erection  and  the  con- 
tractors may  begin  work  in  the  early  spring. 

Owing  to  the  great  amount  of  extra  work  thrown  upon  us 
by  the  changes  induced  by  the  transfer  of  our  patients  to  the 
new  building,  our  usual  Christmas  services  were  dispensed  with, 
much  to  the  disappointment  of  out  patients,  but  the  distribu- 
tion of  oranges  and  candies  was  made  as  usual. 

The  kind  co-operation  of  your  body  in  all  my  efforts  to  se- 
cure satisfactory  results,  more  than  compensates  for  all  the 
trials  and  tribulations  in  our  work  during  the  year. 

The  officers  of  the  Hospital  have  given  satisfactory  services, 
and  much  successful  work  has  been  performed  by  the  heads  of 
the  various  departments.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  my  report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1901:

The  per  cent,  of  death  was  .407.  The  per  cent,  of  restora- 
tions on  admissions  .204,  and  on  the  whole  number  treated  .031. 

Among  the  eighty-three  women  admitted,  six  were  congenital 
imbeciles,  five  epileptic,  seven  paralytic,  seventeen  suicidal, 
nineteen  homicidal,  and  heredity  was  known  to  exist  in  twenty- 
nine  cases. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  before  admission  was  unknown 
in  fourteen  cases.  In  twenty  only,  was  the  duration  under 
six  months. 

The  remaining  forty-nine  had  a  duration  of  six  months  to 
thirty  years. 

Of  the  recent  cases  five  were  said  to  have  been  insane  less

than  a  month;  of  these,  two  have  gone  home  restored.  One, 
a  foreigner,  insane  after  typhoid  fever,  family  history  un- 
known, has  recovered  bodily  strength,  but  not  a  sane  mind. 
In  addition  she  has  had  hematoma  auris,  the  "insane  ear,"  so 
called,  which  is  usually  regarded  as  belonging  to  incurable  in- 
sanity. The  fourth  patient  in  this  group  was  reported  insane 
but  ten  days.  It  was,  however,  her  fourth  attack  and  second 
admission.  She  is  sixty  years  old,  and  though  now  quiet  and 
gentle,  there  is  no  question  but  this  is  a  chronic  case  which  has 
merely  suffered  an  exacerbation.  The  fifth  one,  a  young  girl, 
family  history  unknown,  is  improving  slowly. 

Another  group  of  recent  cases  contains  eight  persons  having 
a  duration  of  insanity  from  one  to  three  months.  One  of  these 
is  convalescent  and  soon  to  go  home.  Number  two  sutlers  a 
second  attack,  and  her  condition  is  most  unpromising.  The 
third  is  an  epileptic  of  long  standing.  The  fourth,  a  case  of 
delusional  mania  is  some  what  improved.  The  fifth,  aged 
sixty-nine,  is  much  broken  down  and  not  hopeful.  The  sixth 
is  suffering  a  fourth  or  fifth  attack.  Her  mother  and  some 
other  relatives  were  insane,  and  the  patient's  outlook  is  bad. 
The  seventh  is  a  physical  and  moral  degenerate  by  nature. 
The  eighth,  violent  mania,  is  improving. 

A  third  group  includes  those  insane  from  three  to  six  months 
and  numbers  seven.  One  of  these,  aged  fifty-four,  is  suffer- 
ing a  second  attack  and  is  obstinately  melancholy.  Another 
has  a  third  attack  and  is  weighted  with  a  strong  heredity. 
This  is  the  patient  whose  successful  elopement  last  fall  seemed 
to  excite  a  fever  of  imitation  among  other  patients  which  was 
somewhat  troublesome  for  a  time.  She  was  re-admitted  in 
August  for  the  third  time.  The  third  of  this  group  is  im- 
proving, the  fourth  is  an  epileptic,  the  fifth  is  suffering  her 
fourth  attack — a  puerperal  mania — and  is  much  improved. 
The  sixth,  full  of  delusions,  does  not  promise  recovery.  The 
seventh  has  been  discharged  improved. 

Of  the  remaining  forty-nine,  in  whom  the  duration  of  in- 
sanity was  from  six  months  to  thirty  years,  twenty-five  had 
marked  insane  heredity,  three  were  epileptics,  six  paralytic,  and 
five  cogenital  imbeciles. 
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Eight  suffered  from  a  second,  third,  fourth,  or  fifth  attack 
and  seven  were  a  second,  or  third  admission.  Thirteen  were 
over  fifty  years  of  age.  The  oldest  woman  admitted  was  aged 
seventy-four  years.  I^fot  so  many  very  aged  women  were  ad- 
mitted this  year  as  have  been  sometimes. 

Of  this  group  of  forty-nine,  two  have  been  discharged  re- 
stored, and  one  improved.  Sbc  are  convalescent,  of  whom  two 
are  out  on  parole.  Five  died,  one  from  general  paresis,  and 
one  aged  seventy-four,  after  about  five  weeks  residence,  from 
fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart.  One,  aged  sixty-seven,  died 
from  exhaustion  of  senile  dementia.  Another,  age  unknown, 
but  seemingly  between  sixty  and  seventy,  died  from  exhaus- 
tion of  chronic  mania.    The  fifth,  suffering  a  second  attack  of 


melancholia,  died  from  intestinal  tuberculosis.

Twelve  of  those  who  died  were  aged  over  fifty  years,  rang- 
ing from  fifty  to  seventy-four.  The  two  youngest  on  the  list 
were  aged  respectively  twenty-five  and  twenty-eight,  one  dying 
from  epilepsy  and  one  of  exhaustion  from  chronic  dementia. 

Among  those  discharged  were  twenty-four  transferred  to 
county  homes,  and  other  hospitals. 
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One  patient  was  discharged  restored  after  thirteen  years  resi- 
dence, and  one  after  four  years. 

Twenty-seven  women  were  under  gynecological  treatment; 
thirty  were  treated  for  abcesses  and  carbuncles ;  sixty-three  for 
cuts,  bites,  burns,  bruises  and  ulcers;  thirty-seven  for  eye,  ear 
and  dental  troubles. 

Sixteen  women  have  been  restrained  during  the  year,  for 
varying  periods  of  time,  in  side  arm  dresses,  or  locked  jackets, 
or  tied  in  bed  with  sheets,  for  surgical  reasons,  self  mutilation, 
destructiveness,  homicidal  violence,  to  prevent  exhaustion  from 
extreme  restlessness,  or  to  protect  from  the  effects  of  cold  con- 
sequent on  denudation  of  person. 

Seven  women  were  secluded  during  the  year,  to  prevent 
violence  to  others,  and  on  one  occasion  for  denudation  of  per- 
son when  workmen  were  in  the  ward,  for  periods  of  ten  min- 
utes to  twelve  hours. 

One  woman  has  been  restrained  more  continuously  than  any 
other  woman  ever  was  in  this  hospital  within  my  recollection. 
This  deplorable  circumstance  is  due  to  the  extreme  ingenuity 
and  persistence  with  which  she  sought  to  inflict  the  most  seri- 
ous injury  in  her  power  upon  any  one  whom  she  happened  to 
dislike.  Her  hallucinations  and  delusions  induced  her  to  think 
that  people  were  insulting  her  in  vile  terms.  And  for  these 
supposed  insults  she  endeavored  to  have  revenge.  So  many 
injuries  were  inflicted  by  her  on  the  people  about  her,  that  her 
restraint  or  seclusion  seemed  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent 
her  from  murdering  some  one. 

Another  patient  has  been  secluded  for  a  time,  because  of 
excessive  violence,  and  destruction  of  her  owti  and  other 
patients'  clothing,  but  chiefly  because  she  constantly  bit  people, 
thus  causing  very  severe  wounds. 

Two  fractures  occurred.  An  old  woman  in  the  new  build- 
ing fell  one  morning  coming  from  breakfast  and  received  a 
Colles  fracture  of  the  right  wrist.  A  patient  in  South  Branch 
got  up  one  night  and  in  some  way  fell  and  sustained  a  trans- 
verse fracture  of  the  left  patella. 

A  girl  was  pushed  by  another  patient  and  in  her  fall  dislocat- 
ed her  right  elbow. 
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Four  mild  cases  of  erysipelas  appeared  during  the  year,  none 
fatal;  but  one,  that  occurred  to  a  patient  who  was  undergoing 
a  severe  attack  of  pemphigus,  formed  a  threatening  complica- 
tion for  a  time. 

There  were  only  three  cases  of  dysentery,  all  mild.  A  num- 
ber of  cases  of  malaria,  including  one  severe  case  of  remittent 
fever,  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

A  few  cases  of  follicular  tonsilitis,  bronchitis,  influenza,  etc., 
appeared  during  the  year. 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  wards  has  been  excellent. 

Our  violent  wards  are  crowded  to  a  very  unpleasant  extent, 
creating  irritability  and  quarrelsomeness  among  the  inmates, 
and  making  the  work  very  hard  for  the  attendants.  It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  better  provisions  cannot  be  made  for  them, 
as  well  as  for  the  melancholy  and  depressed  who  chiefly  occupy 
the  two  best  wards  of  the  old  building. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  feeble  and  uncleanly  classes 
in  the  new  building,  opened  last  January,  suggests  what  might 
be  done  for  these  other  unfortunates  by  good  buildings. 

The  airiness  and  brightness  of  the  new  wards  has  had  a 
very  happy  effect  upon  all  the  residents  thereof. 

The  usual  employments  obtain  for  women,  in  laundry, 
kitchen,  sewing  room,  ward  work,  and  fancy  work;  and  the 
usual  amusements  in  reading,  walking,  dancing,  games  and 
driving.

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LABORATORY  WORK. 


Dr.  H.  L-  Orth,  Superintendent: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  work  done  in  the  laboratory 
the  past  year. 

The  most  important  part  of  the  work  consists  of  analysis  of 
urine,  examination  of  blood  and  sputum,  making  of  throat  cul- 
tures, etc.,  and  all  ordinary  means  of  aiding  the  clinical  diagno- 
sis of  disease. 

During  the  year  216  specimens  of  urine  were  examined 
chemically  and  microscopically.  The  accompanying  table  only 
represents  the  primary  examinations  made,  as  in  many  cases 
repeated  ones  were  necessary. 

The  average  specific  gravity  for  the  males  was  1019;  for 
the  females,  1017^.  The  lowest  specific  gravity  found  was 
1001  for  the  males,  and  1002  for  the  females.  The  highest 
was,  males,  1032  and  females,  1035. 

Examinations  of  sputum  for  the  bacillus  tuberculosis,  is  made 
in  all  cases  of  suspected  phthisis  or  where  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
a  specimen. 

Much  difficulty  is  experienced  among  the  insane  in  this, 
especially  the  very  demented,  as  the  cough  and  expectoration 
are  entirely  absent  in  many  cases  where  the  physical  sigQS  show 
marked  lung  involvement. 

In  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria  or  where  there  is  sus- 
picious deposit  in  throat,  cultures  are  made  upon  nutrient  agar, 
which  will  determine  in  2-4  to  48  hours  the  character  of  the 
trouble,  viz:  whether  the  bacillus  of  diphtheria  is  present  or 
not. 

It  has  been  observed  that  a  certain  class  of  patients,  mainly 
imbeciles  of  low  grade,  with  chronic  enlarged  tonsils,  are 
especially  subject  to  affections  of  throat,  such  as  pharyngitis 
nnd  tonsillitis  with  more  or  less  deposit,  of  a  suspicious  looking 
character,  in  which  culture  on  agar  yield  only  staphylococci  or 
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streptococci,  thus  demonstrating  that  many  cases  of  sore 
throat,  in  which  a  diffused  deposit  appears,  are  not  diphtheria, 
as  the  bacilli  are  not  present. 

The  blood  examinations  are  mostly  for  clinical  purposes,  to 
determine  the  presence  of  the  plasmodium  malariae  in  the 
blood,  and  thus  verify  the  diagnosis  of  malaria- 

The  efficiency  of  the  filter  plant  is  demonstrated  by  the  con- 
tinued high  percentage  of  bacteria  removed  from  filtered  water, 
which  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 

The  fact  that  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred  among 
the  patients  the  past  year,  shows  the  value  of  having  a  pure 
water  supply  for  the  Hospital. 

The  usual  method  of  determining  the  number  bacteria  per 
c.  c.  in  the  filtered  and  unfiltered  water,  has  been  continued  as 
heretofore,  viz:  by  planting  on  nutrient  agar  and  counting 
when  growth  has  taken  place. 

A  number  of  examinations  were  made  of  the  ice  water,  show- 
ing varying  results  and  generally  a  much  greater  number  of 
bacteria  per  c.  c.  than  the  filtered  water.  One  piece  of  ice 
containing  visible  dirt,  showed  as  many  bacteria  per  c.  c.  as 
the  unfiltered  water. 

However,  with  the  greater  number  bacteria  present,  no 
pathogenic  organisms  were  found  in  the  ice  water  at  last  ex- 
amination. 

Only  six  autopsies  were  held  during  the  year.  This  forms 
a  very  interesting  part  of  the  laboratory  work. 

The  number  held  each  year  is  subject  to  considerable  varia- 
tion, and  depends  upon  the  willingness  of  friends  to  give  con- 
sent, so  that  the  number  is  usually  limited  to  those  cases  of 
sudden  death  in  which  the  coroner  orders  post-mortem,  and 
those  cases  who  have  no  relatives  or  friends  to  claim  the  body. 

Of  the  six  cases  in  which  autopsies  were  held,  the  cause  of 
death  in  three,  or  half  the  number,  was  disease  of  the  heart. 

In  two  of  them  death  occurred  suddenly,  without  any  pro- 
dromal symptoms  or  indications  of  illness  whatever;  the  other 
case  of  death  occurred  in  36  hours  from  beginning  of  illness. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  three  cases  above  men- 
tioned. 
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Case  No.  1.  Male,  age  69  years.  Skull  thick,  dense  and  ir- 
regular. Dura  thickened  and  adherent.  Blood  vessels  tor- 
tuous and  injected.  At  base  of  brain  vessels  show  some  thick- 
ening.   Weight  of  brain  50  ounces. 

Heart  of  immense  size.  Weight  22  ounces.  Left  ventricle 
greatly  h}'pertrophied.  Mitral  valves  thickened  and  somewhat 
adherent.    Semilunar  valves  also  somewhat  thickened. 

Lungs  dark  in  color  and  congested.  Left  lung  slightly  ad- 
herent at  apex  and  shows  some  tubercular  consolidations  in 
upper  lobe.  Right  lung  has  some  "shot  like"  nodules  over 
anterior  surface. 

Kidneys  large,  soft  and  somewhat  congested. 

Liver  dark  in  color  and  also  congested. 

Case  No.  2.  Male,  aged  60  years.  Skull  irregular  in  thick- 
ness and  outline.  Marked  bulging  of  occipital  bone  on  right 
side.  Dura  thickened  and  adherent.  Pia-arachnoid  thicken- 
ed and  opaque,  giving  brain  a  slight  milkish  appearance. 
Weight  of  brain  48  ounces. 

Heart  has  covering  of  fat  over  surface.  Walls  of  heart  soft 
and  friable.  Left  ventricle  markedly  hyphertrophied.  Mitral 
valves  much  thickened  and  show  evidence  of  chronic  mitral 
disease.    Weight  of  heart  16  ounces. 

Lungs  are  dark  in  color  and  entire  surface  of  each,  is  cover- 
ed with  "shot  like"  nodules.  Left  lung  slightly  adherent  at 
apex.  Right  lung  adherent  to  pleural  surface  over  entire  upper 
lobe. 

Kidneys  dark  and  congested.    Liver  normal. 

Case  No.  4.  Male,  age  51  years.  Considerable  serous 
bloody  fluid  escapes  where  cranial  cavity  is  opened.  Dura 
mater  adherent  to  inner  surface  of  skull  also  to  brain  margins 
sup.  long,  fissure.  Blood  vessels  tortuous  and  injected  over 
entire  surface  of  brain.  Slight  atheromatous  condition  of 
blood  vessels  at  base  of  brain.    Weight  52  ounces. 

Pericardium  contains  two  ounces  serous  fluid.  Heart  very 
much  enlarged.  Cavities  filled  with  fluid  and  clotted  blood. 
Left  ventricle  greatly  hypertrophied.  Walls  f  of  an  inch  in 
thickness.    Semilunar  valves   normal.    Mitral  valves  much 
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thickened,  and  contain  8  ounces  calcareous  deposit.  Weight  of 
heart  20  ounces. 

Thoracic  cavity  contains  some  serous  fluid,  about  a  pint  in 
amount.  Eight  lung  free  from  adhesions.  Left  lung  has  some 
adhesions  at  apex,  also  thin  layer  of  fibrin  covering  surface. 

Kidneys  congested.    Liver  normal.

INSTRUCTIONS. 


For  the  admission  of  patients  to  this  Hospital  three  methods 
are  provided  by  law: 

1.  By  an  order  of  the  Court. 

2.  By  an  order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  or 
overseers  of  the  township  in  which  the  lunatic  resides. 

3.  By  an  order  from  friends  of  the  lunatic. 

When  a  patient  is  committed  by  friends  or  poor  authorities,  the 
certificates  of  two  physicians,  duly  certified  by  judge  or  magis- 
trate according  to  Form  3  must  accompany  the  patient. 

4.  A  history  should  be  furnished  by  the  friends  and  medical  at- 
tendants of  every  patient  upon  his  admission,  as  per  Form  4. 

The  charges  for  medical  care  and  treatment  and  clothing,  &c., 
of  public  patients,  are  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  week, 
payable  at  the  end  of  every  quarter,  the  quarters  corresponding 
with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November.  The  rate  for  private  pa- 
tients is  five  dollars  per  week,  to  be  paid  at  admission  for  thir- 
teen weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every  quarter  thereafter. 

5.  !Male  patients  should  be  provided  with  two  suits  of  clothing, 
two  or  three  suits  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  slippers,  a  pair  of  boots 
or  shoes  and  an  overcoat. 

C.  Female  patients  should  have  two  sets  of  comfortable  under- 
clothing, two  dresses  for  everyday  wear,  a  pair  of  shoes,  slippers 
and  a  bonnet  and  shawl  or  coat. 
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7.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and 
addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 

8.  Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  In  answer 
to  inquiries,  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness. 

9.  General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  daily,  except 
Sunday,  from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  2  to  4  p.  m.,  but  no  visitor  will  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from 
the  Superintendent. 

10.  The  proper  papers  should  be  legibly  prepared  and  signed 
before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  the 
purpose  can  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital  through  letter  or  other- 
wise, or  from  the  Trustees.

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties, State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  begs  to  present  its  report  for  the 
year  ending  May  31,  1918,  as  follows : 

The  number  of  patients  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital  at 
the  time  is  1,383,  690  men  and  693  women,  a  decrease  of  32 
since  our  last  report. 

Appended  you  will  find  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent, 
Treasurer  and  Steward,  which  will  inform  you  in  detail  of 
the  conduct  and  operation  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year, 
and  we  would  only  add  that  Ave  believe  everything  possible 
under  very  trying  circumstances  has  been  done  for  the  bene- 
fit and  comfort  of  the  inmates.  At  times  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  obtain  male  attendants  and  frequently  we  were 
obliged  to  operate  the  Hospital  Avith  about  one-half  the  force 
necessary  to  maintain  the  most  efficient  service.  During  the 
year  28  of  our  employees  have  left  us  to  enter  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  either  by  enlistmnt  or  draft. 

In  addition  to  the  difficulty  in  securing  attendants,  we 
haA^e  been  constantly  hampered  by  a  lack  of  mechanics  and 
ordinary  laborers,  Avho  could  only  be  had  at  previously  un- 
heard of  prices  that  Ave  Avere  unable  to  pay  except  in  cases 
that  seemed  absolutely  necessary. 

The  high  cost  of  all  supplies  and  labor  has  rendered  it  im- 
possible for  us  to  operate  the  Hospital  Avithout  exceeding  the 
per  capita  alloAvance  of  $5.00,  and  it  Avill  be  necessary  for  us 
to  go  to  the  next  Legislature  with  a  request  for  a  deficiency 
appropriation. 

During  the  year  the  Government  has  sent  us  its  Pennsyl- 
vania patients  from  the  Army,  and  our  Avomen  inmates  have 
done  much  Avork  for  the  Red  Cross,  Avhich  has  been  highly 
commended  by  the  local  chapter,  both  for  quality  and  quan- 
tity. 
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There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board 
since  the  last  report,  Mr.  W.  I.  Woodcock,  of  Hollidaysburg, 
having  been  appointed  to  fill  the  place  of  Mv.  George  W. 
Creighton,  deceased,  and  Mr.  James  Rudisill,  of  York,  hav- 
nig  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Richard  E.  Cochran,  re- 
signed. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Orth,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Hospital 
for  more  than  thirty  years,  first  as  a  Trustee  and  then  for 
twenty-six  years  as  Superintendent,  retired  on  November 
30,  1917,  on  account  of  impaired  health  and  advancing  age, 
and  Dr.  E.  M.  Green,  of  the  Georgia  State  Sanitarium,  was 
elected  to  succeed  him  as  Superintendent  and  he  assumed 
charge  on  December  1,  1917. 

At  times  it  has  been  difficult  to  maintain  our  service  but 
our  stafi:'  has  been  faithful  and  efficient  and  to  them  we  wish 
to  extend  our  hearty  thanks.

A  slight  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  hospital,  as 
compared  with  the  number  under  care  during  the  preceding 
year,  will  be  noted.  This  decrease  is  due  in  part  to  a  smaller 
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number  of  patients  having  been  admitted  and  in  part  to  the 
discharge  of  certain  ones  whose  paroles  had  expired  several 
years  previously  and  of  whose  recovery  or  death  no  report 
had  been  made. 

ADMISSIONS 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  229  persons,  twenty- 
one  of  whom  had  previously  been  inmates  of  the  hospital. 
Of  the  whole  number  received  forty-five  have  died  and 
twenty-eight  have  been  discharged  or  paroled,  leaving  155 
now  in  the  institution. 

Among  the  admissions,  as  will  l^e  seen  by  reference  to  a 
later  table,  189  Avere  natives -of  the  United  States  and  twenty- 
four  Avere  of  foreign  birth,  while  the  nativity  of  sixteen  was 
not  ascertained.  Three  criminals  were  received  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  two  of  Avhom  had  been  con- 
victed of  offenses  charged,  while  the  third  became  insane 
subsequent  to  arrest  and  before  trial.  Since  the  hospital  at 
FarvieAV  has  been  opened  for  the  reception  of  criminals  it 
Avould  appear  that  no  necessity  now  exists  for  committing 
these  patients  to  the  other  State  Hospitals,  as  such  action 
only  results  in  increased  expense  to  the  Commonwealth  Avhen 
a  transfer  is  demanded. 

By  an  arrangement  made  between  the  Committee  on 
Lunacy  and  the  United  States  War  Department  enlisted  men 
from  Pennsylvania  Avho  Avere  found  to  be  insane  have  been 
sent  to  this  hospital  from  the  various  cantonments.  Only  a 
small  number  of  such  cases  as  yet  has  been  received  ])ut  it 
is  quite  probable  that  Avhen  the  extension  of  the  draft  age 
becomes  effective  many  others  Avill  be  found  to  be  in  need 
of  hospital  care. 

DISCHARGES 

From  a  revicAv  of  the  classification  table  it  Avill  be  seen 
that  139  or  60.9  per  cent  of  all  patients  admitted  during  the 
year  suffered  from  disorders  of  such  a  character  that  re- 
covery could  not  be  hoped  for.  Of  the  remaining  eighty-nine 
possibly  curable  cases,  tAventy-eight  have  already  been  dis- 
charged or  paroled,  Avhile  others  have  been  in  the  hospital 
for  too  short  a  time  to  Avarrant  the  expectation  of  recovery 
Avithin  the  period  of  their  stay. 

Because  of  the  overcroAvded  condition  of  the  hospital  and 
the  necessity  of  making  room  for  those  recently  committed, 
it  has  been  thought  best  to  grant  parole  to  such  patients  as 
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have  relatives  willing  to  assume  their  care  whenever  it  ap- 
pears that  this  action  Avill  entail  no  injury  upon  the  patient 
and  no  hardship  upon  others.  A  few  of  these  patients  have 
been  returned  to  the  hospital  but  most  of  them  have  re- 
mained at  home  where  they  are  able  to  share,  in  part  at 
least,  in  the  Inarden  of  caring  for  the  more  helpless  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 

Based  upon  the  number  of  admissions  21.8  per  cent  were 
discharged  as  recovered,  16.5  per  cent  as  improved  and  3  per 
cent  as  unimproved,  but  these  figures  do  not  convey  a  cor- 
rect idea  of  the  situation  for  a  numlDer  of  patients  who  had 
been  away  from  the  hospital  for  extended  periods  were  dis- 
charged during  the  year. 

Of  the  ninety-eight  patients  dismissed  from  the  institution 
the  condition  on  discharge  was  recorded  as  follows :

PHYSICAL  DISEASES 

While  there  are  at  all  times  a  fairly  large  number  of 
patients  confined  to  bed,  they  are  for  the  most  part  feeble 
old  persons,  paralytics  and  sufferers  from  chronic  affections. 
Upon  the  whole  the  health  of  the  community  has  been  good 
and  the  year  saw  no  wide-spread  outbreak  of  contagious 
disease.  The  epidemic  of  measles  which  appeared  in  the  late 
spring  of  1917  was  so  far  checked  before  the  beginning  of 
the  fiscal  year  that  only  one  case  developed  subsequently. 
In  the  month  of  April  scarlet  fever  appeared  almost  simul- 
taneously in  the  persons  of  two  patients  both  of  whom  had 
been  in  the  hospital  continuously  for  a  number  of  months 
and  it  was  impossible  to  trace  its  origin.  Two  nurses  on  the 
ward  with  these  patients  contracted  the  disease  but  prompt 
measures  of  isolation  and  disinfection  were  instituted  and 
no  further  eases  developed. 

The  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported  appeared  in  an  em- 
ployee who  had  recently  returned  from  a  vacation. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  thirty-four  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  recorded,  of  which  number  thirteen  exhibited 
evidence  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  admission. 

A  few  cases  each  of  erysipelas  and  pneumonia  appeared 
throughout  the  year  but  this  number  was  not  in  excess  of 
that  recorded  in  previous  years. 
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The  death  rate  cannot  be  considered  as  unduly  high  when 
it  is  understood  that  many  of  those  admitted  suffered  from 
serioixs  organic  disease  when  they  entered  the  hospital  and 
that  the  physical  condition  of  ninety-seven  or  42.5  per  cent 
was  reported  as  more  or  less  gravely  impaired  at  the  time  of 
their  reception.  ]\Iany  suffered  from  affections  which  would 
under  any  circumstances  have  resulted  in  death  within  a  few 
months,  while  several  Avere  practically  in  a  moribund  condi- 
tion when  received. 

Among  the  number  of  deaths  were  three  which  merit 
special  report.  Tavo  of  these  were  instances  of  suicide  in 
which  patients  during  periods  of  depression  ended  their 
lives,  one  by  hanging  and  one  by  strangulation.  A  restless 
imbecile  was  attacked  by  another  patient  and  sustained  a 
fracture  of  the  skull  Avhich  resulted  in  his  death.  Each  of 
these  cases  Avas  investigated  by  the  coroner  and  the  hospital 
was  exonerated  from  blame  in  each.  As  has  been  the  cus- 
tom in  past  years  the  coroner  Avas  called  in  every  ease  of 
sudden  death  as  Avell  as  under  such  unfortunate  circum- 
stances as  recorded  above. 

In  the  accompanying  brief  analysis  of  the  admissions  to 
the  hospital  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  classification  required 
by  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  has  been  folloAved  except  in  one 
instance,  that  of  psychosis  accompanying  Huntingdon's 
chorea,  for  Avhich  no  appropriate  group  heading  Avas  pro- 
vided. 

TRUMATIC  PSYCHOSIS 
One  patient  only,  as  the  result  of  injury  to  the  head,  ex- 
hibited a  post-traumatic  constitution  as  CAddenced  by  de- 
pression, irritability,  hysterical  and  neurasthenical  symp- 
toms. PrcAdous  to  the  injury  he  had  appeared  to  be  a  nor- 
mal indiAddual  and  had  not  been  addicted  to  the  use  of 
alcohol. 

SEINILE  PSYCHOSIS 
Fifteen  men  and  nine  Avomen,  or  10.9  per  cent  of  all  cases 
admitted,  suffered  from  some  form  of  senile  psychosis.  Of 
this  number  nineteen  presented  CAddence  of  arterio-sclerosis 
in  the  hardened  and  tortuous  superficial  vessels,  while  in 
six  instances  a  chronic  A^alvular  disease  of  the  heart  was 
noted.  A  pi-evious  alcoholic  history  Avas  elicited  in  the  cases 
of  six  of  the  males.    The  psychosis  was  manifested  chiefly 
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in  the  form  of  deterioration,  although  depressed  and  agitated 
states  were  noted  in  two  instances,  paranoid  states  in  two, 
delirious  and  confused  states  in  two. 

PARALYTIC  DEMENTIA 

To  this  group,  which  comprises  17.5  per  cent  of  the  total 
admissions  to  the  hospital  for  the  year,  Avere  assigned  thirty- 
seven  men  and  three  women.  A  previous  syphilitic  infection 
Avas  acknoAvledged  by  only  ten  of  the  number.  The  history 
of  such  an  infection  is  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  in  many 
instances  as  owing  to  their  mental  condition  the  patients  are 
unable  to  give  reliable  information  upon  this  point,  while 
because  of  the  character  of  the  disease  its  presence  is  con- 
cealed from  relatives  Avhenever  possible.  By  reason  of  this 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  it  A\'as  impossible  to  determine 
accurately  the  duration  of  time  Avhich  elapsed  between  the 
infection  and  the  tirst  evidence  of  the  mental  disorder.  The 
average  age  of  onset  Avas  thirty-seven  years  eight  months. 
As  it  is  only  in  the  earliest  stages  of  paresis  that  hope  of 
arresting  the  process  is  justified  it  Avill  be  recognized  that 
practically  all  patients  had  passed  beyond  this  period  Avhen 
admitted,  the  average  duration  of  the  disease  before  ad- 
mission being  giA^en  at  14.5  months.  Even  this  duration  is 
undoubtedly  too  short  for  the  disease  may  exist  for  months 
before  its  abnormal  character  is  recognized.  Remissions 
Avhich  Avere  noted  in  a  number  of  cases  varied  considerably 
in  degree  and  in  some  instances  Avere  so  marked  that  patients 
were  alloAved  to  return  home  on  parole. 

PSYCHOSIS  WITH  GROSS  BRAIN  DSIEASE 

Under  this  heading  are  included  only  tAvo  cases,  both 
males,  Avho  suffered  from  cerebral  arterio-sclerosis.  The 
disease  AA^as  characterized  by  changes  in  disposition  and 
habits,  irritability,  tendency  toAvard  violence  and  delusions 
of  marital  infidelity  together  AA'ith  focal  symptoms  folloAving 
slight  hemiplegic  attacks.  It  is  quite  probable  that  this  group 
Avould  have  been  larger  if  routine  reports  from  the  patho- 
logical laboratory  had  been  available. 

PSYCHOSIS  WITH  HUNTINGDON'S  CHOREA 

OAving  to  the  extreme  mental  deterioration  of  the  single 
patient  Avho  suffered  from  Huntingdon's  chorea  a  satisfac- 
tory family  history  Avas  unobtainable.    One  instance  of  this

disease  occurred  in  a  maternal  aunt  and  it  is  probable  that 
other  relatives  were  similarly  affected. 

ALCOHOLIC  PSYCHOSIS 

Dependent  upon  the  prolonged  and  excessive  use  of  alco- 
hol mental  disorders  are  of  frequent  occurrence  and  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months  eight  male  patients  were  classi- 
fied under  the  above  heading,  which  does  not  include  cases 
of  chronic  alcoholism  associated  with  other  psychoses.  In- 
formation in  regard  to  hereditary  factors  was  unobtainable 
except  in  three  instances.  The  father  of  one  of  these 
patients  was  insane  while  the  male  relatives  of  two  were 
habitual  users  of  alcohol.  The  psychoses  Avere  manifested 
under  the  following  forms :

DRUG  AND  OTHER  TOXIC  PSYCHOSES 

Only  one  patient,  a  male,  was  admitted  to  this  group. 
This  man  had  been  habituated  to  the  use  of  morphine  for 
fifteen  years  and  his  psychosis  was  manifested  by  deteriora- 
tion interrupted  by  occasional  hallucinatory  episodes. 
Since  the  national  anti-narcotic  law  has  been  so  strictly  en- 
forced a  smaller  number  of  such  cases  are  being  admitted 
to  the  state  hospitals  each  year. 

INFECTIVE-EXHAUSTIVE  PSYCHOSIS 

There  were  admitted  ditring  the  year  one  man  and  three 
Avomen,  all  of  whom  exhibited  a  delirious  and  confused  type 
of  reaction  dependent  upon  an  infective  process.  This  form 
of  psychosis  appears  more  often  in  females  and  is  apt  to  be 
associated  with  child  bearing.  In  the  present  instances  the 
psychosis  of  the  male  accompanied  a  cholecystitis  while  those 
of  the  females  were  attributed  one  to  tuberculosis  and  two  to 
puerperal  infection. 

INVOLUTION  MELANCHOLIA 

In  many  cases  of  depression  occurring  within  the  involu- 
tion period  certain  symptoms  are  in  CAddence  which  lead  to 
their  alignment  with  other  psychoses,  usually  the  manic- 
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depressive  or  the  arterio-sclerotic.  There  remains,  however, 
a  small  number  in  -which  the  depression  appears  for  the 
first  time  in  middle  life  and  is  characterized  by  slow  onset, 
prolonged  course,  insomnia  and  anxiety.  It  is  for  such  cases 
that  the  term  "melancholia"  is  reserved.  During  the  past 
year  one  man  was  admitted  whose  symptoms  were  those 
enumerated  above  and  he  Avas  accordingly  classified  as  in- 
volution melancholia. 

DEMENTIA  PRAECOX 

Forty-one  patients,  twenty-two  of  whom  were  males  and 
nineteen  females  are  included  under  the  above  heading  and 
comprise  17.98  per  cent  of  the  total  admissions  to  the  hos- 
pital. Reliable  information  in  regard  to  the  mental  make-up 
of  these  patients  Avas  not  elicited  nor  were  the  statements  of 
relatives  as  to  hereditary  factors  in  their  psychoses  of  such 
a  character  as  to  Avarrant  unreserved  acceptance. 

While  complete  recovery-  is  rare,  if  indeed  it  CA^er  occurs 
in  Avell  dcA'eloped  cases  of  dementia  praecox,  many  improve 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  justify  a  return  to  their  homes.  The 
accompanying  tabulation  shoAvs  the  grouping  of  these  cases 
according  to  the  main  symptoms  exhibited:

PARANOIC  CONDITION 

With  the  general  recognition  of  the  fact  that  paranoid 
states  are  associated  Avith  several  different  psychoses  the 
number  of  cases  classified  as  paranoia  or  paranoic  condition 
has  markedly  decreased.  The  aboA^e  group  as  noAV  accepted 
rarely  includes  a  great  number  of  cases  but  during  the  year 
coA^ered  by  this  report  six  females  Avere  admitted  Avhose 
persecutory  delusions,  Avith  preserA^ation  of  the  ability  to 
reason  logically,  natural  conduct  and  lack  of  distortion  of 
thought  caused  their  assignment  to  it,  temporarily  at  least. 

IMANIC-DEPRESSIVE  PSYCHOSIS 

This  group  is  composed  of  fifty-eight  patients,  25.2  per 
cent  of  all  cases  admitted  and  forms  the  largest  of  our 
diagnostic  divisions.    In  this  form  of  disorder  females  pre- 
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dominate  and  in  the  present  instance  that  sex  contributes 
68.9  per  cent  of  the  fifty-eight  cases  so  classified.  Of  the 
whole  number  eighteen  acknowledge  one  or  more  previous 


attacks  as  follows  :

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A  larger  number  doubtless  suffered  from  such  attacks, 
although  some  may  have  been  of  so  mild  a  character  as  to 
have  passed  unrecognized,  while  the  meagre  histories  ob- 
tained in  other  instances  preclude  reliable  information  upon 
this  point. 

Previous  hospital  residences  were  noted  in  the  eases  of 
fourteen  of  the  fifty-eight  patients. 

The  following  forms  of  the  psychosis  Avere  recorded :

ALLIED  TO  MANIC-DEPRESSIVE  PSYCHOSIS 

Two  men  and  one  woman  exhibited  atypical  psychoses 
which  resembled  more  or  less  closely  those  of  the  preceding 
group,  but  which  followed  an  unusual  course  and  presented 
certain  symptoms  which  do  not  belong  to  manic-depressive 
disorders.  Consequently  it  was  thought  best  to  hold  them 
apart  until  the  psychoses  could  be  more  clearly  delineated. 

EPILEPTIC  PSYCHOSIS 

Among  the  admissions  during  the  year  were  six  men  and 
three  women  who  suffered  from  epilepsy  but  who  in  addition 
to  this  affection  exhibited  mental  disorders  which  appeared 
to  be  dependent  upon  it.  These  disorders  were  manifested 
in  the  forms  of  excessive  irritability  with  a  tendency  tOAvard 
violence,  excitement,  dazed  states,  and  mental  deterioration. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  PSYCHOPATiHY 

One  male  patient  who  shoAved  no  appreciable  intellectual 
defect  gave  a  histoiy  of  emotional  instability,  peculiar  twists 
in  reasoning,  and  a  disposition  to  follow  peculiar  religious 
cults.  The  development  of  an  excitement  accompanied  by 
hallucinations  led  to  his  commitment  but  the  attack  was  of 
brief  duration  and  his  previous  mental  level  was  regained. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  INFERIORITY 

This  groiap  is  composed  of  five  male  patients  who  exhibited 
a  more  marked  and  uniform  defect  than  the  one  above  men- 
tioned and  whose  intellectual  capacity  was  more  restricted. 
All  had  shown  an  inability  to  adapt  themselves  to  their  posi- 
tions in  life,  absence  of  the  sense  of  responsibility  and  little 
capacity  to  provide  for  themselves  or  their  dependents ; 
employment  was  spasmodic  and  their  earnings  Avere  small 
because  of  inefficiency.  Episodes  of  excitement  accompanied 
by  a  tendency  towards  violence  led  to  the  commitment  of 
two  of  these  men,  another  exhibited  a  paranoid  trend,  while 
the  fourth  was  sexually  perverted. 

IMBECILITY  AND  IDIOCY 

In  the  cases  of  five  men  and  five  women  a  coarser  grade 
of  intellectual  defect  Avas  recognized  leading  to  their  classi- 
fication as  imbecile.  A  history  of  episodic  disturbances  was 
elicited  in  eight  of  the  number,  which  disturbances  appeared 
in  the  form  of  irritability  with  violence,  hysterical  mani- 
festations, and  in  one  instance  of  drunken  debauches. 

UNCLASSIFIED 

Seven  men  and  three  women  remain  unclassified  as  it  was. 
impossible  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  diagnostic  grouping  in 
their  cases.  The  inaccessibility  of  certain  patients,  the  com- 
plexity of  symptoms  presented  by  others  and  the  inability 
to  obtain  information  in  regard  to  the  previous  history  and 
development  of  the  psychosis  render  futile  all  efforts  to 
classify  them. 

NOT  INSANE 

Althoiigh  committed  as  insane  two  men  and  one  woman, 
the  victims  of  chronic  alcoholism,  presented  no  symptoms 
which  could  be  construed  as  evidences  of  a  psychosis.  All 
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three  of  these  patients  were  discharged  after  a  period  of 
observation. 

PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  a  pathologist  the  medical  statit'  has  been  deprived  of 
the  invaluable  aid  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  which  reports 
from  this  source  afford.  A  temporary  arrangement  has, 
hoAvever,  been  made  with  Dr.  Douglas,  of  Harrisburg,  by 
which  specimens  of  blood,  spinal  fluid,  urine  and  other 
material  are  sent  to  him  for  examination.  The  importance 
of  the  knowledge  gained  at  the  post  mortem  table  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so 
small  a  number  of  autopsies  were  performed  during  the 
year.  The  clinical  work  of  the  hospital  must  suffer  until  a 
competent  man  can  be  found  to  take  full  charge  of  the  insti- 
tution's well-equipped  laboratory. 

DENTAL  DISPENSARY 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  hardly  justifies  the 
employment  of  a  dentist  Avho  should  devote  his  whole  time 
to  the  work.  Under  the  present  arrangement  Dr.  Oalen 
Hain  visits  the  institution  one  morning  in  each  week.  Dur- 
ing the  hours  spent  in  the  operating  room  he  is  employed  in 
attending  to  emergencies  chiefly,  all  prosthetic  work  is  done 
at  his  office  in  Harrisburg.  Dr.  Hain's  report  covering  the 
eight  months  during  Avhich  he  has  been  connected  with  the 
institution  will  be  found  on  a  subsequent  page. 

DRUGGIST 'S  DEPARTMENT 
It  was  anticipated  that  the  expenditures  of  this  depart- 
ment would  be  something  in  excess  of  those  for  the  preced- 
ing year  but  with  the  increase  in  the  price  of  drugs  and 
medical  supplies  there  has  been  a  corresponding  effort  to 
handle  these  materials  as  economically  as  possible,  and  as 
a  result  the  outlay  for  such  articles  was  notably  below  that 
of  the  past  few  years.  In  addition  to  his  prescription  work 
the  pharmacist  manufactures  all  preparations  which  can 
be  made  moi-e  cheaply  than  purchased  in  the  markets. 

HYDROTITERAPEUTIC  DEPARTMENT 
Unfortunately  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  masseur  and  the  male  patients  have  consequently 
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been  deprived  of  the  benefit  accruing  from  this  form  of  treat- 
ment, although  a  comparatively  small  number  of  massages, 
packs  and  baths  have  been  given. 

In  the  department  for  women  the  masseuse  has  been  em- 
ployed daily  and  is  kept  fully  occupied  in  giving  the  treat- 
ments prescribed. 


a:museme.nts 

The  usual  outdoor  amusements,  baseball,  tennis,  croquet, 
Avalking,  etc.,  have  been  enjoyed  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  and  during  the  colder  months  the  club 
rooms,  billiard  tables,  cards  and  other  games  have  furnished 
recreation  daily.  Twice  each  week  moving  pictures  were 
shown  and  for  several  months  dances  were  given  at  intervals 
of  two  weeks.  On  several  occasions  ward  parties  were 
arranged  and  found  quite  enjoyable. 

On  Christmas  day  the  usual  celebration  was  held  in  the 
chapel  at  which  time,  as  well  as  on  Easter  Sunday,  Mrs. 
Harris,  of  this  city,  added  greatly  to  the  enjoyment  of  every 
one  by  singing  several  selections. 

The  P.  R.  R.  Glee  Club,  a  musical  organization  of  Harris- 
burg,  gave  a  concert  in  the  chapel  on  April  22,  which  Avas 
heartily  appreciated  by  the  audience. 


OCCUPATION 

In  the  absence  of  thoroughly  trained  teachers  systematic 
diversional  occupation  cannot  be  developed  in  a  high  degree 
and  much  of  its  benefit  is  lost  through  sporadic  attempts  to 
interest  patients  in  various  lines  of  work.  Such  teachers  are 
difficult  to  secure  just  now  so  the  male  patients  are  chiefly 
employed  in  the  halls,  about  the  lawns,  farm,  garden,  dairy 
and  power  plant,  while  some  assist  the  various  artisans  and 
mechanics. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  house,  laundry,  kitchen  and 
needle  work  performed  by  the  Avomen  a  number  of  them 
have  been  actively  engaged  in  making  supplies  for  the  Red 
Cross.  The  local  chapter  has  fui-nished  material  and  the 
patients  have  shown  considerable  interest  in  doing  some- 
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thing  which  is  of  real  value  to  others.  Up  to  the  present 
date  they  have  made  the  following  articles:

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 
Religious  services  have  been  held  regularly  throughout 
the  year,  the  officiating  clergymen  being  designated  by  the 
Ministerial  Association  of  Harrisburg.  On  the  fourth  Sun- 
day in  each  month  the  services  are  in  charge  of  the  Catholic 
Church  but  are  attended  by  both  Catholics  and  Protestants. 
Rev.  Mr.  Appleton,  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  has  held  com- 
munion services  for  patients  of  that  denomination  on  several 
occasions,  while  Father  Daly  has  performed  the  same  office 
for  those  of  his  faith. 

EMPLOYEES 

It  has  been  with  increasing  difficulty  that  an  adequate 
force  of  employees  in  any  department  of  the  hospital  has 
been  maintained  and  the  close  of  the  year  sees  a  serious 
shortage — not  only  upon  the  Avards  but  in  the  mechanical 
and  agricultural  departments  as  well.  Together  with  the 
depletion  of  our  force  of  employees  consequent  upon  enlist- 
ments and  upon  the  unreasonable  rates  of  pay  for  all  kinds 
of  labor,  there  appears  to  be  a  spirit  of  unrest  especially 
noticeable  among  the  more  recent  employees,  Avhich  renders 
their  services  less  efficient  than  Avas  formerly  the  case.  With 
no  disposition  to  report  the  situation  more  grave  than  it  is 
in  reality,  it  must  be  said  that  the  inadequate  force  of  at- 
tendants renders  it  impossible  to  guai'antee  the  requisite

observation  and  care  Avliicli  is  demanded  by  the  insane  and 
increases  the  possibility  of  accidents  and  other  unfortunate 
occurrences  to  which  hospitals  for  the  insane  are  especially 
liable.  The  shortage  of  male  attendants  has  been  partially 
compensated  for  by  the  substitution  of  female  nurses  on 
certain  of  the  Avards  for  males.  This  substitution  has  proved 
quite  satisfactory  from  all  standpoints  and  would  be  desir- 
able even  though  no  difficulty  existed  in  finding  men  to  take 
the  positions.

FARM  AND  GARDEN 

The  yield  from  both  farm  and  garden  was,  owing  to  un- 
favorable weather  conditions,  below  the  average  of  the  past 
few  vears.  Especially  was  the  potato  crop  poor,  falling  short 
of  that  for  1916  by  1,800  bushels.  The  yield  of  Avheat  was 
also  disappointing.  On  the  other  hand  the  supply  of  cab- 
bages, parsnips  and  carrots  has  only  recently  become  ex- 
hausted, while  hay  and  corn  were  raised  in  the  usual 
quantities. 

The  hospital  possesses  only  275  acres  of  land  suitable  for 
cultivation  and  much  of  this  is  not  of  a  character  to  secure 
the  best  results  from  the  labor  expended  upon  it.  This  acre- 
age might  be  increased  by  the  purchase  or  rent  of  adjoining 
property  and  be  cultivated  to  advantage  by  patients  without 
the  necessity  of  employing  additional  help. 

During  the  month  of  March  the  dairy  herd  was  tested  for 
tuberculosis  by  agents  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Commission 
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and  in  consequence  the  whole  herd  was  condemned.  Certain 
of  the  cattle  were,  under  government  inspection,  sold  for 
beef  so  that  the  hospital's  loss  while  heavy  was  not  absolute. 
At  the  present  time  all  milk  is  bought  from  a  local  dairy 
and  elforts  to  replace  the  herd  will  wait  upon  the  erection 
of  a  new  barn. 

The  report  of  the  Steward  will  give  in  further  detail  the 
operation  of  this  department. 

FINANCES 

It  is  Avith  regret  that  I  report  the  expenditure  of  $2,670.29 
in  excess  of  the  legal  income  of  the  hospital.  The  advance 
in  the  price  of  all  commodities  is  too  generally  recognized  to 
need  especial  comment,  while  the  increase  in  wages  in  every 
department  has  contributed  to  the  depletion  of  funds  Avhich 
might  have  been  otherwise  expended.  It  was  formerly  the 
practice  to  purchase  supplies  for  the  year  on  standard  sam- 
ples in  possession  of  the  hospital  but  for  months  past  re- 
sponsible firms  have  declined  to  enter  into  contracts  to  fur- 
nish goods  for  future  delivery  and  it  is  now  necessary  to 
purchase  supplies  to  cover  our  needs  for  thirty  days  only. 
Whenever  possible  this  is  done  after  competitive  bids  have 
been  submitted. 

One  great  source  of  expense  to  the  hospital  is  the  water 
supply  which  costs  the  institution  approximately  $9,000.00 
each  year.  It  might  be  well  to  have  a  survey  of  the  situation 
made  by  some  competent  engineer  and  to  carefully  consider 
his  recommendations  for  its  improvement. 

The  Legislature  of  1917  appropriated  $21,000.00  to  cover 
certain  items  requested  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Of  this 
amount  $1,000.00  Avas  to  be  expended  in  furnishing  and 
equipping  the  industrial  building  for  Avomen  and  $20,000.00 
to  be  applied  to  the  erection  of  a  barn  for  100  cows  and  a 
piggery  for  200  hogs.  This  appropriation  has  not  yet  been 
drawn  upon,  although  working  plans  for  the  latter  structure 
have  been  received. 

IMPROVEME-NTS 

In  order  to  secure  better  fire  protection  for  the  hospital 
the  installation  of  a  centrally  placed  alarm  box  Avas  decided 
upon.  This  box  is  in  direct  connection  Avith  the  Ilarrisburg 
Fire  Department,  Avhich  Avill  respond  promptly  to  all  calls 
from  the  ijistitution.    In  addition  hand  extinguishers  have 
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been  placed  in  each  ward,  and  upon  each  floor  of  the  ad- 
ministration building,  the  laundry  and  the  shops. 

The  building  in  which  the  chronic  Avards  for  males  are 
located  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  by  the  plasterer  and 
painted  throughout.  A  corresponding  building  for  the 
females  has  also  been  repaired  and  is  still  in  the  hands  of 
the  painters. 

The  wooden  coverings  of  the  corridors  extending  from 
these  wards  to  the  chapel  and  the  kitchen  respectively  have 
been  replaced  by  concrete. 

A  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany by  the  provisions  of  which  telephones  will  be  installed 
throughout  the  hospital. 

Four  continuous  bath  tubs  have  been  purchased  and  will 
be  placed  upon  the  reception  wards  and  those  for  disturbed 
patients. 

The  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  after  many 
delays  dependent  chiefly  upon  failure  to  secure  material,  has 
completed  a  barn  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  destroyed  by 
lightning  two  years  ago. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

1.  Extension  of  Water  Mains  : — 

Adequate  fire  protection  for  the  hospital  can 
only  be  secured  by  extension  of  the  Avater 
mains  so  that  in  case  of  need  the  water  supply 
of  Harrisburg  Avill  be  available.  The  amount 
asked  for  will  provide  pipes,  lead,  valves  and 
hydrants,  but  the  actual  cost  of  laying  the 
mains  and  ditching  can  be  done  by  the  patients 
and  employees. 

2.  Tubercular  Pavilion  : — 

This  building  is  necessary  in  order  that 
tubercular  patients  can  be  cared  for  properly 
and  be  remoA^ed  from  the  general  wards  Avhere 
they  are  sources  of  danger  to  those  with  Avhom 
they  come  in  contact. 

3.  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases: — 

A  small  building  located  at  some  distance 
from  the  central  plant  Avould  provide  isolation 
for  cases  of  contagious  disease.  Of  the  more 
serious  diseases  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
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occasionally  gain  entrance  to  the  hospital,  while 
such  disorders  as  measles  and  nmmps  are  not 
infrequent.  Epidemics  can  only  be  escaped  by 
the  prompt  isolation  of  each  case  as  it  appears. 

4.  Completion  of  Nurses' Home  : — 

The  third  story  of  the  home  for  women  has 
never  been  completed  and  this  necessitates 
many  nurses  sleeping  on  the  wards  Avhere  they 
occupy  room  Avhich  could  otherwise  be  utilized 
for  patients. 

5.  Screened  Porches  for  Two  Buildings : — 

The  comfort  of  the  patients  in  the  chronic 
Avards  would  be  greatly  enhanced  and  the 
appearance  of  the  buildings  would  be  much 
improved  by  the  addition  of  a  screened  porch 
across  the  front  of  each.  This  would  relieve 
the  present  close  confinement  to  the  wards  and 
allow  for  exercise  in  the  open  air  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year. 

STAFF  CHA'NGES 

After  twenty-seven  years  of  continuous  service  as 
superintendent  of  this  hospital  Dr.  H.  L.  Orth  presented  his 
resignation  Avith  the  request  that  it  become  effective  on 
December  1.  During  Dr.  Orth's  connection  with  the  institu- 
tion he  had  the  satisfaction  of  carrying  to  completion  his 
plans  for  rebuilding  the  whole  hospital,  by  which  the  old 
structure  was  replaced  by  modern  cottages,  an  ambitious 
labor  which  will  remain  as  a  monument  to  his  genius  as  an 
executive  and  an  organizer.  Dr.  Orth  has  the  further  grati- 
fication of  knowing  that  he  bears  Avith  him  in  his  retirement 
the  respect  and  best  Avishes  of  every  one  associated  Avith  him 
during  his  long  service  as  superintendent. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Eichelberger  left  the  service  of  the  hospital  in 
August  to  enter  upon  Avork  in  a  private  institution. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Fulmer  Avho  succeeded  Dr.  Eichelberger  resigned 
in  NoA^ember  because  of  ill  health. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Corbus,  of  Kankakee,  111.,  AA^as  appointed  as 
assistant  physician  on  March  18. 

Miss  Grace  Oavcus  resigned  as  matron  on  February  1  and 
Avas  succeeded  as  matron  and  dietitian  by  Miss  Anna  D. 
]\IcGinley,  a  graduate  of  Drexell  Institute. 
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GONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation 
both  of  the  faithful  service  so  cheerfully  rendered  by  many 
of  the  employees  under  especially  trying  conditions  and  of 
the  valuable  assistance  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  every 
officer  of  the  hospital.  To  the  Board  of  Trustees  I  would 
express  my  gratitude  for  the  advice,  official  co-operation  and 
personal  kindness  which  has  been  accorded  me  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  June  1,  1919. 

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  begs  to  submit  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  May  31,  1919: 

The  number  of  patients  under  the  care  of  the  hospital  at 
the  date  of  this  report  is  1,281,  consisting  of  621  males  and  660 
females.  A  slight  decrease  in  the  population  of  the  hospital,  as 
compared  with  one  year  ago,  will  be  noted,  owing  largely  to  the 
transfer  of  a  number  of  patients  to  another  hospital  and  the 
heavier  death-rate  which  followed  the  epidemic  of  influenza 
last  fall. 

Accompanying  this  report  are  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Superintendent,  Treasurer  and  Steward,  which  will  furnish  you 
with  detailed  information  in  regard  to  the  management  and 
operation  of  the  hospital,  and  we  think  it  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  emphasize  the  difficulties  that  have  confronted  the  manage- 
ment during  the  entire  year  on  account  of  the  unusual  labor 
conditions  that  have  existed,  the  high  wages,  and  the  constantly 
increasing  cost  of  all  supplies. 

It  was  necessary  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  a  deficiency  appro- 
priation of  $45,000,  and  all  of  this  sum  was  exjDended  with  the 
exception  of  $6.24,  which  will  revert  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Govermnent  has  continued  to  send  us  its  Pennsj'lvania 
patients  from  the  army. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  official  staff  during  the 
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year,  and  we  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  express  our 
appreciation  of  the  high  quaUty  of  the  service  they  have 
rendered  to  the  hospital.

Although  the  admissions  for  the  year  show  an  increase  of 
108  over  those  for  the  year  1917-18,  there  has  been  a  decrease 
of  61  in  the  number  of  patients  actually  remaining  in  the  Hos- 
pital. The  number  of  paroles  has  also  decreased  by  41,  owing 
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to  the  discharge  of  manj^  who  had  been  away  from  the  insti- 
tution for  several  years. 

ADMISSIONS 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  337  persons,  of  whom 
26  had  been  patients  of  this  hospital  previously,  while  27  had 
one  or  more  residences  in  other  institutions  of  a  similar 
character.  Of  the  number  received  71  have  died  and  47  have 
been  discharged  or  paroled,  leaving  219  still  in  the  hospital. 

Although  the  number  of  foreign-born  admitted  was  about 
30  per  cent  larger  than  that  reported  for  the  year  immediately 
preceding,  its  ratio  to  the  number  of  native-born  shows  no 
material  change,  being  in  the  relation  of  1  to  12. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  6  men  and  1  woman 
were  committed  as  criminals.  Two  of  the  men,  having  recovered, 
were  returned  to  the  Court,  and  one  escaped,  while  three  remain 
in  our  custody. 

From  the  various  camps  in  this  country  were  received  7 
soldiers,  of  whom  1  escaped,  1  died,  and  1  was  discharged  as 
recovered. 

DISCHARGES 

The  number  of  discharges  is  somewhat  in  excess  of  that 
reported  during  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many 
patients  were  discharged  who  had  been  carried  on  parole  for 
long  periods.  However,  a  consideration  of  the  number  of  dis- 
charges alone  fails  to  give  recognition  to  the  number  who  left 
the  hospital,  for  many  patients  who  had  improved  sufficiently 
to  render  it  safe  for  them  to  return  to  friends  able  and  willing 
to  assume  their  care,  were  granted  paroles.  Even  in  the  cases 
of  those  who  had  actually  recovered,  it  was  thought  best  in 
many  instances  to  grant  paroles  rather  than  to  discharge  them 
outright,  so  that  legal  formalities  might  be  avoided  in  the  event 
that  it  should  be  necessary  for  them  to  return  within  a  few 
months. 

Of  the  337  patients  admitted,  67.3  per  cent  suffered  from  such 
mental  disorders  as  to  render  hope  of  recovery  unwarranted.

Of  the  remaining  110  possibly  curable  cases,  33  have  already 
been  paroled  or  discharged. 

Based  upon  the  number  of  admissions,  21.6  per  cent  were 
discharged  as  recovered,  10.9  per  cent  as  improved,  and  3  per 
cent  as  unimproved.  Of  the  120  patients  dismissed  from  the 
hospital,  exclusive  of  transfers,  the  condition  on  discharge  was 
recorded  as  follows:

STAFF  MEETINGS 

A  system  of  Staff  meetings  was  inaugurated  early  in  the 
year.  After  having  received  a  thorough  mental  and  physical 
examination,  each  newly  admitted  patient  is  presented  before 
the  Medical  Staff,  the  case  discussed  freely,  and  a  diagnosis 
arrived  at  if  possible.  Doubtful  cases  are  re-presented  after  an 
interval  of  a  few  weeks.  By  this  means  the  personal  factor  in 
diagnosis  is  avoided,  and  it  becomes  necessary  less  frequently 
to  revise  the  classification  sheets.  The  probable  outcome  of  the 
disorder,  suggestions  for  special  treatment,  and  the  advisability 
of  parole  or  discharge  are  also  considered  at  these  meetings. 


PHYSICAL  DISEASES 

In  any  institution  for  the  care  of  mental  diseases,  which  has 
been  in  operation  for  fifty  years  or  more,  there  are  a  number  of 
aged,  feeble,  bedridden  patients  whose  number  tends  to  increase 
constantly.  Until  the  epidemic  of  influenza  appeared  the  health 
of  the  institution  was  fairly  good,  but  since  the  subsidence  of 
the  outbreak  the  resistance  of  many  patients  seems  to  be  lowered 
so  that  when  ill  they  do  not  respond  to  treatment  as  readily  as 
formerly,  notwithstanding  the  special  dietary  and  therapeutic 
measures  which  have  been  conscientiously  applied. 

An  extremely  large  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  have 
been  reported  during  the  year.  Within  the  four  months  preced- 
ing the  epidemic  above  mentioned,  15  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
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discovered,  while  in  the  succeeding  eight  months  59  cases  were 
reported.  Of  the  74  patients  found  to  be  suffering  from  this 
disease,  29  bore  unmistakable  evidences  of  its  presence  when 
admitted  to  the  hospital. 

Since  October  1,  1918,  there  have  been  reported  342  cases 
of  influenza,  of  which  number  48  were  complicated  by  a  grave 
broncho-pneumonia.  Respiratory  diseases  appeared  with  un- 
usual frequency  throughout  the  winter  and  spring  months, 
although  the  number  of  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia  was  no 
larger  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

One  of  the  female  attendants  developed  scarlet  fever  within 
a  few  days  after  she  entered  the  hospital's  employ,  but,  for- 
tunately, the  disease  was  limited  to  this  initial  case. 

On  May  15  a  case  of  diphtheria  was  discovered  in  the  ward 
for  convalescent  men  and  was  followed  within  two  or  three  days 
by  a  second  and  a  third  case.  Measures  for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  these  patients  were  promptly  taken,  and  the  build- 
ing in  which  they  appeared  was  strictly  quarantined,  as  a  result 
of  which  action  no  other  cases  developed. 

DEATHS 

Several  different  factors  enter  into  the  explanation  of  the 
excessively  high  death-rate  which  is  reported  for  the  past 
twelve  months.  The  presence  of  a  large  number  of  feeble  and 
aged  persons,  many  of  whom  suffer  in  addition  from  organic 
diseases  of  the  brain,  has  already  been  mentioned.  Of  the  337 
patients  admitted  37  per  cent  were  found  to  be  in  a  more  or  less 
gravely  impaired  state  of  health  at  the  time  of  reception.  The 
final  stages  of  paresis  had  been  reached  in  many  of  the  cases  of 
that  disease  previously  admitted,  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
were  more  numerous  than  for  some  years  past.  All  of  these 
factors,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  epidemic  of  influenza, 
deaths  from  this  cause,  and  the  lowered  resistance  which  fol- 
lowed the  outbreak,  are  probably  responsible  for  the  unusual 
death-roll.  Acute  affections  other  than  influenza  contributed 
but  a  small  number  to  the  total,  the  chief  sufferers  being  the 
aged  and  those  subject  to  organic  diseases  of  the  brain. 
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Two  women  and  one  man  committed  suicide,  employing  for 
this  purpose  strips  torn  from  their  clothing.  One  demented 
paretic  escaped  from  the  hospital  on  the  night  of  March  29 
and  his  body  was  found  the  next  morning  on  the  banks  of  a 
nearby  stream,  his  death  being  due  to  cold  and  exposure. 

PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORY 

Failing  the  services  of  a  pathologist,  the  routine  laboratory 
work  has  been  performed  partly  by  members  of  the  Staff,  but 
chiefly  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Douglas,  of  Harrisburg.  The  blood  of  each 
patient  admitted  is  subjected  to  a  Wassermann  test,  and  ex- 
amination of  the  spinal  fluid  follows  in  those  cases  in  which  the 
result  is  positive.  In  comparatively  few  instances  have  autopsies 
been  held,  as  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  permission  from  relatives. 

DENTAL  DISPENSARY 

Dr.  Galen  Hain,  of  Harrisburg,  visits  the  hospital  one  morn- 
ing of  each  week,  at  which  times  he  examines  the  teeth  of  newly 
admitted  patients  and  attends  to  all  emergencies.  During  the 
year  Dr.  Hain  has  examined  every  patient  in  the  hospital  and 
has  removed  all  teeth  that  were  beyond  repair.  In  numerous  in- 
stances he  has  found  abscesses  and  other  painful  conditions  con- 
cerning which  no  complaint  had  been  made.  This  service  has 
been  of  great  value  in  removing  sources  of  infection  which  had 
not  been  suspected  and  has  certainly  added  greatly  to  the 
comfort  of  many. 

PHARMACY 

The  employment  of  proprietary  medicines  has  been  discon- 
tinued in  so  far  as  practicable.  The  druggist  manufactures  the 
greater  part  of  the  stock  preparations,  in  addition  to  filling 
individual  prescriptions.  Trays  containing  the  doses  for  each 
patient  are  sent  to  the  wards  at  proper  intervals  throughout  the 
day,  thereby  preventing  the  collection  of  drugs  in  medicine 
cabinets  and  guarding  against  the  failure  of  any  patient  to 
receive  what  is  prescribed.

AMUSEMENTS 

The  usual  outdoor  amusements  have  been  enjoyed  through- 
out the  year  in  suitable  weather,  while  during  the  colder  months 
the  club  room,  billiard  tables  and  various  games  furnish  the 
necessary  recreation.  Motion  pictures  are  shown  on  Friday 
evenings  and  these  entertainments  are  always  well  attended. 
On  Tuesday  afternoons  the  patients  gather  in  the  Chapel,  ' 
practise  hjinns,  and  learn  the  popular  songs,  taking  especial 
interest  in  the  new  and  old  war  songs.  On  July  4  and  Septem- 
ber 2,  field-days  were  held,  on  which  the  patients,  both  male 
and  female,  entered  with  enthusiasm  into  the  various  contests, 
and  the  victors  were  rewarded  with  simple  prizes.  Certain  of 
the  patients  are  allowed  to  go  into  the  city  accompanied  by  a 
nurse  and  others  occasionally  spend  a  few  hours  at  their  homes, 
while  quite  a  number  have  had  opportunities  to  view  the  various 
parades  which  have  been  frequent  throughout  the  year.  At  the 
usual  Christmas  celebration  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawes  presided. 
The  Chapel  was  beautifully  decorated,  and  the  customary  gifts 
of  candy  and  fruit  were  distributed.  During  the  Easter  season, 
the  female  patients,  to  the  great  amusement  of  the  spectators 
and  participants,  originated  and  staged  a  unique  parade  in 
which  costumes  of  all  ages  and  fashions  appeared. 

OCCUPATION 

While  many  of  the  patients  are  employed  in  various  lines  of 
work,  systematic  diversional  occupation  has  not  been  developed 
as  had  been  hoped.  The  situation  during  the  past  twelve  months 
has  not  been  propitious  for  the  inauguration  of  new  movements, 
nor  was  it  thought  wise,  under  present  conditions,  to  employ 
the  experienced  teachers  necessary  to  the  successful  operation 
of  such  plans,  even  though  they  could  be  found.  Recently,  a 
tinner's  shop  has  been  added  to  our  industrial  department,  cer- 
tain patients  have  been  taught  to  cane  chairs,  equipment  for 
the  women's  industrial  building  has  been  purchased,  and  the 
prospects  are  brighter  for  the  establishment  of  other  avenues 
of  emplojonent.  The  women  are  still  interested  in  Red  Cross 
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work  and  derive  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  from  their  contributions 
to  the  local  chapter.  Within  the  past  twelve  months  they  have 
completed  the  following  articles,  3,792  in  number:

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 

Religious  services  have  been  held  regularly  throughout  the 
year,  the  ministers  of  Harrisburg  and  vicinity  officiating  in 
turn,  thereby  assuring  for  each  patient  the  pleasure  of  listening 
to  the  minister  of  his  own  denomination.  Protestants  and 
Catholics  attend  these  services  together,  and  the  Chapel  is 
always  filled  by  an  attentive  and  appreciative  audience. 

EMPLOYEES 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  great  difficulty  was  expe- 
rienced in  securing  sufficient  help  to  conduct  safely  the  various 
activities  of  the  hospital.  With  the  signing  of  the  armistice, 
however,  the  situation  changed  immediately,  and  applications 
for  employment  exceeded  our  needs.  Places  for  former  em- 
ployees who  had  enlisted  are  still  being  held  open,  and  we  have 
not  yet  failed  to  accept  the  services  of  a  soldier  who  had  been 
employed  here.  In  the  case  of  women  the  situation  has  improved 
little  if  at  all.  Few  apphcations  are  being  received,  and  the 
applicants  are  apt  to  be  more  youthful  and  otherwise  less  desir- 
able than  was  formerly  the  case. 

FARM  AND  GARDEN 

The  yield  from  the  farm  and  garden  was  exceptionally  good 
during  the  past  year.  The  crops  of  wheat,  corn,  and  hay  were 
above  the  average,  while  potatoes  were  gathered  in  quantity 
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sufficient  to  supply  the  hospital  throughout  the  winter  and 
spring  months.  Vegetables  were  especially  abundant,  and  the 
surplus  in  excess  of  the  daily  needs  was  canned  for  later  use. 

To  replace  in  part  the  dairy  herd  which  was  condemned 
by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  one  bull  and  fifteen  cows 
were  purchased.  While  these  cows  produce  only  a  small  part  of 
the  milk  used  in  the  hospital,  it  was  not  thought  advisable  to 
care  for  many  head  in  the  barn  formerly  occupied  by  the  in- 
fected cattle.  Replacement  of  the  herd  must  wait  upon  the 
erection  of  a  new  barn  unless  we  are  willing  to  have  repeated 
the  unfortunate  experience  of  the  past  year. 

The  acreage  of  the  farm  and  garden  is  not  great  enough  to 
supply  outdoor  employment  for  a  large  number  of  patients,  and 
it  would  be  worth  while  to  consider  the  advisability  of  estab- 
lishing a  farm  colony  at  some  distance  from  the  central  plant  if 
adjacent  land  cannot  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price.  Such 
a  colony  would  not  only  provide  employment  for  chronic  patients 
but  would  add  materially  to  the  income  of  the  hospital. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  operation  of  this  department 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Steward. 

FINANCES 

The  total  expenditures  for  maintenance  during  the  year 
1918-19  amounted  to  $350,501.78,  while  the  total  income  was 
$308,178.31.  To  cover  the  resulting  deficit,  together  with  the 
deficit  of  $2,670.29  incurred  during  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1918,  the  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $45,000,  all  of 
which  has  been  expended,  with  the  exception  of  $6.24,  which 
will  be  returned  to  the  state.  The  unusual  conditions  which 
prevailed  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report  were  respon- 
sible for  the  failure  to  keep  within  the  legal  income  and  are  too 
thoroughly  recognized  to  require  extended  mention. 

Of  special  appropriations  previously  made,  $1,121.30  have 
been  expended.  The  high  cost  of  supplies  and  labor  rendered 
unwise  any  attempt  to  build  a  cow-barn  and  piggery,  for  which 
purpose  $20,000  had  been  provided,  consequently  this  amount 
reverted  to  the  state,  except  $100,  which  was  expended  for 
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architect's  plans.  Applications  for  funds  to  carry  out  necessary 
improvements  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  but  have  not  yet  been  acted  upon  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

The  financial  matters  pertaining  to  the  hospital  will  be 
considered  more  fully  in  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Steward. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

No  effort  has  been  made  within  the  past  twelve  months  to 
make  extensive  repairs  except  when  they  were  absolutely 
necessary,  but  even  so  the  services  of  the  mechanical  force 
have  been  in  constant  demand. 

Many  of  the  fine  trees  which  formerly  rendered  the  grounds 
of  the  hospital  so  attractive  have  died  or  been  damaged  by 
storms.  These  were  removed  and  new  trees  planted,  according 
to  suggestions  made  by  the  State  Forestry  Department,  which 
also  furnished  6,000  seedlings  for  planting  upon  the  unproductive 
hillsides  and  along  the  streams.  We  are  indebted,  also,  to  the 
Harrisburg  Department  of  Parks  and  Public  Property  for  a 
number  of  young  trees. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  greatest  needs  of  the  hospital  at  the  present  time  are  a 
pavilion  for  tuberculous  patients  and  a  small  building  in  which 
cases  of  contagious  disease  can  be  isolated.  The  institution 
possesses  no  pavilion  or  ward  suited  to  the  peculiar  needs  of 
the  tuberculous,  and  in  the  portions  of  the  wards  set  apart  for 
their  use  it  is  impossible  to  secure  the  necessary  ventilation  and 
sunlight,  consequently  no  cures  are  reported  and  cases  are  apt 
to  run  a  speedy  course.  The  need  for  a  modern  pavilion  is  great, 
and,  until  it  is  supplied,  we  can  neither  do  our  duty  by  these 
sufferers  nor  safeguard  others  from  infection. 

Too  real  to  admit  of  discussion  is  the  need  for  a  small  hos- 
pital for  contagious  diseases.  Smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  mumps,  and  chicken-pox  frequently  gain  en- 
trance to  hospitals  for  mental  diseases  and  carry  danger  and 
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disorganization  to  every  department  unless  isolated  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

STATISTICAL  TABLES 

In  correspondence  with  the  forms  adopted  by  the  American 
Medico-Psychological  Association,  tables  have  been  prepared 
covering  the  points  of  interest  upon  which  statistical  data  are 
desired,  but  it  has  not  been  considered  necessary  to  publish  the 
series  in  connection  with  this  report.  The  usual  analysis  of  the 
Steward's  Annual  Statement  of  Expenditures  has  likewise  been 
omitted. 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  should  I  not  mention  the 
disinterested  and  faithful  service  rendered  by  many  of  the  em- 
ployes during  the  especially  trying  months  of  summer  and 
autumn,  or  fail  to  acknowledge  the  cheerful  acceptance  by  each 
member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  heavier  responsibilities  and 
multiplication  of  duties  which  unusual  conditions  entailed.  For 
the  encouragement,  counsel,  and  unfailing  support  given  me  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  would  express  my  gratitude.
